During the government of Raja Chbatarsal, the province of Bundelkhand 
ras invaded by Muhammad Khan Bangash, the Pathan Chief of Farrukhabad* 
nd the first Peshwa^ Baji Rao, was invited from the Deccan for the purpose 
tf repelling this invasion. The expulsion of the Pathan from Bundelkhand 
brough the successful exertions of a Mahratta army was followed by Raja 
HhhatarsaFs adoption of the Peshwa as his son, and by a distribution of his 
lerritory between his two legitimate sons, Hardi Sah and Jagat Raj, and his 
ion by adoption, Baji Rao, By this arrangement the Peshwa became the 
legitimate possessor of a large portion of territory in Bundelkhand,, which was 
bhe earliest territorial acquisition of the Mahratta Government in Hindustan 
and was considerably extended by subsequent conquests. The two remaining 
shares of the possessions of Raja Chhatarsal continued to be held in small por- 
tions by the numerous descendants of his legitimate sons, or by the nominal 
adherents and rebellious servants of the declining branches of that family.

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a^Iaclhoji Sindliia, in his Inst nnd snccessrol utterapt to re-csbhlish the 
iMnhrattn power and influence in the northern districts of Hindustan, was 
ntlcmled by a strong reinforcement of troops from the Deccan, under the 
command of AH Bahadur, a grandson of Bnji Bao, being the son of 
Shamsher Balindur, who was the oflspring of tho Peshwa and a Musalman 
concubine. On a former expedition of Madlioji Sindhia to Hindustan, a 
number of the nobles had abandoned tho Musalman faction and influence at 
Delhi, and had attached Iheinsolvcs to the Mnhratfa leader. Among these 
was Raja Himmat Bahadur, the spiritual head and military commander of 
a large body of devotees, who had acquired some territory in Bundclkhand. 
Dissatisfied with his treatment by Sindhia, Ali Bahadur, at the instigation of 
Raja Himmat Bahadur, turned his attention to the entire conquest of Bundel- 
lihaud. An agreement was accordingly concinded Ixitween Ali Bahadur and 
tho Raja, by which a largo i>ortion of the province w.as, when conquered, 
to he consigned to the indepeudeni management of Himmat Bahadur, and 
its revenue to bo exclusively applied to the payment of a body of troops which 
tho Raja engaged to furnish and to maintaiu in the service of Ali Bahadur. 

The distracted state of the province of Bnndelkband, which bad long been 
a scene of domestic dissension and civil war between the legitimate descend- 
ants of Raja Chhatnrsal, afforded at this time jMculiar encouragement to 
the ambitious views of AH Bahadur, Of the territory wbicb bad descended to 
the two legitimate sons of Raja Chbatarsal and bad been divided in unequal 
portions between them, tho largest share, or that which was possessed by Raja 
Hardt Sah, had passed from (ho possession of his grandson, Hindupat, to that 
of two rebellious servants of his family, named Baui Huzuri and Kaim Raj 
Cliaube, the former of whom had established independent authority at 
P.anua, while the latter had obtained possession of tho fortress of Kalinjar with 
the districts surrounding that fortress. The possessions also of Raja Jagat 
Raj, after a long and severe contest between his second son and his two grand- 
sons, Guman Singh and Khuman Singh, tho children of the eldest son of 
Jagat Raj, had been first distributed among the three, but they were after- 
wards entirely usurped by the two latter, whoso posteiity were now contending 
iir their turn for the sole possession of the whole of the inheritance of Jagat 
Raj. 

Ali Bahadur soon established his authority in the greater part of the 
province. The only serious resistance he met with was at Kalinjar, at the 
siege of which he died in 1802, after having concluded an arrangement with 
the Court of Poona, by which the sovereign and paramount right of the Peshwa 
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over all the conquests of Ali Bahadur in Bundelkhand was declared and 
acknowledged. 

Ali Bahadur left two sons, Shamsher Bahadur and Zulfikar Ali. The 
former was at Poona at the time of his father’s death. Raja Himmat Baha- 
dur professed at first the intention of supporting the right of Shamsher Baha- 
dur, and of maintaining the government ’ of his father’s possessions in his 
name and hehalf till his arrival in Bundelkhand. For this purpose avowedly 
he selected from the several Mahratta leaders who remained in Ali Bahadur’s 
camp the maternal cousin of the late Nawab, by name Ghani Bahadur, who 
was accordingly declared the regent during the absence of Shamsher Bahadur; 
Raja Himmat Bahadur retaining, as before, the exclusive management of his 
own districts, and an increased influence over the mind and councils of the 
regent and of the native Chiefs of Bundelkhand. 

About this period the declared hostility of the several subordinate Chiefs 
of the Mahratta Empire to the arrangements which were concluded by the 
treaty of Bassein, by which among other advantages the British Government 
acquired territory in Bundelkhand yielding Rupees 36,16,000 a year, occasion- 
ed a formal declaration on the part of the British Government of their inten- 
tion of maintaining the provisions of that treaty ; and this declaration was 
immediately followed by offensive operations on the part of Daulat Rao Sindhia^ 
and the Raja of Berar, and'by no less hostile, though more secret and cautious, 
measures of aggression on the part of Jaswant Rao Holkar. 

In the plan of hostile operations suggested by the last named Chief 
the invasion of the British territories in the Gangetic Doab, and a preda- 
tory incursion into the districts of Mirzapur and Benares by the route of 
Bundelkhand, would appear to have been some of the measures to which the 
greatest importance was attached ; and for the execution of the project the 
Nawab Shamsher Bahadur was selected. 

Raja Himmat Bahadur, foreseeing in the success of this plan of the 
Mahratta Chiefs an immediate diminution of his own authority in Bundelkhand, 
determined to abandon the Mahratta interests, and to seek the permanent 
establishment of his own influence, with the aggrandisement of his posses- 
sions in Bundelkhand, by assisting in the transfer of the province from the 
Mahrattas to British rule. Accordingly, by an Agreement (No. I) concluded 
at Shahpur on the 4th of September 1803, it was provided, among other 
stipulations, that a portion of territory in Bundelkhand, yielding an annual 
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revenue of twenty Inlchs ef rupees, stiould be ceded to the Raja for the main-- 
tenanco of a body of troops under his command in the service of the British 
Government; and, in consideration of the great advantages which were expect- 
ed from the junction of the power and influence of Himraat Bahadur, and from* 
his zealous co-operation with the British force in their occupation of Bundeh 
lihand and in the establishment of the British authority in that province, a 
permanent jagir in the British dominions was also promised to the Raja, the 
extent of it to be proportioned to the benefits which might afterwards appear 
to have been derived from his adherence to the terms of his engagement. The, 
immediate advantages which accrued to the British Government from this 
arrangement were the great facility and assistance afibrded to a detachment of 
their troops in crossing the Jumna into Bundellchand, which might otherwise, 
have been vigorously opposed by the united force of the Mahrattas and of 
Himmat Bahadur; and to the latter Chieftain the acquisition of a rich and 
fertile territory of more than double the extent which he had possessed under 
the former government, without any considerable increase of his former military 
establishment. The districts which were specifically assigned to Baja Himmat 
Bahadur comprised, with a few trifling exceptions, the whole of the territory 
contiguous to the west bank of the Jumna from Allahabad to Kalpi. 

On the death of Raja Himmat Bahadur in 1804 these lauds were resumed, 
and jagirs aud pensions were assigned to his family. 

During the negotiations between the British Government and R.aja 
Himmat Bahadur, Nawab Sbamsher Bahadur had arrived in. Bundelkhand. 
But his efibrts to establish his authority against the British Government were 
unsuccessful, and he was content in 1804 to accept a provision (No. II) 
of four lakhs of rupees a year from that Government, with permission to 
reside at Banda, This provision was subsequently guaranteed (No. Ill) 
to him in 1812. Sbamsher Bahadur died in 1823, and was succeeded by his 
brother, Zulfikar Ali. To him succeeded Ali Bahadur, who joined in the 
rebellion of 1857, and was therefore deprived of the pension of four lakhs a 
year*. He was removed to Indore, where he Was placed under surveillance, and 
allowed for his support a pension of Rupees 36,000 a year for life. He died 
in August 1873, and stipends amounting to one-third of the lapsed pension, or 
Rupees 12,000 a year, were assigned to his family* 

Of the 'territory ceded by the Peshwa, Government retained in its own 
possession lands on the banks of the Jumna yielding about fourteen dakhs, 
exclusive of • the territory granted ‘ to Raja Himmht Bahadur. The Chiefs 
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who held the remaining poi'tion were maintained in their territorial rights, 
with a view to secure a barrier against the inroads which were then meditated 
by Holkar. As the authority o£ the Peshwa in Bundelkhand was little more 
than nominal, it became necessary for the pacification of the country to enter 
into engagements with the Chiefs holding lands in the Peshwa^s share of the 
province, securing to them the rights they enjoyed under Ali Bahadur's 
government on condition of allegiance and fidelity. The Chiefs in the western 
portion of Bundelkhand were treated as independent, and treaties of friend- 
ship and alliance were formed with them. 

All the sovereign rights of the Peshwa in Bundelkhand were finally ceded 
to the British Government on the extinction of the Peshwa's power in 1817. 

Of the Bundelkhand States, four, namely, Jalaun, Jhansi, Jaitpur and 
Khadi, lapsed to the British Government ; and six, viz.y Chirgaon, Purwa, 
Tiroha, Bijaraghogarh, Shahgarh and Banpur, were confiscated, the four last 
named on account of the rebellion of their Chiefs in 1867. Banpur was 
claimed by Sindhia, as forming part of the Chanderi district conquered by the 
Gwalior Darbar in 1830. The claim was not admitted, but the Banpur terri- 
tory was made over to Sindhia under the arrangements connected with the 
treaty of 1860. Raja Bakht Bali, the ex-Chief of Shahgarh, died at Bindra- 
bau-on the 29th September 1873, and Raja Mardan Singh, the ex-Chief of 
Banpur, at Muttra on the 22nd July 1879. The latter was the representative 
of the oldest Bundela line, which lost Chanderi, Lalitpur, Kurwai and other 
districts to the Mahrattas. The Government of India continued a pension of 
Rupees 500 per mensem to Diwan Nirbhe Singh, his grandson, for the main- 
tenance of the family. 

There are twenty-nine States in Bundelkhand of more or less importance. 
Until. 1888 Khaniadhana was included in this Agency ; but in that year its 
political supervision was transferred to the Resident at Gwalior [see Gwalior 
Vol. IV), The only States which have formal treaties with the British 
Government are Orchha (formerly known also as Tehri), Datia and Samthar. 
O’he other Chiefs hold their territories under sanads, and are bound bv ikrar- 
uamas or deeds of fealty and obedience. 

All transit duties have been abolished at different times in late years 
throughout Bundelkhand. There are no extradition agreements with any of 
the States in the Agency : extradition is effected in accordance with the Extra- 
dition Act and the rules connected with it. The area of native Bundelkhand 
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is about 11,000 squaiG miles, with a population, according' to the (provisional)- 

figures of the census of 1891, of 1,506,300.’ 


(I).— LAPSED STATES. 

As mentioned in the preceding narrative, four of the Bundellcliand 
States have lapsed to the British Government, namely, Jalaun, Jhansi, Jaifc* 
pur, and Khadi. 

1. Jalaun. 

The Chief who was in possession of Jalaun at the time of the British 
occupation of Bundelkhaud was Nana Govind Kao. He joined Shamsher 
Bahadur in his hostility to the British Government, and his territories were 
therefore occupied by British troops. But on his submission bis estates were 
restored (No. IV) to him in 1806 with the exception of Kalpi and a few 
villages on the banks of the J umna. In 1817 he was released (No. V) from the 
tribute and military service which Government had acquired a right to 
demand after the Peshwa had ceded to them all his sovereign rights in Bundel- 
khand ; and he ceded to Government the district of Kande and some villages 
in the pargana of Churki. Naua Govind Eao died in 1822, and was succeeded 
by his son, Bala Kao Govind. On the deatli of Bala Kao Govind in 1832 
without issue, his widow adopted her brother, Kao Govind Kao, on whose 
death in 1840 the territory was held to have lapsed to the British Government, 

2. Jhansi, 

The first Treaty (No. VI) with Jhansi was made with Sheo Kao 
Bhao in 1804. He was succeeded in 1815 by his grandson Ram Chand Rao, 
with whom a new Treaty (No. VII) was made in 1817, after the 
Peshwa had ceded his rights in Bundelkhaud to the British Government. 
Ram Chand Rao died childless in 1835, and as the. treaty of 1817 was inter- 
preted as guaranteeing the inheritance of Jhansi not to the descendants of 
Ram Chand Rao only but of Sheo Rao Bhao also, the succession of Raghunath 
Rao, uncle of Ram Chand, was recognised. He also died without legitimate 
issue 'in 1838. The right of his brother Gangadhar Eao to the succession 
was admitted, but, owing to his incompetence, the direct management of the 
State was retained by the British Government. The administration, hoW" 
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ever, was transferred to him in 1848, nndor conditions specified in an Ajyreo- 
ment (No. VIII) dated the 27th December 1842. Gang'adhar lino died child- 
less in March 1853, and, as there was no male heir of any of the Chiefs 
who ruled Jhansi since its first connection with the British Government, the 
State was held to have lapsed to the British Government. 

3. JAixruii. 

The Jaitpur estate was held one of the desoondants of Chhatarsivl. 
The first Sanad (No. IX) of the British Government W'as given to Baja Kosri 
Singh on 20th September 1812, On his death, the estate dosoonded to his 
son Pariehat, who w'as deposed for rebellion in 181'2, . Then the estalu was 
conferred on Diwan Khet Singh, who, as a doscondiint of Chhatarsal, bud 
advanced claims to the State of Chavkhari. On the death of Kliofi Sii»gh 
in 1849 without male heirs, the Jaitpur estate lapsed to the British GoA^'ru- 
ment. 

4. Khadi, 

Khadi was a small jagir granted (No. X) in 1807 to Parsuram, loader 
of a baud of plunderers, with a view to the pacification of the province of 
Bundelkhand. Parsuram died in 1850. It was then ruled that the grant 
was merely for life, and the jagir was accordingly resumed.

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3. BlJAUAGnOGAlill. 

When Mnihar (see ivfra) was divided in 1826 on the death of Durjan 
Singli (No. LX.XXIV), one share, Bijaraghogarh, fell to the lot of his second 
■son Frag Da.s. The estate was confiscated in 1858 for the rebellion of its 
holder, Surju Paishad, son of Frag D.as, and in 1865 it was included in the 
territories administered by the Chief Commissioner of the Central Frovinces. 

4. Shahoakii. 

This estate also was confiscated, ns noted above, for the rebellion of its 
Chief in 1857. Raja Bakht Bali, the e.K-Chief, died at Bindraban on the 
29th September 1873. 

5. Banpur. 

This estate was claimed by Sindhia, and was cvontnally made over to him 
under the arrangements connected with the treaty of 1860, after its confisca- 
tion for the rebellion of its Chief in 1S57. The ex-Chief, Raja hlardan Singh, 
died at Muttra on the 22nd July 1879. The Government of India granted 
allowances for the support of his grandson, Diwan Nirbhe Singh, aud his 
family. 

6. TmoHA OR Kirur. 

Amrit Bao of Tiroha was the son of the Feshwa llaghoba. On the 
flight of Baji Rao to Basscin, Ilolkar wished to treat his flight ns an ab- 
dication, and to put forward Amrit Rao as his successor. The advance of 
the British troops ou Poona, however, defeated his plans. Amrit Rao opened a 
friendly correspondence with the British authorities, and an Agreement (No. XI) 
was made in 1803, guaranteeing to him and to his son a provision of seven lakhs 
of rupees a year. Amrit Rao at the same time abandoned his pretensions to the 
■Peshwaship. He selected Tiroha in Bundelkhand as his residence, where a jagir 
of Rupees 4,691 was conferred on him. Amrit Rao died in 1824, and was 
succeeded by his son, Vinayak Rao. On Vinajmk Rao^s death in 1853, with- 
■out issue, the pension of seven lakhs ceased. He left two sons by adoption, 
Narayan Rao and Madho Kao. These joined in the rebellion in 1857, and 
their family estates were confiscated. Narayan Rao died n prisoner at Hazari- 
bagh in 1860. Madho Rao was pardoned, in consideration of his jmuth, and 
was educated at Bareilly as a ward of the British Government. He attained his 
majority in 1866, and was permitted to draw the provision; of Rupees 30,000 
a year which had been made for him. He has been permitted to reside at 
Bareilly and purchase lands there. 
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(III).— STATES HELD UNDER TREATIES. 

The only three States in Bnndelkhand with which formal treaties have 
been concluded by the British Government are, as mentioned above, Orchha, 
Datia and Samthar. 

1. ORCHHA. 

Orchha, which was formerly known also as Tehri, is the oldest and 
highest in rank of all the Bundela States, and was the only State in Bundel- 
khand which was not held in subjection by the Peshwa. The Mahrattas, 
however, severed from Orchha the territory which formed the State of Jhausi. 

Raja Bikramajit Mahendar was the ruling Chief of Orchha when the British 
entered Bundelkliand, and a treaty of friendship and defensive alliance (No. XII) 
was concluded with him on the 2.3rd December 1812. This Chief formally 
abdicated in favour of his son Dharampal, but on the death of the latter with- 
out issue, Bikramajit again assumed the government of his State. He died in 
1834 and was succeeded by his brother, Tej Singh, who died in 1842, having 
previously adopted his cousin’s son, Sujan Singh. Sujan Singh’s right was 
disputed by the Larai Rani, the widow of Dharampal, who claimed the right 
to adopt a successor to the State. The pretensions of the Larai Rani led to 
serious disturbances, but as the adoption of Sujan Singh was acknowledged 
by the British Government and acquiesced in by the neighbouring Chiefsj 
Government established Sujan Singh in the succession and appointed the 
Rani as regent till he attained his majority. 

Sujan Singh died a few months after he had reached his majority. On 
bis death his widow was permitted, with the advice of the principal Bundela 
Chiefs, to adopt Hamir Singh, a collateral relation of the family and then 
a minor. In 1862 Hamir Singh received a sanad (No. XIII) guaran- 
teeing to him the right of adoption. The Larai Ranh administered the State 
as regent, but died in 3867, shortly after Maharaja Hamir Singh had been 
invested with . the management of his State. Hamir Singh died in March 
1874. His younger brother Partab Singh, then twenty years of ago, was 
recognised as his successor, and a British officer was temporarily deputed to 
supervise the administration of the State, 

Partah Singh was entrusted with the government on the 4th .Tnnn 1874, 
The British officer was withdrawn in May 1876, All transit dutioii wci’i' 

<1 
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abolished in the Orchha State in 18S0, and the fact was notified in the Gazette 
of India. 

The Maharaja of Orchha formerly paid a tribute of Rupees 3,000 to 
Jhansi for the jagir of Terauli. This payment passed to the British Govern^ 
meat on the lapse of Jhansi, but was remitted as a reward for the services of 
the Maharaja in 1857. The istimrari revenue of the village of Mohanpur 
anaounting to Rupees 200 was at the same time remitted. 

A salute of fifteen guns attaches to the ' Chiefship j the present ruler, 
Partab. Singh, receives a salute of seventeen guns as a personal distinction. 
In 1886 the Government of India conferred on the Chief as a hereditary 
distinction the title of Saramad-i-Rajaha-i-Bundelkhand or First of 
the Princes of Bundelkhand,” and he has also received the title of “ Sawai” 
as a hereditary distinction. 

In 1884 the Maharaja made over land free of cost for the Jhansi-Manik- 
pur State Railway (now the Indian Midland). Subsequently he claimed com- 
pensation ; and under the special circumstances of the case the Government 
of India paid compensation. Civil and criminal jurisdiction in the lands 
acquired for the railway was (No. XIV) ceded by the Maharaja to the 
British Government in 1888, 

The area of Orchha is about 1,933 square miles; and the population 
is 333,366 (census of 1891). The revenues of the State are estimated 
at nine lakhs of rupees, but about one-half of this amount is alienated to 
relations of the Chief and others. In 1890 the military establishment, in- 
cluding irregulars, consisted of 350 cavalry and 4,200 infantry, with 90 guns 
classed as serviceable, and 100 gunners. 

In 1887 the name of the capital of the State was changed from “Tehri” 
to “Tikamgarh,” and the State and the Darbar were officially styled 
“ Orchha,^^ thus avoiding the former confusion with the Tehri (or Garhwal) 
State in the North-We^ern Provinces. 

2. DATIA. 

Datia was in origin an offshoot of Orchha, as regards both the State 
and the family of the Chief. The territories of Datia came under the su- 
premacy of the British Government with the other territories in Bundelkhand 
ceded by the Peshwa under the treaty of Bassein. The first Treaty with this 
State was concluded with Raja Parichat on I5th March 1804 (No. XV). 
After the deposition of the Peshwa in 1817, a tract of land on the east of the 
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river Sind was added to Datia as a reward for the attachment of the Raja to 
the British Government, and a new Treaty (No. XVI) was made with 
him. Raja Parichat died in 1839 without issue, having previously adopted 
a foundling, Bije Bahadur, whose succession was recognised. The succession 
of Bije Bahadur was opposed by Diwan Madan Singh of Barauni, a colla- 
teral branch of Parichat’s family, on the grounds of consanguinity and an 
old aoreement that, in the event of the Datia Chief dying without male heirs, 
the succession would lie in the Barauni family. But as Government had 
already recognised the adoption of Bije Bahadur, and as the country was fairly 
governed, and the succession was agreeable to the people, the claims of the 
Barauni family were set aside. The Thakur of Barauni also endeavoured to 
obtain a recognition of the distinct tenure of his jagir in independence of 
the Chief of Datia, but in this he did not succeed. 

Bije Bahadur, who died in 1857, left an illegitimate son, Arjun Singh, 
but was succeeded by his adopted son Bhawani Singh, the pi’esent Chief, then 
a minor. In consequence of disturbances caused by the advocacy of the claims 
of Arjun Singh, who was supported by the Rani Regent, Arjun Singh was 
removed from Datia. Subsequently a rebellion was raised by the Rani and her 
followers, who seized the fort of Seonda. The fort was reduced by a British 
force, the chief rebels were sentenced to imprisonment for life in the fort of 
Chunar, and the Rani was placed under close surveillance. The claims of the 
Barauni branch of the family to the succession were again brought forward 
and rejected in 1861. Arjun Singh died at Nowgong on the 30th September 
1887. 

In 186^ all transit duties were abolished in Datia. 

In 1879 the Mahai-aja entered into an Agreement (No. XVII) with the 
Government of India to stop the manufacture of salt in the town of Datia, 
and to limit the out-turn in certain parganas to 16,500 maunds annually. 
In consideration of the" loss he would sustain by this agreement, it was 
arranged that he should receive Rupees 10,000 a year. The engagement 
contained restrictions regarding the import, transport, and export of salt not 
covered by a British pass. The prohibition regarding the import of salt was 
tentatively withdrawn in 1884. 

In 188^ a question of much importance to the State, which had been 
pending for many years, was decided. It related to the devolution of shares 
in the Barauni jagir. The main point involved was the origin of this estate, 
and it was definitely ruled that the jagir was a grant entirely independent of 
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Datia, made from Delhi, and that the Maharaja could not therefore claim to 
stand in the same relation to Barauni as he might to jagirdars holding under 
a grant from his State, though the Thakurs must he considered as politically 
subordinate to Datia. 

In the same year the Maharaja ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiving 
payment for the area acquired. In 1888 an Agreement (No. XVIH) was nego- 
tiated between Government and the Darbar regarding cession of jurisdiction 
and other matters connected with the canal. 

In 1888 the Chief ceded (No. XIX) to the British Government civil and 
criminal jurisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 1884 in the 
Datia State for the present Indian Midland Railway, A question of com- 
pensation arose, similar to that which was discussed in the case of Orchha, 
but the Maharaja declined to receive any payment from Government for the 
land he had made over for the railway. 

The Chief is entitled to a salute of fifteen guns. The privilege of adop- 
tion has been conferred on him (note to No. XIII), and he has received the 
titles of Maharaja” and Lakendar.” 

The area of Datia is 837 square miles, and the population by the 1891 
census is 185,664. The revenues are estimated at Rupees 10,00,000. The 
Maharaja of Datia pays to Sindhia, through the British Government, Rupees 
15,000, Nanak Shahi currency, on account of the pargana of Nadigaon. 

According to the returns for 1890, the military force of the State, 
including irregulars, consists of 44 guns (serviceable), 180 gunners, 945 cavalry 
and 5,203 infantry. 

3. SAMTHAR. 

The State of Samthar was separated from Datia only one generation 
previous to the British supremacy in Bundelkhand. When the British entered 
the province. Raja Ranjit Singh requested to be taken into the friendship 
and protection of the British Government ; but no definite arrangement was 
made till 1817, when a Treaty (No. XX) was concluded with him. 

Ranjit Singh died in 1827, and was succeeded by his son Hindupat. In 
1858 the Rani was allowed to administer the State as regent, the Raja 
being of unsound mind. Hindupat had two sons, Chhatar Singh and Arjun 
Singh, the latter of whom was commonly known as Ali Bahadur, In 1864 
Chhatar Singh, having attained his majority, asserted his claims to rule the 
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State, and tliey were recognised by tbe Government of India. In 1865 tbe 
pargana of Amra, rougbly equivalent to a quarter of tbe State, was assigned 
to tbe Rani Eor tbe maintenance of berself, ber busband and ber younger son. 
The Rani died in 1880, but tbe arrangements were not disturbed, the assign- 
ment of tbe Amra pargana continuing for tbe support of Ali Bahadur and tbe 
ex-Cbief. In 1883, owing to tbe inconveniences which Ali Bahadur’s manage- 
ment created, tbe pargana of Amra was restored to Samtbar, tbe detached 
village of Sami as well as cash allowances being assigned for tbe maintenance 
of Ali Bahadur and his father, who were directed to vacate the Amra fort as 
soon as suitable accommodation bad been provided for them at Sami. Tbe ex- 
Cbief Hindupat died at Sami on tbe 8th September 1890. Having regard to 
tbe length of time which bad elapsed since Chbatar Singh bad been de facto 
ruler of tbe State, tbe Government of India decided that there was no 
necessity for tbe formal recognition of his succession. 

In 1868 tbe claims of this State to an annual payment of Rupees 730, 
formerly made to it by tbe Jbansi villages of Manikpura and Nandpura, were 
admitted j and in full satisfaction of them the village of Sajauni in tbe 
Jalaun district was transferred to Samtbar. 

In 1873 all transit dues were abolished in Samtbar territory. 

In connection with tbe general scheme for the equalisation of salt duties, 
an Agreement (No. XXI) was made with tbe Maharaja in 1879. By this he 
undertook to control tbe manufacture, import, transit and taxation of salt, 
and was allowed in return an annual supply free of cost of 500 maunds of 
salt for consumption within bis State. 

In 1884 j this agreement was revised at tbe request of tbe Maharaja, who 
now receives Rupees 1,450 annually in lieu of the supply of salt above men- 
tioned, and tbe restrictions which tbe agreement of 1879 contained relative to 
tbe import, export, and transit of salt were tentatively withdrawn. 

In 1882 tbe Maharaja ceded land for tbe construction of tbe Betwa canal, 
and was paid compensation. In 1888 an Agreement (No. XVIII) was 
negotiated with tbe Maharaja regarding cession of jurisdiction and other 
matters connected with the canal. 

In 1888 the Maharaja ceded (No. XXII) to the British Government 
criminal and civil jurisdiction in the lands which had been acquired in 1 884 
for tbe present Indian Midland Railway. Questions as to compensation arose 
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similar to those in Orchha and Datin, and tho Government of India sanctioned 
the payment o£ compensation to the Maharaja ; but he declined to accept it. 

The Maharaja of Samthar is entitled to a salute of eleven guns. He has 
received the right of adoption (No. XXIII). The State is held subject to 
relief on succession, but at the Delhi Assemblage of 1877 the obligation 
to pay naznrana on direct succossions was remitted. In that year the pre- 
sent Chief, Chhatar Singh, received the title of “Maharaja” as a personal 
distinction. 

The revenues of tho State arc estimated at Rupees ‘}<,00,000. The area 
is said to bo 174 square miles, and the population by tho census of 1S91 is 
4'0,687. In 1890 tho military force, including irregulars, consisted of 290 
cavalry and 2,275 infantry, with G guns classed as serviceable, and 60 gunners* 


(IV).— STATES HELD UNDER SANADS. 

The Chiefs in Bundelkhand who hold. their States under sanads, and are 
bound by ikrarnaraas, or deeds of allegiance, are twenty- six in number.

At first it was the 
policy of Government to leave the protection of their territories to the Chiefs 
themselves, and to exact no tribute or revenue from them. In several of the 
engagements executed in 1805 and 1806 it was therefore distinctly stipulated 
that the Chiefs should renounce all claim to the aid and protection of Govern- 
ment. Experiei ce, however, soon showed the necessity of departing from this 
principle, and of declaring the Bundelkhand Chiefs to be subordinate to, and de- 
pendent on, the British Government. But it was not the intention of Govern- 
ment to establish its laws and regulations in the States of these Chiefs; and to 
remove all doubts on this subject, these States were declared by Regulation 
XXII of 1812 to be exempt from the operation of the general Regulations and 
from the jurisdiction of the civil and criminal courts.

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The engagements made with the States held under sanad are nearly all 
alike. They declare generally that the territory was received by cession from 
the Peshwa and annexed to the British dominions, but that the States of the 
Chiefs wore continued to them from motives of justice, benevolence, and good 
faitb ; they bind the Chiefs to implicit submission, loyalty and attachment 
to the British Government; they require them to govern well; to increase the 
cultivation of their territories and make the ryots contented; to deliver up 
criminal refugees ; to seize thieves and robbers and make them over to the 
British Government. They are liable to such control, not inconsistent with 
their engagements, as the British Government may see fit to exercise, and the 
rights and powers of the Chiefs are limited to such as have been expressly 
conferred. Those Chiefs on whom special powers have not been conferred 
are obliged to refer all heinous cases, involving sentence of death or trans- 
portation or imprisonment for life, to the local officers of the British Govern- 
ment. 

All transit duties have been abolished in the Bundelkband States at 
different dates during the last twenty years, the abolition being usually 
notified in the Qazeltc of India, as in the case of Orchha in 1880. 

The Bajkumar College has been established at Nowgong for the educa- 
tion of the sons of the Chiefs and jagirdars of Bundelkband. Government 
provided a building for the College and bears the charge of the PriucipaPs pay ; 
all other expenditure is met by yearly contributions from Native States. 

It is extremely difficult to estimate the revenue of the Bundelkband 
States, owing to the prevailing practice of giving large tracts of land on 
service tenure instead of collecting the revenue and paying cash for service. 
None of the Bundelkband Chiefs pay tribute in respect of the whole of their 
States ; hut five, namely, Chavkhari, Panna, Ajaigarh, Bihat and Paldeo, do so 
for certain villages or districts. The total amount of tribute paid annually by 
these five States is Rupees a7,l94!-5-6. 

1. PANNA. 

When the British power entered Bundelkband, Raja Kisbor Singh was the 
Chief in possession of Panna, which was then in a most disorganised condition. 
A sanad (No. XXIV) was conferred upon him in 1807 on bis subscribing 
a deed of allegiance. This sanad confirmed him in the possession, of 803^ 
villages and three parganas. Many of the villages included in the sanad 
were, however, in the possession of men who had wrested them from the Raja 
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aud refused to give them up; but with the aid of the British Government he 
recovered not only these, but many otlier villages not entered in the sanad ‘ 
A fresh sanad (No. XXV) was therefore granted to him in 1811, by which he 
received in perpetuity 1,363^ villages. 

The oppressive Conduct of Kaja Kishor Singh forced the British Govern- 
ment on several occasions to interpose. In 18E3 he entrusted the manage- 
ment of his State to Kuar Partab Singh of Chhatarpur for four years, and 
the engagement was guaranteed by the British Government. But before the 
end of the period the conduct of Kishor Singh led to his expulsion from Panna, 
and the appointment of his son, Harbans Rai, as regerrt. Kishor Singh died 
in exile in 183 k Harbans llai, having no children, was succeeded in 1849 
by his brother Nirpat Singh; but the succession of Nirpat Singh was not 
acknowledged by the British Government till he had issued orders for the 
prohibition of sati throngliout the Panna State. 

As a reward for services rendered during the mutiny of 1857, Nirpat 
Singh received a khilat of the value of Rupees 20,000, and was granted a 
salute of eleven guns ; but in 1862, in consequence of his resisting the settle- 
ment of boundary disputes, he had to be warned of the terms of allegiance on 
which he held his State. In 1863 the Chief ceded lands (No. XXVI) for 
railway purposes. He also received in 1867 a sanad (No, XXVII), confer- 
ring upon him under certain conditions supreme criminal jurisdiction within 
his territories. In 1869 the title of ^*Mahendar” was granted to him by 
Sanad (No. XXVIll) in recognition of his loyalty to the British Govern- 
ment. This title was in 1875 made hereditary. The privilege of adoption 
was conferred on this Chief (No. XXIX) in 1862. 

Maharaja Nirpat Singh, whose liberality in alleviating the distress which 
prevailed in Bundelkhand in 1869 had met with the marked approval of 
Government, died in June 1870, aud was succeeded by bis eldest son, Rudra 
Partab Singh, the present Chief. On 1st January 1876 Maharaja Rudra 
Partab Singh was invested at Calcutta, by His Royal Highness the Prince of 
"Wales in person, with the insignia of a Knight Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. He was granted a salute of 13 guns as 
a personal distinction at the Delhi Assemblage (1877) ; the salute attaching 
to the Chiefship is 11 guns. Supreme jurisdiction under certain conditions, 
which were modified in 1891, was conferred on Maharaja Rudra Partab Singh 
by Sanad (No. XXX) in 1887 {see Ajalgarb, infra). 
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The area o£ Panna is estimated at 2,508 square miles; the population by 
the 1891 census is 289,052. The revenues are about five lakhs of rupees, 
but much of this amount is alienated. A small and fluctuating revenue is also 
derived from the diamond mines near Panna. The Maharaja pays a tribute 
of Rupees 9,955 on the districts of Seorajpur .and Ektaua. The Chief had in 
1890, including irregulars, a military force of 165 cavalry .and 1,157 infantry, 
with 11 guns classed as serviceable and 67 artillerymen. 

2. LUG HA ST. 

Diwan Dhiraj Singh, grandson of Hard! Sab, was in possession" 
of seven villages during the government of the Bundela Rajas .and also 
during the period of All Baliadur’s authority. After the establisbrnent of the 
British Government he was maintained in possession, and on the 9th Decemher 
1808 received a Sauad (No. XXXI) after executing the usual deed of allegi- 
ance. 

In consequence of the infirmities of age Bhiraj Singh, in 1814, requested 
permission to abdic.'ite in favour of his second son Sard.ar Singh, in preference 
to his eldest son Padam Singh, who four years before had rebelled against 
him, and had only submitted before a detachment of British troops, and on re- 
ceiving a separate assignment of land for his support. This was sanctioned on 
condition of Padam Singh being permanenlly secured in his jagir, in order that 
he might not be driven by his necessitiestoany desperate steps in asserting his 
claim to the succession. It was not considered necessary to issue a new sunad 
to Sardar Singh. Dhiraj Singh died in 1819. 

During the mutinies of 1857 half the villages of Lnghasi were l.aid waste 
by the rebels in consequence of the fidelity of Sardar Singli to the British 
Government. In reward for his services Sardar Singh received the title of 
Rao Bahadur, a jagir of Rupees 2,OCO a year, and a kliilat worth Rupees 
10,000. The privilege of adoption, accorded to him at the same time, was 
subsequently confirmed by Sanad (No. XXXII). 

Sardar Singh died on the 8tb April 1860 and, bis son Murat Singb having 
died previously, was succeeded by his grandson Hira Singh. Hira Singh 
engaged in 1862 (No. XXXIIl) to keep clear roads through the jungles in 
the jagiu which was granted to his grandfather. This agreement was in 
1873 modified to the extent that- certain "KakheU^ land in the village of 
Chaukhra was restored to the jagirdar as it was eulturable ; while he, on his 
part, provided 600 bighas of grass land in Barat Sureri for the horses of the 
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cavalry regiment quartered at Nowgong. Hira Singh died in 1872 and was 
succeeded by his son Rao Baliadur Khet Singh. 

The area o£ Lughasi is 4T square miles ; the population (1891) is 6,708, 
and the revenue Rupees 10,000. The military force consists (1890) of 5 gnus 
(classed as serviceable), 4- gunners, 6 cavalry, and 78 infantry, all irregulars. 

3. CHARKHART. 

During the dissensions which long raged among the descendants of 
Chhafarsal, Bije Bahadur lost possession of the State of Charkhari j but, 
when Ali Bahadur invaded Bundolkhand, Bije Bahadur accompanied him. 
All the Charkhari territory was conquered by Ali Bahadur, who assigned to 
Bije Bahadur lands 3 ''iclding about four lakhs of rupees on his entering into en- 
gagements* of fidelity and allegiance. 

Bije Bahadur was the first of the Bundela Chiefs who submit! ed to the 
authority of the British Government; and a Sanad (No. XXXIV) was 
granted to him in 1804. A new Sanad (No. XXXV) was given to him in 
1811, after the settlement of disputes regarding his right to several villages 
not included in the sanad of 1804. 

The Raja's only legitimate son, Govind Das, died in 1822. Tlie Raja 
then declared his wish that his grandson Ratan Singh, by his illegitimate 
son Ranjit Singh, should be nominated his successor, to the exclusion of 
collateral heirs with wlmm he was at feud, and Government, seeing no objec- 
tion to Ratan Singh being considered the eventual lieir, should no legitimate 
son he born to the Raja, gave a formal and public recognition of his title. 
Bije Bahadur died in November 1829, when Ratan Singh was only fourteen 
years of age. Ihe conflicting claims of the collateral relatives were the subject 
of much discussion. Ratau Singh was eventually confirmed in power, but was 
required to make provision for his relatives. In 1857 the question came under 
consideration whether, on the death of Ratan Singh, the State of Charkhar

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sliould eselieat to tLe British Government; but it was ruled that the effect 
of the recog-nition of Katan Singh in 182^ was to admit him to all the 
rights secured to the Raja of Charkhari by the sauads granted in 1 804 and 
1811, and necessarily involved the right of his heir’s, if he should have any, to 
succeed to the State. The Rajahs son, Jai Singh Deo, was accordingly re- 
cognised as his successor. 

Raja Ratan Singh received as a reward, for his services in 1857, a 
jagir of Rupees 20,000 a year in perpetuity, a khilat, and an hereditary salute 
of eleven guns. He also received the privilege of adoption (note to No. 
XXXII). Besides the pargana of Fatehpur, which wak bestowed on the 
Raja as a reward, lands in Mahoba to the value of Rupees 9,500 were given 
to him for an equivalent in Meradeo. The Raja died in 1860, ani was 
succeeded by his son Jai Singh Deo, a minor, whose mother. Rani Bakht 
Kuar, was appointed regent, with two responsible ministers nornihated by 
the late Raja before his death. The ebndition on which the Rani was ap- 
pointed regent was that she would be recognised as such only so long as she 
and the two ministers, Maulvi Siraj Husain and Diwan Anna Sahib, 
unmistakeably designated by the late Raja, acted in harmony and without, 
mischievous differences of any kind. The Rani, however, strove to assume an 
undue share of power, and this eventually led to her removal from the 
regency. 

Shortly afterwards dissensions broke out between the two ministers, 
and it was found necessary to appoint a British officer to act as referee. 
On the death of Siraj Husain in 1866, the British officer was withdrawn, 
and the administration was left in the hands of Diwan Anna Sahib, who 
however died in the following year, when- his son, Tantia Sahib, was ap- 
pointed manager. In 1874 the Maharaja was invested with full powers of 
administration in his State, a British officer being deputed to Charkhari for 
one year to aid the young Chief with his advice. Maharaja Jai Singh Deo 
did not however profit much by his assistance, for shortly after the officer’s 
departure gross mismanagement ensued, and an officer had to be again deputed 
temporarily to Charkhari in 1879. Next year the Maharaja was deprived of 
all power and the political officer at Charkhari was nominated Superintendent 
of the State. 

Maharaja Jai Singh Deo died, on the 10th March 1880, childless and 
without having adopted an heir. The Government of India recognised the 
succession of Malkhan Singh, son of Jujhar Singh, a distant collateral rekrtion, 
who had been adopted by Jai Singh Deo’s widow. The usual nazarana was 
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levied, the value 'of the khilat of investiture being deducted from it. The 
widow died in 1881. Malkhan Singh was then nine years of age, and the 
State remained under British supeiintendence (the administration being con- 
■ducted under the Political Agent’s orders by the Muutazim, Diwan Eao 
Jujhar Singh, the father of the minor Chief) until January 1892, when 
Malkhan Singh was entrusted with the Government, but the grant to him of 
■extended powers of criminal jurisdiction was reserved. In January 1886 the 
separate Agency at Charkhari which had been created in 1879 was abolished, 
and the State was again incorporated in the Bundelkhand Agency. 

In 1866 the Charkhari State ceded (No. XXXVI) to the British Govern- 
ment the parganas of Patehpur, Hirapur, and Meradeo, receiving in lieu 
thereof villages of the aggregate annual value of Rupees 29,525. A sum of 
Rupees 29,029 was also paid to the State as compensation on account of past 
losses of revenue from the Meradeo parg'ana. 

On the 1st January 1877 the Government of India recognised the posses- 
■sion by the Maharaja of Charkhari of the title of Sipahdar-ul-Mulk.” 
The Chief receives a salute of eleven guns. 

The area of Charkhari is about 880 square miles, and according to the 
■census of 1891 the population is 143,261. The revenue is about six lakhs 
of rupees. The State pays a tribute of Rupees 8,583-9-6 for the Bhina and 
Chandla districts. In 1890, including irregulars, there was a military force 
of 188 cavalry, 1,552 infantry, with 24 guns classed as serviceable and 96 
artillerymen. ' . 


4. BIJAW AR. 

The founder of the Bijawar family was Birsingh Deo, an illegiti- 
mate sou of Jagat Raj. When Ali Bahadur invaded Bundelkhand, 
Birsingh Deo refused to acknowledge his supremacy and was killed fighting 
against him near Charkhari. Raja Himmat Bahadur, however, made interest 
with Ali Bahadur in behalf of Kesri Singh, son of Birsingh Deo, and pro- 
cured for him his father’s possessions on the same terms as those subscribed by 
the Raja of Charkhari. 

Kesri Singh was the Chief who was in possession of Bijawar when the 
British Government obtained supremacy in Bundelkhand. Owing to compli- 
cated disputes with Raja Bije Bahadur of Charkhari regarding the pargana of 
Ramgarh, and with Kunwar Soni Sah of Chhatarpur regarding the villages of 
Dharampur, Bajra, Sathai andKaraiya, no sanad was granted to Kesri Singh. 
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trusted wiUi the management of the Stale, At the Delhi Assemblage (1877) 
he veeeived the title of “Sawai^’ ns an hereditary distinction. In 1862, he 
received the right of adoption (No. XX HI). Naznrana of a quarter of a year’s 
net revenue on direct succession, and half a year’s net revenue on succession by 
adoption, is taken from this Slate. 

Supreme criminal jurisdiction under certain conditions was conferred on 
Maharaja Ranjor Singh by Snnad (No. XXX) in 1887, as well as on the 
Cliiefs of Ilaoni and Pnnna. It was ruled in February, 1891, that these sanads 
do not apply to any criminal case in which the person accused, or anj’’ one of 
the persons accused, is a European British subject, or is of European or 
American nationality. The sever.-il Chiefs concerned were informed officially 
to this effect. 

The area of Ajaigarh is 802 square miles, and the population according 
to the census of 1891 is 93,020. The revennos are estimated at two and a 
quarter lakhs of rupees, but these figures are probably incorrect. The Chief pays 
on account of the Khera and Bachon districts a tribute of Rupees 7,013-12-0, 
a remission of Rupees 2,500 having been made on the separation of Jaso from Ids 
territories in 1816. The Chief had in 1890, including irregulars, a military 
force of 97 cavalry, 544' infantry, 9 serviceable gnus, and 36 artillerymen* 
He receives a salute of eleven guns. 


6. SARIL.A. 

The Sarila family is descended legitimately from Pahar Singh, a son of 
Maharaja Jagat Raj. 

Raja Tej Singh, great-grandson of Jagat Raj, was expelled from his 
possessions by Ah Bahadur, but recovered a portion of them through the 
influence of Raja Himmat Bahadur, and at the time of the British occupation 
of Bundelkband was in possession of the small fort and village of Sarila in the 
district of Jalalpur, yielding a revenue of about Rupees 9,000 a year. In con- 
sideration of his influence in the district and bis submission to the British 
Government, an allowance of Rupees 1,000 a month was granted to him until 
a suitable provision in land could be made. The villages be claimed yielded 
Rupees 23,600. They were conferred upon him by/ Sanad (No. XLII)- 
in 1807, and the pension was resumed. 

Tej Singh was succeeded by his son Anrodh Singh, and the latter by 
his son Hindupafc, who received the right of adoption ' (No. XXIII)* 
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Kaja Hindupat died in June 1871, wlien tlie Government of India cTiose for 
tlie Chiefship Khalak Singh, a member of a distant branch of the family, who 
had been adopted by Raja Hindupat^s widow. Raja Khalak Singh was a legi- 
timate descendant of Kehri Singh, another of the sons of Jagat Raj. Khalak 
Singh died on the E 5th February 1882 without issue and without adopting* 
an heir. It was therefore at the discretion of the Government of India to 
regulate the succession, and they were pleased to select for the Chiefship the late 
Raja’s brother Pahar Singh, then aged about six years. The Government 
were guided in this selection partly by the wishes of the deceased Chief’s 
widow, who was prepared to adopt the boy and did subsequently adopt 
him ; but it was at the same time ruled that adoption by the widow of a 
deceased Chief does not of itself confer a right to succession. As an act of 
grace the Government of India decided to treat the succession as that of an 
adopted son, and to levy nazarana accordingly. 

Nazarana of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct succession, and 
half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption, is ordinarily taken from 
this State. 

The area of Sarila is 35^ square miles, and the population (census of 
1891) is 5,622. The revenue is about Rupees 48,000 per annum. The mili- 
tary force, including irregulars, comprised in 1890 four guns classed as ser- 
viceable, 8 gunners, 8 cavalry, and 116 infantry and police. 

7. JIGNI. 

Pirthi Singh, grandson of Padam Singh, was in possession of fourteen 
villages at the time of the British occupation. These were attached in 
consequence of his contumacy, but after two years sis of the villages were 
restored to him by a Sanad (No. XLIII) granted in 1810. On his death 
in 1830 without legitimate sons, it was proposed to resume the State. But 
a po"sthumous son, Bhopal Singh, was born, and he was eventually recognised, 
the administration remaining in the hands of the widow. In 1840, in conse- 
quence of a feud between the Rani Regent and her confidential advisers, 
arising from the Rani having allowed an undue exercise of authority to her 
brother, a subject of Orchha, the British Government interfered and appointed 
managers, who were bound to act faithfully in the interests of the jagirdar, 
and to submit accounts of the income and expenditure to the Agent of the 
British Government in Bundelkhand. The administration was made over 
to Bhopal Singh in 1845. 
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This Cliiof was oC weak mind, and in consrqnpnce of his gros^ mismanage- 
ment, which resuhed in an afTray attended with loss of life, between his 
followers and those of the Kani, the State was taken under the direet manage- 
ment of the British Government in ISbo. Itao liliopal Singh was, however, 
granted the privilege of adojilion (No. XlilV) in ISG’i. Ue died in October 
3870, when the adoption of LachUmav^ Singh, youngest son of Mabavaja 
Nirpat Singh of Banna, as successor to the Chiefship, was recognised by the 
Government of India. This was in accordance with the wishes of the late 
Chief. During lino Lachhman Singh^s minorit}' the State remained under 
British supervision. The Chief received the title of '' Rao Bahadur at the 
Delhi Assemblage (1877) as a personal distinction, and assumed the manage- 
ment of the Slate in 38S1, being then about Uventy-one years of age. The 
death of Laehhmau Singh on the 7Lh April 1892 has been recently reported. 
Bj’ the terms of the adoption sanad of 18G2, a relief of a quarter of a yearns net 
revenue is taken in each case that the succession does not go to a direet lineal 
heir. 

The area of Jigni is 2H square miles ; the population by the census of 
1891 is 3,90t; and the animal revenue about Rupees 1<I,Q00. There is 
(1890) a military force of 47 infantry (irregulars) with one gnu classed as 
serviceable, and 1 gunner, 

8. JASO. 

In the partition Avhich Chhatarsal made of liis possessions the parga- 
nas of Kotra and Jaso were included in the sliare of Jagat Raj. This 
Chief in the year 1766 divided his State between Guraan Singh, from whom 
the Ajaigarh Rnja is.descended ; Kluiman Singh, the ancestor of the Charkhari 
family; and Pahav Singh, the fomider of the State of Jaitpur, now extinct. In 
this division the Kotra and Jaso districts were divided between Guman Singh 
and Khumau Singh. Bharti Chand, the fourth son of Clihatarsal, held the 
district in subordination to bis elder brother, and left it in two shares to bis sons, 
Durjau Singh and Hari Singh, who, during the quarrels in the family 
of Chhatarsal, managed to maintain themselves in independent possession. 
Duvjan Singh, dying childless, left his share to Chait Singh, sou of Hari Singh, 
who was succeeded by bis infant son Murat Singli iu the whole of the Jaso 
territory. Jaso, like the other Bundelkhaud ' States, was conquered by Ali 
Bahadur, by whom Gopal Singh, a rebel servant of Chait Singh, was estab- 
lished in possession on condition of submission and allegiance. Gopal Singh 
took the infant Murat Singh into his protection. 
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In tlie arrangement made with Bakht Singh of Ajaigarh in 1807j the 
pai’g^itia of Kotra, in which Murat Singh’s possessions laj’-, was included in 
the Ajaigarh territory. Murat Singh, however, refused to acknowledge the 
supremacy of Bakht Siugh, and the peace of the country was disturbed by the 
quarrel. In 1813 the British Government decided in favour of the Raja 
of Ajaigarh, and directed the Agent in Bundelkhand to endeavour to persuade 
Murat Singh to acknowledge the Raja’s supremacy, and pay his revenue of 
Rupees 2,600 a year through the British Government, if not direct to the 
Raja. But Murat Singh would listen to no terms which involved a recogni- 
tion of his subordination to Bakht Singh in any form. The inability of the 
Raja to coerce Murat Singh led to further enquiries into the claims of the 
latter. It was then clearly proved that although the Jaso jagir had never been 
actually separated from the territories originally ruled over by Jagat Raj, yet 
the authority of the Ajaigarh branch of the family over Jaso had never been 
more than nomiualj that several influential Chiefs of Bundelkhand were in 
favour of the claims of Murat Singh being recognised ; and that, had the exist- 
ence and claims of Murat Singh been known in 1807, his descent and rights 
would undoubtedly have ensured to him the separate recognition of his patri- 
monial possessions, according to the policy of the British Government in con- 
firming possession as it stood at the time of Ali Bahadur’s death, A separate 
Sanad (No. XLV) was therefore conferred on Murat Singh in 1816, confirm- 
ing him in the possession of Jaso independently of any subjection to Bakht 
Singh. At the same time it was considered unjust, under a new and more 
accurate view of the case, to insist on the cession by Bakht Singh without 
compensation of what had been acknowledged by the British Government in 
1813 to be his right. A remission of the quit-rent of Rupees 2,500, which the 
Raja of Ajaigarh claimed from Jaso, was therefore granted to Raja Bakht Singh 
from the amount of his annual tribute ; and, in consideration of the injury done 
to Murat- Singh by his long exclusion from his rights, Government resolved to 
bear the loss and not to exact the quit-rent from J aso. 

Murat Singh had two legitimate sons ; the elder of whom died childless, 
and the second, Isri Singh, succeeded to the jagir. Isri Singh was long at 
variance with two of his relatives, Raghunath Singh and Satarjit Singh. In 
consequence of their rebellion 'he had ousted them from their respective jagirs 
of Richat and Duraha. From 1832 onwards the dispute had been frequently 
referred to the Agent in Bundelkhand for settlement, but it was contrary 
to the policy of Government to interfere in the internal affairs of the 
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State. As, however, the continuance o£ the quarrel threatened the disturb- 
ance of the public peace. Government, at length interfered in ,1845. Raghu- 
nath Singh was restored to the estate of Ricbat on condition of paying an 
annual quit-rent of Rupees 1,000 to the jagirdar of Jasoj and an allowance 
of Rupees 1,000 a year was given to Satarjit Singh, who would have 
been iucapahle of managing the jagir of Duraha if it had been restored 
to him. 

Isri Singh died in 1860, leaving a minor son. Ram Singh. He died soon 
afterwards, and thus the direct descendants of Murat Singh became extinct. 
The Raja of Ajaigarh claimed the .State as a lapse to him, hut his claim was 
considered to have been extinguished by the arrangements of 1816, the effect 
of which was to recognise and confirm the antecedent rights of the Jaso 
family, and thereby to entitle the collateral relatives of Murat Singh to suc- 
ceed in direct subordination to the British Government. Satarjit Singh of 
the Duraha branch of the family, and nephew of Murat Singh, was considered 
the nearest heir and as he himself wished to succeed in preference to his young- 
est son Ranjit Singh being adopted, as had been proposed by the widows of the 
late Raja, he was recognised (No. XLVI) successor to the Jaso State in 1862. 
He subsequently in the same year received the right of adoption (No. XLVII), 
Diwan Satarjit Singh died in November 1869, and was succeeded by his eldest 
son Bhopal Singh. Bhopal Singh died in 1876, and was succeeded by his 
son, Gajraj Singh. Gajraj Singh received the title of “ Diwan Bahadur'^ as a 
personal distinction at the Delhi Assemblage in 1877. On his death on the 
6th October 1888, without male issue, he was succeeded by his only surviving 
brother Chhatarpati Singh, a youth who only survived a few months. He 
died on the 29th January 1889 and was succeeded by Jagat Raj, Ubaridar of 
Richat, representative of the nearest collateral line. 

A relief of Rupees 2,500 is taken from the Jaso State on all successions, 
whether direct or by adoption. 

The area of the State is estimated at 75 square miles ; the census of 1891 
gives a population of 8,832, and there is a revenue of about Rupees 14,000. 
The Chief keeps up (1890) a military force of 2 guns, classed as serviceable} 
2 cavalry, and 60 infantry. 

9. BERI. 

Diwan Jugal Parshad, to whom a Sanad (No. XLVIII) was given in 1809 
by the British Govei'nment, was a descendant of Jagat Raj in the female

line. His grandfatlier Aoharju married a daughter of Jagat Kaj, who 
granted him in jagir the villages of TJniri, Chili and Dadri, These were 
Lid in the family under the Bundela Rajas, and were confirmed to Jugal 
Parshad by Ali Bahadur. On the British occupation of Bundelkhand, the 
villages of Chili and Dadri were resumed, but the Diwan was left in possession 
of Dmri. The village of Dadri was given to Nana Govind Rao in exchange 
for villages in the district of Kalpi. Subsequently the right of Diwan Jugal 
Parshad to these villages was established. The village of Chili was there- 
fore restored, lands of equal value in the pargana of Jalalpur were given 
in lieu of Dadri, and the collections made from the villages during the period 
of resumption were refunded. These villages, however, were all surrounded by 
lands in which the British Regulations were in force, and could not conve- 
niently be exempted from the operation of these Regulations. Other villages 
were therefore given to the Diwan in exchange in 1811 (No. XLIX). 

Jugal Parshad died in April 1814-. He was succeeded by Phairan Singh, 
grandson of his full bi'other Gandharb Singh, the claim to the succession 
having been voluntarily renounced by Raoju, the father of Phairan Singh. 
In 1857 Phairan Singh was succeeded by his only son Vishwanath Singh, 
On the death of Vishwanath Singh in May 1861, the widow wished to adopt 
Balbhadar Singh, a distant relative of the family, to the exclusion of Bije Singh, 
son of the late jagirdar^s first cousin. But Government installed Bije Singh, 
then thirteen years old, on the grounds that he was the nearer relative of the de- 
ceased ; that he was living in the jagirdar's house at the time of his death, and 
performed the funeral obsequies j that he was recognised as the rightful 
claimant by the principal Thakurs ; and that the political officers were in 
favour of his recognition on grounds both of right and policy. In consider- 
ation, however, of the services of the late jagirdar during the mutinies of 1857, 
the nazarana, which under ordinary circumstances would have been claimed 
on the succession, was remitted, 

Rao Bije Singh is a Puar Rajput. In 1862 he received a Sanad (No. L) 
granting him the ■ right of adoption. A relief of a quarter of a year’s net 
revenue is taken from Beri on direct succession, and half a year’s net revenue 
on succession by adoption. 

In 1885 the jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa Canal, receiving the usual 
compensation. No formal engagements were concluded with Beri in regard 
to this cession of land or jurisdiction. The only States with which sucli

engagements were framed arc Daiia, Samtbar, and Baoni, tliougli small areas 
were ceded by Beri and oLliev Slates for tbe same purpose. 

The area of Beri is about 28 square miles'; the population by the census 
of 1891 is 4,521; and the revenue is estimated at B.upees 21,000. Tlie Chief 
has (1890) a force of 2 guns, classed as serviceable, 8 gunners, 10 cavalry,' 
and 67 infantry, all irregulars. 


10. CHHATARPUR. 


Kunwar Suni Sab, whom the British Government established in the Raj of 
Chhatarpur, was a servant of Hindupat, grandfather of Raja Kishor Singh of 
Banna. During the troubles which ensued on -the introduction of the Mah- 
ratta power, Kunwar Suni Sab usurped a lai'ge tract of country for himself, 
and, on the British occupation of Bundelkhand, his influence was so great that 
the purchase of his submission by the guarantee of his possessions was consi- 
dered an important political object. In the Sanad (No. LI) granted to him 
in 1806, the town of Chhatarpur and four thanas which were in his possession 
during the lifetime of Ali Bahadur, with the towns of Mhow and Salat which 
he had usurped after Ali Bahadur’s death, were reserved by the British Gov- 
ernment; and in consideration of this. Government' remitted to him, as a 
provision for his sou Partab Singh, the tribute of Rupees 19,000 which he 
paid to Ali Bahadur. 

Government, however, were of opinion that it might be expedient to 
restore Chhatarpur and the four thanas, on the understanding that Suni Sah 
would be responsible for the peace of his own territories". • The restoration was 
not made till 1808, when Mhow was given to Suni Sah and Chhatarpur to his 
son Partab Singh* on the withdrawal of the British troops from that quarter. 

In 1812 Suni Sah made a distribution of his territories among his five 
sons. Later he was persuaded by his younger sons to make another distribu- 
tion, by which the share of Partab Singh, the elder, was considerably lessened, 
and all the brothers were declared to be independent of each other. Govern- 
ment disapproved of this partition, as being both unjust to Partab Singh and 
opposed to the policy of tbe British Government, which desired to prevent tbe 
dismemberment of the Bundelkhand States ; and the Raja was informed that if, 
in consequence thereof, any necessity for interference arose after his death, 


* The sanad granted on this ocension does not .appear on tbe records o£ tbe Foreign Office. 
Tbe sanad given at page 196 of DeCruz’s Political Relations was not granted to Fartab Singb, 
sou of Suui Sab, but to Partab Singii, Chief of Alipura, 
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Government would uphold the rights o£ Partah Singh. Government also refused 
to recognise the hereditary descent o£ the shares of the younger brothers in 
their families, and directed the Agent, on the death of Suni Sah, to assume the 
first distribution of the State as the basis of an arrangement with Partah Singh ; 
the other brothers, Himmat Singh, Pirbhi Singh, Hindnpat, and Bakht Singh, 
holding their shares for life in subordination to Partah Singh. These instruc- 
tions were carried out on the death of Suni Sah in 1815, and were confirmed by 
Sanads granted in 1816 to the five brothers, from each of whom a correspond- 
ing engagement was taken (No. LII). After the shares of the brothers had 
been allotted some exchanges took place for mntual accommodation. Partah 
Singh had incurred much expense in fortifying the fort of Deora, which 
commanded the passes through the hillp. This was in the share allotted to 
Bakht Singh, but the possession of it was necessary to enable Partah Singh 
to fulfil his obligation to keep marauders in check. The districts of Peora 
and Kariani were therefore given to Partab Singh, in exchange for Eajgarh 
and Teloha, which were.givento Bakht Singh. Pirthi Singh^s share contained 
no town with a convement place of residence, and, to meet his wishes in this 
respect, Bakht Singh made over to him Eajgarh in exchange for six villages 
of equal value. 

The sauad granted to Partab Singh contained the names of thirty- 
nine villages not entered in the eanad of Suni Sal). Many of these were 
hamlets dependent on villages named in the sanad of 1806, but twenty- 
one of them were claimed by Eaja Kishor Singb of Pauha. It was found 
however that all these villages were in the possession of Suni Sah at the time 
of All Bahaduv^s death, and his possession of them was therefore main- 
tained. Possession at the time of Ali Bahadur’s death was declared in this, 
as in other cases, to constitute the standard for the adjustment of all such 
claims. 

On the death of Himmat Singh, Pirthi Singh and Hindnpat, their jagirs 
reverted to the Cbhatarpiu’ State. Bakht Singh was unable to manage his 
jagir and made it over to Partab Singh, who gave him in lieu of it an 
allowance of Rupees 2,250 a month. In this jagir there was an assignment 
of three villages, which had been made to the Diolihifc family of Nowgong by 
Hindupab. Partab Singh made various attempts to resume these villages, hut 
was always compelled by the British Government to withdraw on the ground 
^ab the family bad a right to the jagir by virtue of old' grants from 
Hmdupat. While, however, the right of the Raja of Chhatarpnr to resume 
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tlaese villages was denied; his supremacy over the Diehhifc family was recog- 
nised, and the family were declared to be guaranteed subordinates o£ Chhatar- 
pur. The Diehhit jagirdar is thus not of the rank of a Bundelkhaud Chief, 
nor has he any claim to a separate sanad from the British Government, It 
is aecordingly incumbent on him to refer such questions, as the abolition 
of transit dues within the jagir, to the Chhatarpur Chief for his concur- 
rence. 

Partab Singh received the title of '^Raja Bahadur” on the ISth January 
1827. In 1852 the Raja proposed to adopt and nominate as bis heir Jagat Raj, 
grandson of his youngest brother Bakht Singh, to the exclusion of Kunjal 
Sah, son of an elder brother. This brother, Pirthi Singh, with two of his bro- 
thers had rebelled on his father’s death and resisted the resumption of hi? 
father’s jafnr, hut at last accepted, under the British guarantee, a money 
stipend from Partab Singh on condition of residing out of Chhatarpur. 
By this arrangement he was considered to have forfeited any rights he might 
otherwise have had to the succession. A reference was made to the Chiefs 
of Orchha, Charkhari, Bijawar, Panna, Ajaigarh, Datia, and Shahgarh, as 
to the right of Partab Singh to adopt Jagat Raj. They gave it as their 
opinion that, according to the practice of the Chiefs of Bundelkhand, Partab 
Sino'h had aright to select Jagat Raj and to pass over Kunjal Sah, Refer- 
ence to the arbitration of the Bundelkhand Chiefs, however, as a means 
of settling such questions, was disapproved of by the Court of Directors. 
Before the question was decided whether Partab Singh should be allowed 
to adopt Jagat Raj, or whether the State should lapse on his death, the Raja 
died on 19th May 1854*. The Court of Directors ruled that Kunjal Sah 
had no right to the succession, the sanad of 1806 being only a life grant > 
and that as the sanad of 1817 limited the succession to the lineal heirs male 
of Partab Singh, and Partab Singh had died childless, the State of Chha- 
tarpur was clearly an escheat. Moreover, they declined to recognise any right 
on the part of Jagat Raj in consequence of his adoption by Partab Singh, 
But in consideration of the fidelity of the family and the good government of 
the late Raja, Government consented in 1854, as an act of grace and favour, to 
grant the State to Jagat Raj under a new Sanad (No. LIII), the successionbeing 
strictly limited to him and his male descendants. The widow of Partab 
Singh was made regent during the minority of Jagat Raj, but was removed 
from the regency in January 1863, in consequence of her unsatisfactory 
management, and because of the asylum she gave to rebels in the 
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Chhatarpur territory. A Britisli officer was deputed to Chliatarpur to super- 
intend the administration and instruct the young Chief in his duties. The 
Raja was entrusted with the management of the State early in 1867, hut died 
in the following November leaving an infant son, Vishwanath Singh, fourteen 
months old, who was recognised as his successor. 

From 1867 to 1887, except for a short period (from 1876 to 1878) the 
State remained under British supervision. But on the 29th August 1887 the 
Chief, having then completed his twenty-first year, was invested with full 
administrative powers subject to the conditions usually imposed in sueh cases. 
He consults the Political Agent in all important matters, and obtains his 
■assent before making any change in the esistinff system of administration or 
reversing any important measures taken during his minority. 

The Chhatarpur Chief has the right of adoption (note to No. XXIIl). 
Nazarana at the rate of a quarter of a year’s net revenue is taken on direct 
succession and half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption. 

In 1869 an addition was made to the Nowgong Cantonment and for 
the land thus acquired a yearly payment of Rupees 3,249-10-3 is made to the 
State of Chhatarpur. Similarly, compensation is paid to the mafidar of Bilehri, 
a guaranteed holder under Chhatarpur, amounting to Rupees 2,838-9, for land 
acquired for the Nowgong Cantonment in 184.'5 and 1869. 

The area of Chhatarpur is estimated at 1,240 square miles ; according to 
the census of 1891 the population is 177,187 j and the gross revenue is 
about three lakhs of rupees. The military force, including irregulars, con- 
sisted in 1890 of 39 horse aud 814 infantry and police. There are also 34 
guns classed as serviceable, and 37 gunners. The Chief receives a salute of 
eleven guns. 


11. BARAUNDHA or PATHARKACHHAR. 

This family is very ancient. The present line traces its descent from 
Gauriehand, a Chief of Baraundha, who died in 1549. It belongs to the 
Rajbansi caste of Rajputs. Under the rule of the Bundela Chiefs, the State 
seems to have been held under a sanad from Hardi Sah. Mohan Singh was 
confirmed by the' British Government in the territory which he held under 
the Bundelas and Ali Bahadur, and a Sanad (No. LIV) was given to him on 
the 21st June 1807. He died on the 4th January 1827 without male issue, 
leaving a will in which the whole of his property was bequeathed to his 




vpay two shares, that of the widow of Rharatju who died in 1836, and that of 
Ari, the mother of Chhatarsal, were absorbed. Of the remaining seven shares, 
Pnvwa, which formed the share of Pokhar Pavshad, was confiscated in 1855 on 
account of the complicity of his son and successor Bishan Parshad in murder, 
and Naegaon, the share of Chhatarsal, was absorbed under the following cir- 
cumstances : Chhatarsal was succeeded by his son Jaga math, who in 1843 was 
succeeded by his widow Nanui Dulahin. Under the sanad granting her the 
right of adoption, Nanni Dulahin wished to adopt one Bans Gropal ; this 
was objected to by the other members of the family, on the ground that 
Bans Gopal was not directly descended from Ram Kishan, the founder of 
the family, but from one of Ram Kishan^s ancestors. Without laying 
down any general rule which might limit the terms of the adoption sanad, 
Government considered that it was more in harmony both with the principle 
of Hindu law as to adoptive heirs, and also with the rights and customs 
of the Chaube family, that the female jagirdar should select an heir from 
among the direct descendants of Ram Kishan. Further than this Government 
would not circumscribe her privilege of adoption. Shortly after this decision 
Bans Gopal died, and his death was followed in January 1864 by that of 
Nanni Dulahin, who left a deed adopting Bihai’i Lai, the son of Bans Gopal. 
The adoption was however disallowed on the ground that it did not come with« 
in the conditions of the adoption sanad, and the partition of the jagir in equal 
shares among the other branches of the Chaube family in accordance with the 
rule of succession was authorised. A suitable provision was made for Bihari 
Lai and for the widow of Chhatarsal, the first jagirdar ; each share will revert 
at the death of its holder to the other members of the family. 


There remain now (18951) five* shares, of which four are held by the des-

cendants of Ram Kishan Chaube, and one by the 
family of Gopal Iial, the vakil. In each case the 


right of adoption (No. L) was conceded in 1862, 


and in each case, by the terms of the adoption sanads, the holding is subject 
to the payment of nazarana of a quarter of a year’s net revenue on direct suc- 
cession and half a year’s net revenue on succession by adoption. 


12. PALDEO. 

This jagir was left by Dariyao Singh to his son Nathn Ram, who was suc- 
ceeded by his sou Raja Ram in 1840. Raja Ram died without issue in Octo 
her 1842, and was succeeded by his uncle Sheo Parshad. Sheo Pavshad was

15. PAHEA. 

Salig Earn wished to divide his share during his life among his three 
sons, but ihis sub-division of the jagir of Pahra was not sauetioned by Govern- 
ment. Salig Earn died in 1843 and was sueeeeded by his sou Earn Parshad. 
He was succeeded iu 1855 by his nephew Makhsudan Parshad who had been 
adopted from Taraon. Makhsudan Parshad died iu 1868, when he was suc- 
ceeded by the present jagirdar, Chaube Eadha Charan, then eleven years of age. 
On the succession of Makhsudan Parshad it was ruled tliat he had no right 
to alienate the revenues of the State beyond his own life. 

In 1884 the jagirdar ceded land for the Jhansi-Manikpur State (now 
Indian Midland) Eaihvay, compensation being awarded for the area acquired, 
and in 1888 he ceded (No. LX) criminal and civil jurisdiction therein to the 
British Government. 

The area of Pahra is 1 0 square miles ; its population in 1891 was 4,147 ; and 
its annual revenue is about Rupees 13,000. The jagirdar keeps up (1890) a 
force of 12 horsemen and 100 foot soldiers, 2 guns, and 4 gunners. 

16. KAMTA EAJAULA. 

Kamta Eajaula was the share granted to the family vakil, Eao GopalLal, 
who was not a member of the Chaube family but belonged to the Kayasth 
caste. He died in 1873 and was succeeded by his eldest son Rao Bharat 
Parshad, then twenty-four years of age. 

Eao Bharat Parshad died in December 1891. The succession of his 
eldest son, Ram Parshad, was sauetioned by the Government of India iu 
March 1892. 

The ai'ea of Kamta Rajaula is 4 square miles •, its population 1,590 in 
1891 ; and its revenue Rupees 3,000 a year. The jagirdar maintains 15 
armed footmen, and one gun. 


17. BIHAT. * 

The ancestors of the Blhat family received service grants from the descend- 
ants of Hardi Sab, and these were continued during the government of Aii 
Bahadur. Diwan Aparbal Singh and his relative Diwan Chhatri were found

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ossession at tlie tinie of tlie British occupaLioiij and the usual sauads 
I. LXI) were conferred on them in 1807. 

Aparhal Sing^h was succeeded by his sou Rao BanlratKao, and he in 1828 
his son Rao Kamod Singh. To Rao Kamod Singh succeeded iu 184f6 his 
HaydiSah, a boy about three years of age. Hardi Sah died iu 1859, and 
3 succeeded by his uncle Govind Das, brother of Rao Kamod Singh. Thig 
ief received the right of adoption (note to No. L). Rao Govind Das died in 
rs, when his son Rao Mahnm Singli, then fourteen years of age, was recog- 
ed as his successor. Under the terms of the adoption sanad, nazarana is 
:en from this estate at the rate of a quarter of a yearns net revenue on direct 
jcessions and half a year’s net revenue on successions by adoption. 

The jagirdar of Bihat pays a tribute of Rupees 1,400 a year for the dis- 
et of Lohargaon. The area of the estate is about 13 square miles; the 
pulation 4,442 in 1891; and the revenue Rupees 13,000. The jagirdar 
iintains (1890) one gun, 2 gunners, 5 cavalry, and 75 foot soldiers.

18. ALIPURA. 

The lands composing this State were granted by Hindupat, grandson 
E Hardi Sah, to Achal Singh, and the grant was continued to his son Diwan 
'avtab Singh by Ali Bahadur. Partab Singh was in possession at the time 
f the British occupation, and the State was therefore confirmed to him by 
anad (No. LXII) in 1808. 

Partab Singh left four sons, the eldest of whom, Paucham Singh, suceeed- 
d him. In 1835 Pancham Singh divided the jaglv between himself and his 
hree brothers, Tilok Singh, Jawahir Singh and Kishor Singh, but the division 
vas not reported to or recognised by Government. In 1846 the youngest of the 
our brothers, Kishor Singh, died leaving a grandson, Bakht Singh. As the 
ub-division of the jagir had led to disturbances, Kishor Singb^s share was re- 
innexed to the Jagir, Bakht Singh being allowed to retain lands yielding Rupees 
5,000 per annum. It was soon afterwards decided that no jagir held under 
•.anad from the British Government should he converted by snb-division 
nto a zamindari without the previous sanction of Government. In 1849 
lawaliir Singh died after having adopted one of Bakht Singh^s sons. Bakht 
bingh, who had resisted the resumption of his grandfather’s share, seized 
that left by Jawahir Singh, but was compelled by force to yield and retire on 
an allowance from the jagirdar of Alipura of Rupees 3,000 per annum. 
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In 1852 an arrangement was effected by which lands of the annual value 
of Rupees 6,000 were assigned to Kishor SingVs family : this was subse- 
quently modified and a cash payment of the same amount was substituted. 
In the meantime Tilok Singh had died and his share had been allowed to descend 
to his two sons. This gave Bakht Singh a ground for further agitation, but it 
was decided that he had received every consideration, and the jagirdar was 
given permission to re-annex Tilok Singh-’s share on making a suitable provi- 
sion for the family. On the breaking out of the mutiny, Bakht Singh, who 
had refused to accept the above decision, went into rebellion. On his surrender 
in 1865 he was tried for dakaiti and murder, but was acquitted for want of 
evidence. In 1868 the cash allowance of Rupees 6,000 was divided among 
K-ishor Singh’s family. According to recognised custom Jagat Raj, the eldest 
son of Kishor Singh, would have received Rupees 3,300, and his two brothers 
Rupees 1,850 each. On the same principle, Bakht Singh, the eldest of the sons 
of Jagat Raj, received Rupees 880 out of his father’s share of Rupees 2,300, 
and his younger brothers received Rupees 710 each. Both of these have since 
died, and their heirs receive half the allowance. To secure the peace of Alipura 
and its neighbourhood Bakht Sing was kept under surveillance at Gwalior. 

The late Chief, Rao Hindupat, was the great-grandson of Partab Singh 
in the direct male line. He succeeded in 1840 and died in November 1871, 
when his son Rao Chhatarpati, then twenty years of age, was recognised 
as jagirdar. He belongs to the Parihar caste of Rajputs. 

He received the title of ^^Rao Bahadur” at the Imperial Assemblage (1877) 
as a personal distinction. In 1884 he ceded land for the Jhansi-Mauikpur 
State (now Indian Midland) Railway, receiving compensation for the area 
acquired, and in 1888 ceded (No. LXIII) criminal and civil jurisdiction therein 
to the British Government. In 1887 he was created a Companion of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conferred (note to No, XLIV). 
Under the terms of the sanad the State is held subject to the payment of 
nazarana of a quarter of a year’s net revenue whenever the succession does 
not go to a direct lineal heir. 

The area of Alipura is estimated at 69 square miles; the population iu 
1891 was 15,324 ; and the revenue is about Rupees 30,000. In 1890 there 
was a force, including irregulars, of 277 infantry and 6 horsemen with 3 guns 
and 5 gunners. 
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19. GAURIHAR. 

Eaja Ram was governor of the fort of BurhagarU, in the service of 
Guman Singh, ancestor of the Rajas of Ajaigarh. During the anarchy of 
the times he rebelled against his master, and for a short while held the fort 
successfully against Ali Bahadur. At the time of the British occupation of 
Bundelkhand he was at the head of a band of professed plunderers, and for 
long disturbed the peace of the country. By the 5th Article of his Engage- 
ment (No. XXXVIII), the Raja of Ajaigarh was hound to reduce Raja 
Ram to obedience and to grant him subsistence. But he was unable to do this 
either by persuasion or force, and the resistance of Raja Ram was so successful 
that Government sanctioned the offer of Rupees 30,000 for his capture. 
But before the proclamation was issued he was induced to surrender on the pro- 
mise of receiving a territorial possession on terms similar to those granted to 
the Bundelkhand Chiefs. . He received his sanad (No. LXIV) on the 29th 
November 1807. 

Raja Ram died on 31st January 184i6, and was succeeded by his only 
surviving son, Rajdhar Rudra Singh. For his services during the mutinies of 
1857 Rajdhar Rudra Singh received the title of Rao Bahadur,^'’ with akhilat 
worth Rupees 10,000. In 1862 the privilege of adoption (note to No. XXXtl) 
was conceded. 


Rajdhar Rudra Singh died on the 26th April 1877 without issue. On his 
deathbed he requested the Political Agent to move the Government to permit 
his widow to adopt an- heir to the jagir. For three years no action was taken 
regarding the succession, and the widow in the meantime managed the estates 
In 1880 it was reported that she had adopted Gajadhar Parshad, a rela^ 
tive of the late Chief, and then twenty-six years of age. The Govern 
raent approved of his succession to the Chiefship. Rao Gajadhar Parshad died 
on the 2nd March 1887, leaving neither a natural nor an adopted heir and 
Shamle Parshad, then about thirty-two years of age, a member of a collateral 

branch of the family, was selected by Government as successor to the Chief- 
ship.

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20. OAU.VULI. 

Gopal Singii o£ GavuuU was ouo o£ thu moat nclivo and dariu" o£ the 
military advonturor.a who opposed the occupation o£ Bundolkhaud by the 
British Government. Ho had been in the service o£ Durjan Singh and Ilari 
Singh, the gramlsona o£ Chhatm-aal, and on the invasion of Ali Bahadur he 
seized the pargaua of Kotra for himself. For years ho re.sisted all efforts of 
peiauasion or force to redueo him to submission, but, being' at bast convinced 
of tlio hopelessness of the unequal contest with the British troops, he sub- 
mitted on condition of receiving a full pardon and a provision in land. A 
Sanad (No. LXV) was given to him in 1312. 

As an inducement to Gopal Singh to submit, the It.aja of Panua, whom 
Gopal Singh bad befriended in distress, gave him eighteen additional villages. 
The Baja of Pauna a-sserted that these villages were given on a service tenure, 
but in IS21, after full inquiry, it was decided that no such couditiou was 
anne.xcd to the grant. The villages continued with Gopal Singh till his 
death in 1S31, when they wore resumed by the Baja of Pauna, the origiual 
grant having been only for the life of Gopal Singh. 

Gopal Singh was succeeded by Diwan Bahadur Farichat, whose son 
llaudhir Singh was recognised in 1861 as his future heir and successor. 
Ilaudhir Singh, however, predeceased his father, dying in December 1883. 
Diwan Bahadur Parichat died iu lS8-i, aud was succeeded by his infant 
grandson Chaudra Bbau Singh, then a few mouths old. 

In the case of this State, the right of adoption has been conceded. Under 
the terms of the adoption sanad (No. L), nazarana of a quarter of a 
year’s net revenue is taken on direct succession and half a year’s net revenue 
on succession by adoption. A yearly payment of Rupees 2,500 is made to 
GarauU as rent for the Royal Artillery range aud the grass preserve near 
Nowgong. 

In 188‘1< the jagirdav ceded laud for the Jhansi-Manikpur State (now the 
Indian Midland) Railway, receiving compensation for the area acquired ; and 
in 1888 he ceded (No. LX VI) criminal aud civil im'isdictiou therein to the 
British Government. 

The area of Gavauli is estimated to he 2 5 square miles ; the population 
in 1891 was 5,529, and the yearly revenue is about Rupees 25,000. The 
military force, including irregulars, consisted in 1890 of 8 guns, 2 gunners, 

2 horsemen, and 56 infantry. 
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21. NAIGAWAN EIBAI. 

Laohhman Singh, one of the banditti leaders o£ Buiidelkhancl, was 
induced to surrender on promise of pardon. He I’eceived in 1807 a Sanad 
(No. LXVII) for five villages. He died in 1808 and was succeeded by his son, 
Jagat Singh. In 1850 it was decided that the State of Naigawan Rihai is 
held merely on a life tenure, and ought to have been resumed on the death 
of Lachhman Singh. It was, however, continued to Jagat Singh, who had 
been so long in possession, on the distinct understanding that it was to lapse 
absolutely at his death. In the meantime, however, the right of adoption 
(note to No. L) was conceded, and on the jagirdar^s death in 1867 the succes- 
sion of his widow, Larai Dhulia, then twenty-six years of age, was sanctioned. 
Nazaraua of a quarter of a year's net revenue on direct succession, and half a 
year's net revenue on succession by adoption, is taken from this jagir, in 
accordance with the terms of the' adoption sanad. 

The area of Naigawan Ribai is 16 square miles; the population (1891) 
is 3,370'; and the revenue Rupees 10,375. In 1890 the military force con- 
sisted'of 1 gun, 6 horsemen and 51 infantry, including all irregulars. 

22. BAONI. 

Baoni is the only Muhammadan State in Buudelkhaud. Nawab Gbazi- 
ud-Din Khan, grandson of Asaf Jah, Nizara-ul-Mulk of Hyderabad, received 
from the Peshwa a grant of fifty-two villages near Kalpi. At the time 
of the .British occupation of Bundelkhand his son Nasir-ud-Daula was found 
in possession of forty-nine of these villages, three having been usurped 
by the subordinate agents of the Peshwa's Government without authority 
from the Poona Harhar, The Nawab submitted a paper of requests in 1806 
(No. LXVIII) claiming'the continuance of these villages, and, although actual 
possession was wanting to complete the ground of claim to three of them, yet, 
as a measure of liberality and in consideration of the rank of the Nawab and 
his exemplary conduct from the time of the British occupation, it was resolved 
-to continue to him the whole of the villages comprised in the Peshwa's grant 
to his father. But the grant of a sanad was withheld until the claims of 
the Nana of Kalpi could be adjusted, as the specific nature and extent of 
the Nawah’s authority and privileges within his jagir might depend in a 
great measure on the nature of the settlement with the Nana. Durino- 
the investigation of the Nana's claims it appeared that he stood to the 
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Peshwa in the position of a tributary, and that the district of Kalpi 
in which lay the Nawab’s jagir, did not form part of the lands actually 
held by the Peshwa and ceded under the Treaty of Bassein. It was there- 
fore ruled that the British Government had no right to grant a sanad 
for the villages constituting the Nawab^s jagir, to exercise any authority 
over the Nawab and his possessions, or to ratify the paper of req^uests which 
the Nawab had presented. But Government considered that there were 
no objections to the execution of a deed recognising the validity of the 
Pesliwa^s sanad; and this was accordingly done in a letter which the 
Governor-General addressed to the Nawab on the 24-th December 1806. Any 
claims to independence of the British Government, which the Nawab might 
have been disposed to base on this decision, were extinguished in 1817, when 
the Peshwa ceded all his sovereign rights to the British Government. 

Nasir-ud-Daula died at Kalpi on the 11th May 1815, and was succeeded 
by his son Amir-ul-Mulk, who was succeeded in 1838 by his son Muhammad 
Husain Khan, In 1856 the Nawab requested that he might be permitted 
to proceed on a pilgrimage to Mecca, and that his eldest son Mehdi Husain 
Khan might be recognised in the succession; and, with a view to prevent 
^ quarrels, he proposed to settle allowances amounting to Rupees 9,000 a year 
I upon the other members of his 'family. These arrangements were sanc- 
‘Itioned, but owing to the mutiny and other causes the Nawab did not go 
on the pilgrimage. Nevertheless Mehdi Hus'ain Khan continued to be 
addressed as Nawab, and to have sole' charge of the administration till the 
death of his father Muhammad Husain Khan, which took place in August 
1859. After the death of Muhammad Husain Khan, one of his sons, Abdulla 
Husain Khan, endeavoured to cast suspicion on Mehdi Husain Khan^s birth 
and to secure the succession to himself ; but after enquiry Government recog- 
nised Mehdi Husain Khan as the legitimate’ heir. In 1862 the Nawab was 
assured (No. LXIX) that any succession to the State which might be 
legitimate according to Muhammadan law would be recognised and conhrmed, 
subject to the payment of a relief of half a year’s net revenue whenever the 
succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. In 1863, as a reward for 
various liberal measures adopted by the Nawab, and particularly the aboli- 
tion of transit duties within the limits of his State, Government sanctioned 
an addition to his complimentary titles. 

In 1867 the Nawab received a sanad (No. XXVII), granting him 
under certain conditions supreme criminal jurisdiction within his lands. 
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In ]874, at the special request of the Nawab, who was in ill-health 
the management of the State was taken over by the Government, In 1 883 
he abdicated, with the approval of the Government of India, in favour of his 
son Muhammad Husain Khan, then abouUwenty-three years of age, receivino* 
a cash allowance for his own maintenance. 

In 1884 Baoni ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiving the usual com- 
pensation, and in 1888 entered into an Agreement (No. XVIII ratified in 1889) 

regarding the cession of jurisdiction and other matters connected with the 
canal. 

Full criminal jurisdiction under certain conditions, which were modified 
in 1891, was conferred on Muhammad Husain Khan by Sanad (No, XXX) in 
1887 {see Ajaigarh and Panna, supra)^ 

This State is said to cover an area of about 117 square miles; in 1891 
the population was 18,376 ; and the revenue is about one lakh of rupees In 
1890 there was, including ii’regulars, a military force of 9 horsemen* 185 
infantry, S guns and 4 gunners. The chief is entitled to a salute of 11 mm 


IHB Hasht-Bhaya Jagiks. 

These jagirs originally formed part of the Orchha State. The foundpv p 
he family was Diwan Eai Singh, great-great-grandson of Bir Sino-h T)«° 
one of the Eajas of Orchha, who possessed the jagir of Baragaon. The 
name of Hasht-Bhaya jagirs is derived from the fact of Diwan Eai SJ i, 
aving divMed his jagir of Baragaon into etyU shaves, Kari, Pasrai Tai 
Chirgaon, Dhurwai, Bijna, Tori Fatehpur and Banka Pahari amonl 
sons. The jagir of Kari (or Dudpur) became at an early date

he Jhansi Chief, however, had seised several of the villages belonging tolese 
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jagirs, and was allowed to retain them in lieu of the tribute* which would 
otherwise have been exacted. These arrangements were embodied in Sanads 
(No. LXX) which were granted in 1821 and 1823 to the jagirdars. For the 
jagir of Taraoli, whicli had reverted to Orchha, the Chief of Orehha was 
required to pay an annual tribute of Rupees 3,000 to Jhansi. This tribute 
became payable to the British Government on the lapse of Jhansi, but it was 
remitted in 1860 as a reward for the services rendered by the Raja of Orehha 
during the mutinies. Chirgaon was confiscated in 1841 for the rebellion of the 
jagirdar Bakht Singh, so that of the original eight shares into which the jagir 
of Baragaon was divided, there remain now only the four holdings which are 
described below. 

23. DHURWAI. 

Diwan Budh Singh of Dhurwai, to whom the ^anad was given in 
1823, was succeeded by his son Nahar Singh, and he, in 1851, by his son 
Ranjor Singh, the present jagirdar, then seventeen years of age. 

In 1882 the jagirdar ceded laud for the Betwa canal, receiving compen- 
sation for the area acquired. 

In 1883 the orders regarding divisions and reversions of shares in two of 
the tliree groups into which the family is divided for the purpose of succession 
were modified, and it was ruled that future devolutions should be regulated by 
the claims of legal shareholders. 

In 1891 the population of Dhurwai was 1,774. The area is about 18 square 
miles, and the yearly revenue about Rupees 11,000. There are said to he 10 
horsemen, 100 footmen, and 3 guns. 

24. BUNA. 

Diwan Surjan Singh of Bijna was succeeded in 1839 by his son Kbande 
Rao, and he, in 1850, by his son Makund Singh, then fourteen years of 
age.

25. TORI PATEHPUR. 

Har Parshad, jagirdar of Tori Fatehpur, before his death on the 1 9lh Nov- 
ember 1858, adopted Pirthi Singh from the Bijna branch of the family, and the 
succession of this youth was recognised by Government, the jagir being left 
under the management of the widow of Har Parshad during the minority.' 
Rao Pirthi Singh died on the 6th February 1880. The Government of India 
sanctioned the succession of his nephew Arjun Singh, then ten years old, 
who, in accordance with her hushand^s wishes, had been adopted by the widow. 

In 1882 the jagirdar ceded land for the Betwa canal, receiving compen- 
sation for the area acquired. 

The area of the jagir is about 38 square miles; the population by the 
census of 1891 is 9,527 ; and the revenue is about Rupees 22,000 a year. In 

1890 there were 15 horsemen, 150 infantry, and 12 guns.

26. BANKA PAHARL 

Diwan Isri Singh of Banka Pahavi, so called from the title Banka ” 
belonging to the jagirdar, was sneceeeded in 1847 by bis eldest son Bije 
Bahadur, who died in 1871 and was succeeded by his eldest son Diwan 
Banka Piyaviju, then twenty-one years of age. Banka Piyariju dying on the 
3rd November 1887, without male issue, was succeeded by bis sole survivino’ 
brother Diwan Sukh Sahib j and, on the latter^s death on the 3rd August 1890 
without male issue, he was succeeded by his cousin, Kunwar Mihrban Sino>h. 
The Government of India decided that, for the purposes of the Bundela santd 
the succession should be regarded as direct, and that therefore nazarana of 
only one-fourth of the net annual revenue was leviable. Having regard 
moreover, to the impoverished circumstances of the estate, the jagirdar was 
called upon to pay a portion only of the nazarana thus taken. 

According to the census of 1891, the population of Banka Pahari was 
1,098. The area is about 4| square miles, and the yearly revenue about 
Rupees 8,000. A force of 30 footmen is kept up. 


In the ease of each of the' four jagirs described above, the right of adoption 
(note to No. L) has been granted by the British Government. Each is held 
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by tbe terms o£ tbe adoption sanads,- subject to tbe payment of nazarana of a 
quarter of a yearns net revenue on direct succession and balf a year’s net 
revenue on succession by adoption. 

The area of these four jagirs is estimated to be 85^ square miles; the 
population is about 14^725; and the revenue amounts to about Rupees 50,000 
a year. In 1890, the military force amounted to 17 guns, 8 gunners, 29 horse, 
and 310 foot, all irregulars.

The Nawab Shumshee Behaudee. 


Dated I2b1i January 1804. 

Your vakeel has presented to me a paper containing thirty-two requests, 
to -which he solicited my acquiescence for the purpose of inspiring yon with 
confidence and inducing you to come into our camp. 

As a number of these requests had been previously acceded to or answered, 
I consider it to be unnecessary to notice them in this address, and shall merely 
state to you a few leading points which I have lately been induced to grant to 
yon with a view to your complete satisfaction. 

And/rs^,in the event of your immediately coming into the British camp,, 
and of your future irriplieit submission to the orders of the British Govern-- 
meat, I promise protection to your person and property, and every degree of 
personal liberty as well as of attention and respect on my own part, 

Secondly^ I secure to you a provision for life, and for your family in per- 
petuity, of four lakhs of Rupees either in land or in money, to he set apart 
worn the revenues of Bundelcund by the British Government in concert with 
ills Highness the Peishwa. 
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Thinlhjy I promise to recommend to our Government their interceding 
with liis Highness tlie Peishwa for the continuance of the houses and villages 
in the vicinity ot Poonah, which you state to have been granted to you in 
jaghire, and their endeavouring to reconcile the mind of His Highness to- 
wards you in the event of his displeasure occasioned by your late conduct or 
by any other cause. 

Finall//, respecting the provision which I have now granted to you, it is 
to he considered as a permanent provision made by the British Government in 
concert with His Highness the Pcislnva, and therefore not dependant for its 
duration upon the possession of Bundelcuiul. 

At the same time, you will observe that all those assurances on my part 
are binding only in the case of your arrival in the British camp on or before 
^Monday next, tlie IGiU of the present month, and in that event I have no 
hesitation in promising to recommend you to Government as a irroper object 
of their further liberality and kindness.

Articlb 1. 


As I have submitted to the authority 
of the British. Government, and have 
been received amongst its dependants 
and well-wishers; this being the case, 
I request that at all times my rank aud 
honour may in all respects, as heretofore, 
be considered and preserved by the 
British Government ; and also that no 
one be permitted to molest or derogate 
fi’om my rank aud honour already stated. 


The respect which is due to the 
rank of the Nawab shall at all times- 
be manifested towards him on the 
part of the British Government, and 
due notice will be taken of any acts 
derogatory to the rank and honour of 
the Naw'uh, on the part of others. 
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Aeticle 2. 


Tlie sum of four lakhs of Furacka- 
bad Sicca Rupees per annum, which is 
settled upon me for my fixed provision, 
and which I receive monthly from the 
treasury of the Collector of Zillah 
Bundeleund, I request that a distinct 
engagement and promise may be made 
by the Governor-General in Council 
granting and confirming upon me the 
above stipend to me and ray heirs for 
ever, generation after generation, and 
that the payment of the same may not 
be confined to any particular zillah, 
because I have only to look to the 
bounty of the British Government at 
large. 

Article 3. 


Agreeably to the engagement con- 
cluded with the Nawab by Captain 
J. Baillie and ratified by the late 
Governor-General hlarquis Welles- 
ley, the provision granted by that 


engagement to the extent of four 
lakhs of Rupees per annum, either 
in land or money, is hereby declared 
to be guaranteed to the Nawab in 
perpetuity, generation after genera- 
tion, and not confined to any parti- 
cular zillah, but dependant upon the 
British Government and that of the 
Maharajah Sreemunt Peishwa. 


If any one, on any occasion, should 
misrepresent me to the British Govern- 
ment, let their accusations not be at- 
tended to without due investigation. 


No accusations against the Nawab 
will be attended to without due in- 
vestigation. 


Article 4. 


If any of my brothers, relations, 
dependants or servants, shall complain 
against me to the British Government, 
let them not be heard or attended to. 


The Nawab is master of his own 
household ; but it is expected that 
the Nawab will treat his brotliers, 
relations, dependants, and servants 
with justice and kindness. 


Article 5. 


If at any time His Highness the 
Peishwa should be displeased with me, 
let the British Government remove 
that displeasure from His Highnesses 
mind by friendly interposition. 


If at any time His Highness the 
Peishwa shall be displeased with tlie 
Nawab, the British Government will 
interpose its good offices to remove 
His Highnesses displeasure. 


Article 6. 


With respect to the house and the 
villages which were granted to me in 
jaghire by the Government of Poonah 
for the expenses of my cook-room, and 
which the Peishwaes Government has 
resumed for some time past, whenever 
the British Government shall think

Engagement concluded between Nana Govind Rao Pundit, for 
bimself, bis beirs and successors, and Captain John Haildie, 
Political Agent of the Honorable Sir George Hilaro 
Barlow, Baronet, Governor-General, etc., etc., etc., in be- 
half of tbe Honourable tbe East India Company, at Banda, 
tbe 23rd day of October 1806. 

Whereas by the Treaty of Bassein a portion of territory in Savannour 
and Oolparra, formerly in the possession of liis Highness the Pelshwa, was 
ceded to the Honourable the East India Company ; and Whereas by a subse- 
quent agreement between the two Governments, the said territory was restor- 
ed to His Highness the Peishwa, and in exchange for that territory together 
with certain other considerations which are detailed in the agreement in 
question, a territory in the province of Bundelcund, yielding an annual revenue 
of thirty-six lakhs aud sixteen thousand Rupees was permanently ceded to the 
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British Government and annexed to their possessions in Hiudoostan ; and 
Whereas at the period when the British troops were first employed in the oc- 
cupation of the province of Bundelcund, and in the punishment of the 
disaffected in this province, Nana Govind Eao did for a time oppose the 
operations of the British troops in this province, by which conduct he 
the said Nana Govind Rao placed himself in the condition of an enemy 
to the British Government, and several districts and forts in the province of 
Bundelcund, which \yere formerly possessed by him, were conquered by the 
British army and occupied b}' their authority ; and Whereas after the conquest 
of the aforesaid districts and forts, Nana Govind Rao, professing sincere 
obedience and submission to the Honorable Company, joined the British army 
with his troops, and since the period in question invariably regulated his 
conduct by a rigid observance of the duties of amity and atta-jliment to the 
British Government and to its interests, in consideration of which the ilakas 
of Oorey and Mohummedabad were restored to him during the first year, and 
the pergunnah of Mohaba in the second year after his submission; and 
Whereas a promise was made by the British Government to grant to Nana 
Govind Rao an equivalent for the district of Calpee at some future period, the 
Honorable the Governor-General in Council has lately been pleased to direct 
the performance of that promise : therefoi'e and with a view to the confidence 
and entire satisfaction of Nana Govind Rao regarding both his ancient posses- 
sions and those which are now to be ceded to him as an equivalent for the 
district of Calpee, as well as for the purpose of confirming the said Nana 
Govind Rao in the principles and duties of good faith and attachment to the 
British Government, the following Articles have been agreed to and shall 
continue in force for ever ; — 

Article 1, 

The Nana having professed a sincere attachment to the Honorable Com- 
pany hereby engages never to molest the territory of the British Government, 
or of any Chieftain or State in alliance with the British Government, nor 
to afford succour or protection to any persons hostile to the British Govern- 
ment. 

Article 2. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby surrenders for himself, his heirs, and successors 
and cedes in perpetual sovereignty to the Honorable East India Company^ 
their heirs and successors, for ever, the city, fort and zillah of Calpee, situated 
m the Soubah of Akberabad, and the several villages situated on the rio>ht 
bank of the Jumna between Calpee and Raypoor, which are specified in the 
annexed Schedule, together with all rights and privileges which he or his 
ancestors may at any time have possessed in the zillah and villages aforesaid. 


Article 3. 

If any subject of the British Government accused of crimes or any defaulter 
at any time abscond and take refuge in the Nana’s territories, the 
IN ana engages to seize and deliver over such person to the British Government 
on application from the Civil Officer in the British territory. 
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Articli; 1 . 

The British Government having been pl^iwcd to grunt the Nana, as 
an ccinivalent for the dislriot oi' Culpre, ti)o .‘•evenil villages which arc specified 
in the unnoxod iiehcdnlo, and some of the melials in qiieritlon being situated 
between the British possessions eastward of tlie Betwa ami tiio district of 
Koteh on the North-West Frontier, in whieli the presence of the Civil Ollicers 
of Government must nlwjiys he rerjuired, ami to wbieh the detachment of 
troops may often he expedient ; The Nana hereby engUixes to afford every 
assistance and support in his power to the Civil Officers of tho British Govern- 
ment residing in llu: district of Ivotch, ami to provide the British Ollicers and 
troops on tlieir march through his country with the necessary passports, guides, 
and supplies, so that no injury may he sustained by travcliors, nor incon- 
venienco suffered l)y troops in passing between the district of Koteh and any 
other part of the British possersions. 


AllTICtB 5. 

The Nana, being considered as the independent and tmcontrollal ruler of 
the territory now cede. I to him or eoulirmed in his possession, hereby renounces 
all claim to tho aid of the British Government against internal or external 
enemies, and the British Government renounces all claims whatever upon the 
Nana with the exception of those described in this Engagement. 

Aiiticlk 0. 

If any of tho brothers or relations of Nana Goviml B.io prefer .a com- 
plaint against him to tlic British Government, whether such complaint be 
founded oil motives of jiersonal enmity or otherwise, or if any hanker or mer- 
chant, being a creditor of the Nana or of any of his servants or adherents, 
prefer a comidaint against him, or if any of the inhabitants of any of the 
villages dependant on the Nana exhibit a claim against him of any description 
whatever, all such complaints and claims shall bo left to the NaiuFs decision. 

AllTICLB 7. 

As one-third of the diamond mines of Pimna have from ancient times 
been committed by His Highness the Peishwa to tho care of Nana Goviud 
Rao, and continued in his eliarge during tho establishment of the authority 
of the late Nawah Ali Behauder in this province, it is therefore agreed that 
in case of any portion of the diamond mines of Punna coming into the 
possession of the Honorable Company, the Nana shall not be molested liy 
them in the possession of the said portion of the mines in question, and the 
British Government hereby expressly renounces all claims against that portion 
of the diamond mines of Punna which has been hithertofore occupied by the 
Nana. 

Article 8, 

All houses and gardens which belonged to the ancestors of the Nana and 
to those of his relations, and which are situated in the town of Bithoor in fhe 
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Donab, on the banks of tbe Ganges, or in the city of Benares or Calpee, or in 
Baypoor, or in any other towns or villages which are now in the possession of 
the British Government, siiall continue as heretofore to be the private pro- 
perty of the !Nana and his relations, whose right shall not be in any manner 
molested or encroached upon by the Officers of the British Government. 

Ahtjcle 9. 

All territories and rights in the province of Bundelcund, including Sagur, 
which are now occupied or possessed by Nana Govind Rao, or ceded to him by 
this Treaty in exchange for the district of Calpee, are hereby declared to be 
exempt from every future claim or demand on the part of the Honorable 
Company, their heirs and successors, for ever j and the British Government 
engage never to molest nor disturb the Nana, his heirs or successors, in the 
possession of the said territories and rights in Bundelcund, including Sagur, 
nor in the possession of those districts which are now ceded to him as an 
equivalent for the district of Calpee. 


Article 10.

Engagement concluded between tlie British Goyernment and 

Nana Govind Rao — 1817 , 

"Whereas by a Treaty concluded between the British Government and His 
Highness the Peishwa, under date tlie 13th June 1817, corresponding with 
the 14th Assar 1874 Sumbut, the rights of supremacy possessed by His 
Highnep over Nana Govind Rao, and the lands in the Nana's immediate 
occupation, have been transferred to the British Government : and Whereas 
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the liriiibh Government has consented on certain considerations to relinquish 
the trihute and military service which hy virtue of that transfer it had 
acquired a rij^ht to oomaiul from the Nana, and to constitute the Nana the 
hereditary ruler of tlie lands at present in his actual possession : The following 
rticles have accordingly been concluded hy mutual consent betsveen the 
Eritish Government and the said Nana Govlnd Ilao; — 

Article 1. 

All the Articles of the Engagemont contracted with Nana Govind Kao 
by Colonel John Baillie on the part of the British Government, under date 
the Jird day of Oetober 1800, corresponding with the 10th of Shabuu 1221 
IJijree, and the 11th of Kooar Sood 1803 Snmbnt, shall remain in full force, 
excepting in as far as they are not altered by this 'treaty. 

Article 2. 

The Brilisli Government hereby relinquishes for ever its right to tribute 
.and military service from Nana Goviml Xiao, his heirs and successors. The 
British Government moreover acknowledges and hereby constitutes Nana 
Govind llao, his heirs and successors, the hereditary rulers of the territory at 
present in the Naiuds actual possession. 

Article 3. 

The British Government Further engages to protect the aforesaid posses- 
sions of the Nana from tlie aggressions of any foreign power, and it is accord- 
ingly hereby agreed between the contracting parties that whenever the Nana 
shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any power to invade 
his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any other 
ground, he shall report the circumstances of the case to the British Govern- 
ment, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed 
claim ; 'the Nana, relying on the justice and equity of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression 
be referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavour by 
representation and remonstrance to avert the design, and if, notwithstanding 
the Nanais acquiescence in the award of the British Government, the other 
party - shall persist in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British 
Government shall fail of success, suqh measures will be adopted for the protec- 
tion of the Nanais territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to 
require. 

Article 4. 

' Nana Govind Bao hereby cedes to the British Government in perpetual 
sovereignty the whole of the lands of the ilakah of Kundah appertaining to 
the pergunnah of Mohabuh, circumscribed by the tei’ritories of the British 
Government, and also certain villages on the banks of the River Jnmna apper- 
taining to the pergunnah of Choorbe, and intermixed with the Honorable 
Company's lands of Bhudaiok and Raypore, including mal, sayer, charity, and 
rent-free lands of every description, agreeably to a Schedule subjoined to^ the 
Treaty ; the Nana accordingly engages that the aforesaid lands shall be given • 
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U 13 to tlie Officers of the British Government 'immediatel}^ on demand. But 
with a view to the satisfaction of certain claims upon the Nana, for which 
some of these lands are pledged, the British Government hereby agrees to 
ffvant to the Nana the revenue of those lands to be paid in cash up to the end 
of Assar next, corresponding with July 1&18; the current revenue, after de- 
ductino- the expense of collection, the outstanding balances, and the advances 
of tnceavie which may be justly demandable up to the end of Assar next, ac* 
cordino to the Regulations of the British Goverument, shall accordingly be 
collected by the British Revenue Officers and paid to the Nana monthly. 

Auticle 5. 

If at any time the Nana have any cause of complaint against any of the 
Rajahs or Chiefs allied to the British Government, the Nana engages to refer 
the ease to the arbitration and decision of that Government, and to abide im- 
plicitly by its award, and on no account to commit aggressions against the 
other party, or to employ his own force for the satisfaction of such claim or 
the redress of the grievance of which he may complain. 

Abticle 6. 

Nana Govind Rao hereby engages to abstain from corresponding with 
foreign powers, excepting with the privity and consent of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Aeticlb 7. 

With a view to facilitate the adjustment of boundary disputes between 
the subjects of the Nana and that of the British Government, and to avoid 
the delay of a reference to the Nana, the Nana hereby engages to require all 
his Aumils and other Officers on the frontier to comply immediately with any 
orders they may receive from the Superintendent of Political Affairs, for 
causing the attendance of parties and witnesses, or for any other purpose con- 
nected with the adjustment of boundary disputes, without waiting the result 
of a reference to him. The Nana further agrees to give ready and due atten- 
tion to all suggestions from the Superintendent respecting the punishment of 
any of his subjects who may be convicted before the Superintendent of violence 
and aggression towards the' British subjects. With a further view to avoid 
disputes respecting the new boundaries which will be formed between the lands 
now ceded by the Nana and those to which they are contiguous, it is hereby 
agreed that actual possession at the date of this Treaty shall be held to be the 
criterion for the settlement of all disputes which may arise respecting the 
aforesaid boundary, and that no retrospective claim founded on former pos- 
session shall be sustained on either side. 

Autiole 8. 

The British Government hereby engages to contract no engagements with 
Rao Benaick Rao, the manager of Saugor, or with the Bheik Sahiba, detri- 
mental to the claims and rights of the Nana in the country of Saugor. The 
British Government, moreover, offers hereafter to interpose its good officea 
with a view to bring about a satisfactory adjustment of the difference between 
JNana Govmd Rao and the manager of the country of Saugor. 
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Au'ricLii 9. 

^Yhenever tlio Briti .41 Government may have ocension to send its troops 
ihrou-h the territory of Nana Govind Rao, or to station a British force with- 
in his territories, it shall bo competent to the British Government p to detach 
or station its troops, and the Nana shall give his consent accordingly.

through Captain John Baillie, Political Agent on the 
part of His Excellency in Bundelcund, a Wajib-ool-TJrz 
or Paper of requests, expressive of his submission and attach- 
ment to the views and interests of the Bbitish Govern- 
ment, and containing seven distinct Articles or requests, all 
■which have been acceded to by His Excellency the Com- 
mander-iu-Chief ; and Tyhereas certain requests and agree- 
ments on the part of Sheo Rao Bhao were not ineludedin the 
said 'W’ajib-ool-ITrz, and are now necessary to be added : 

The following Articles are now agreed on for the purpose of affording 
additional security and confidence to Sheo Rao Bliao, and of constituting an 
additional pledge of his fidelity and attachment to the British Government 


Article 1. 

The Bhao, professing his entire submission and sincere attachment to 
the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa, hereby engages to 
consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their enemies as 
his enemies, that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or State who 
shall be obedient to the British Government and to His Highness the Peishwa ; 
and considering all such as may be rebellious or disaffected to these Govern- 
ments as his enemies, he engages to give no protection in his country to such 
persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or correspondence of any 
nature with them, and to use every means in his power to seize and deliver 
them over to the Government against which they may offend. 
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Article 

If at any time a dispute or difference arise between the Bba,o and any 
ueiglibouring- State or Chieftain professing- obedience to the British Govern- 
ment, the Bhao engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute or 
difference to the British Government that they may have an opportunity of 
investigating the matter in dispute and of adjusting it to the mutual satis- 
faction of the parties, or of punishing the party who shall be refractory. 

Article 3. 

"Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in punish- 
ing the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions of Sheo Rao 
Bhao, the Bhao engages upon every such occasion to join the British forces 
with his army and to assist in the accomplishment of their views •, and if, at 
any time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Bhao'’s 
country for the purpose of quelling disturbances there, the whole expense of 
such detachment shall be defrayed by the Bhao. On the other hand, if the 
assistance of the Bhao^s troops be demanded at any time for the purpose of 
quelling disturbances in the British territory, the expenses of such troops shall 
be borne by the British Government. 

Article 4. 

The Bhao is in reality the Commander of his own troops; but it is 
hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting with the 
British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the Com- 
manding Officer of the British troops, and in the event of peace being con- 
cluded, a due attention shall be paid to the interest of the Bhao. 

Article 5. 

Sheo Rao Bhao engages never to take or retain in his service any British 
svrbject or European of any nation or description without the consent of the 
British Government. 

Article 6. 

Whatever tribute has been hitherto paid to His Highness the Peishwjj 
by the Bhao shall be continued to be paid to His Highness. The British 
Government do not demand auy tribute for themselves. 

Article 7. 

1?— Ambagie Ingla at any time molest the possessions of the Bhao, 

the British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 

Article 8. 

Accusations of disaffection or disobedience, if adduced by aUy person 
against the Bhao, shall not be attended to by the British Government unless 
the truth of them be proved. 
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Auticlk 0. 

Sheo E.ao Bhao possesses a house in the oifcy o£ Benares ; if any of the 
children, brothers, or other relations of the Bhao hereafter roske in that city, 
they shall enjoy the protection of the British Government, and shall not suffer 
any molestation. 

This Agreement, containing nine Articles, signed and sealed by Captain 
John Baillie, Political Agent, on the part of His Excellency General Lake, 
Commandor-iu-Chief, and by Sheo llao Bhao, Soobadar of Jhausie, in Camp 
at Kotra, on the Gth day of February 180‘1, answering to the 23rd day of 
Shuwaul 1218 Hijery, and 10th day of Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbut, is 
delivered to Slieo Kao Bhao, and another of the same date, tenor, and contents 
signed and sealed by the parties on the same day, is delivered to Captain John 
Baillie. Whenever the ratification of this Agreement, under the seal and 
signature of His Excellency General Lake, or of His Excellency the Most 
Noble the Governor-General in Council, shall bo delivered to Sheo Kao Bhao,

Teanslation of a Wajib-ool-Uez presented on the part of the 
Rajaii of JiiANSiE — IStli November 1803. 

Sheo Kao Bhao, Chief of Jhausie and other places, submits the following 
requests in separate Articles, and hopes that they may be granted by the 
British Government : — 

-The degree of rank and respectability* which I have hitherto enjoyed 
under His Highness the Peishwa shall be continued and increased under 
the British Government. 

2)1(1 . — The country and forts which I at present hold under the authority 
of His Highness the Peishwa shall remain in my possession, and the revenue 
which I have hitherto paid to the Peishwa shall hereafter be paid into the 
Company's treasury. 

3rd . — As the English are now employed in the conquest of the territories 
and forts of Dowlut Kao Scindia and Holkar, let a battalion or two with an 
OfiBcer of rank be sent here, and I shall join and assist them in conquering 
the countries which are adjacent to my own. 

If the Honorable Company be desirous of possessing my country 
and fort, they are masters and every way powerful, and lam ready to submit; 
but as the British Nation and His Highness the Peishwa are at peace, and a-s 
a Treaty exists between them, let an order of His Highness be produced, that 
I may perform the duty of allegiance in obeying that order. 

5^//.— If the Peishwa at any future period make over my country to the 
Company, and it becomes a part of the British possessions, let a Jaidad be 
assigned to me for the support of my cavalry and infantry, and for the main- 
tenance of myself and family in perpetuity. 
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6iL— As the Eajalis of Candahar, Datteea, Chundevy and other Chiefs in 
the neio-hbourhood are ready to submit to and become the servants of the 
British Government^ let the possessions of these Chiefs be guaranteed, and the 
revenue which they have paid to the Peishwa shall be paid into the British 
treasury.

Treaty with Eow Eauchund, the Minor Soiihahdar of Jhansie 

— 1817 . 

"Whereas a Treaty of defensive alliance was concluded between the British 
'Government and thhlate Sheo Row Bhow, Soubahdar of Jhansie, under date the 
•6th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 1860 Sumbut, when the said 
Soubahdar was in the condition of a tributary to His Higliness the Peishwa ; 
and Whereas the whole of the rights of His Highness the Peishwa over 
the principality of Jhansie have since that period been transferred to the British 
Government, in virtue of a Treaty concluded between that Government and the 
Peishwa, under date the 13th of June 1817, corresponding with the ll-th Assar 
1874 Sumbut, and in consequence of that transfer the relations established by 
the former Treaty between the British Government and Jbausie have become 
virtually extinct ; and Whereas the British Government, in consideration of 
the very respectable character borne by the late Soubahdar Sheo Row Bhow 
and his uniform and faithful attachment to the British Government, and in 
deference to his wish expressed before his death that the principality of Jhansie 
might be confirmed in perpetuity to his grandson Row Ramchund Row, to be 
conducted during the minority of the said How Ramchund Row by Row 
Gopaul Row Bhow, manager nominated by the late Bhow and confirmed by 
the British Government: On these considerations and in the confident reliance 
■of the continuance of the same friendly disposition on the part of the Govern- 
ment of Jhansie and of its strict adherence to the engagements comprised in 
this Treaty, the British Government has consented, on certain conditions, to con- 
stitute Row Ramchund the hereditary Chief of the lands actually held by the 
late Row Sheo Bhow at the commencement of the British Government in 
'Bundelcund and now possessed by the Government of Jhansie. The f olio win o* 
Articles have accordingly been concluded between the British Govornmen't 
and Row Ramchund Row, under the direction and with the concurrence of 
his said manager Gopaul Row Bhow. 

Article 1. 

T^e Treaty concluded between the British Government and the late Sheo 
How Bhow, under date the 6th of February 1804, or 10th of Phagoon Boodee 
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1880 Surabut, is hereby confirmed, excepting such parts o£ it as are altered or 
rescinded by the provisions of this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the fidelity and attach- 
ment of the Government of Jliansie, consents to acknowledge and hereby 
constitutes Kow E-amchund, his heirs and successors, hereditary rulers of the- 
territory enjoyed by the late Row Sheo Bhow at the period of the commence- 
ment of the British Government, and now in the possession of Row Ram- 
chund, excepting the Pergunnah of Mote, which being held by the Jbansie 
Government in mortgage from Rajah Bahadur will continue on its present 
footing until a settlement of the mortgage takes place between the parties. 
The British Government further engages to protect the aforesaid territory of 
Row Ramchund from the aggression of foreign powers. _ 

Article S. 

The British Government having by the terras of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the principality of Jbansie from the aggressions of foreign 
powers, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties that whenever the 
Government of Jbansie shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part 
of any foreign power to invade its territories, whether in consequence of any 
disputes, claim, or on any other ground, it shall report the circumstances of 
the ease to the British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the 
adjustment of such disputed claim ; and the Jbansie Government, relying on 
the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to abide 
by its award. If the apprehended aggressions shall be referable to any other 
cause, the British Government will endeavour by representations and remon- 
strance to avert the design, and if, notwithstanding the Soubahdar’s acquies- 
cence in the award of the British Government, the other power shall persist 
in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the British Government should fail 
of success, such measures will be adopted for the protection of the Soubahdar’s 
territories as the circumstances of the case may appear to require. 

Article 4. 

In consideration of the guarantee and protection afforded by the two 
foregoing Articles to Row Ramchund, the Chief of Jbansie, that Chief hereby 
hinds himself to employ his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to 
do so, in co-operation with those of the British Government, on all occasions 
in which the interests of the two Governments may be mutually concerned. 
On all such occasions the Jbansie troops shall act under the orders and control 
of the Commanding Ofldeer of the British troops. 

Article 5. 

Row Ramchund hereby agrees to submit to the^ arbitration of the Biitish 
Government all his disputes with other States, and implicitly to abide by i s 
award. 
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Eow Earacbund engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions in 
defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or predatory 
bodies who may. attempt to penetrate through it into the territories of the 
Honorable Company. 

, Article 7. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of Eow Eamchund, or to station a British force within 
his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and Eow Ramchund shall give his consent accordingly. 
The Commander of- the British troops which may thus eventually pass 
through or permanently occupy a position within the Jhausie territories, shall 
not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Jhausie Govern- 
. ment. Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the 
British troops during their continuance in the Jhansie territories, shall bo 
readily furnished by Eow Ramchund^s Officers aud subjects, and shall bo paid 
for at the price current of the bazai*. 

Article 8. 

Eow Ramchund hereby binds himself to maintain no correspondence with 
foreign States without the privity aud consent of the British Government. 

Article 9. 

Row Ramchund engages to give no asylum to criminals, nor to defaulters 
of the British Government who may abscond aud take refuge within his 
territories; and should the Officers of the British Government be sent in 
pursuit of such criminals aud defaulters, Eow Ramchund further engages to 
afford such Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending them. 

. Article 10. 

This Treaty, consisting of ten Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Eow Ramchund, through the agency of 
John Wauehope, Esquire, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Most 
Noble the Governor-General on the one part, and Nana Bulwunt Eow, the 
vakeel, on the other, Mr. Wauehope and the said vakeel have signed and 
sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, Persian aud Hindee, one of which, 
after being ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the Marquis 
of Blastings, Governor-General, will be returned to the said vakeel, and the 
said vakeel, having obtained the ratification of the Soubahdar to the other 
engages to deliver it within the same time to Mr. Wauehope.

Translation o£ Articles of the new Engagement entered into 
with Eajah Gitngabhtjr B,ao, Chibe of Jhansie, and 
signed and sealed by him On the 27th of December 1842. 

1st . — That on the 1st January 1843, or as soon after as possible, the 
State of Jhansie shall be made over to him, Gungadhur Rao, with the excep- 
tion of the undermentioned lands, which are to be assigned to the British 
Government for the payment of half the costs of the Bundelcund Legion ; 
and are assessed for the year Sumbut 1899 at 2,55,891 Jhansie Rupees, or 
2,37,458 Company's Rupees.

2nd . — The Chief is to fulfil all the engagements which have been enter- 
ed into with the landholders for the remaining three years of the quinquennial 
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settlement, and to submit all references arising out of this subject to tbe deci- 
sion of tbe Agent dovernor-Generai in Bundelcund, or any Officer wlio may 
be appointed for tbe purpose by Government. 

Tbat tbe prisoners confined in the Jhansie Jail under sentence of 

imprisonment are not to be released till tbe periods of their sentence expire 
without consulting tbe Ageut of tbe Goveruor-General in Buudelound. 

4th . — Tbat all pensioners of tbe Jhansie State whose claims have been al- 
I’eady decided by the Officers of oui* Government, and all creditors of that 
State whose claims have been decided by tbe Officers of our Government in 
concert with the Chief of Jhansie, be punctually paid by instalments. All 
those who receive grants of land, payments from tbe treasury, or assignments 
upon tbe customs for services to be performed, are to enjoy the same only up- 
on condition of performing tbe duties for which they have been assigned ; 
and the Chief to be left sole judge in their cases. 

It is understood that tbe Chief will pay all just debts and claims to pen- 
sions which have not ' yet been adjusted by the Officers of our Government ; 
but our Government is not to interfere, 

^ili . — That the Chief shall pay to every public Officer who has served us 
in the administration of the Jhansie Government for a period of three years, 
and whose services he now dispenses with, a donation of six months’ salary, 
provided they do not find employment in Jalone or the ceded lands, 

Qth . — That the Chief pay off the debt to the British Government by an- 
nual instalments of nob less than fifty thousand Rupees. 

That the Bundelcund Legion be kept pevmauently to at least its 
present strength for tbe protection of the Jhansie and Jalone districts, but the 
distribution of this force is to rest with the Officer Coramauding, or the 
representative of our Government in Bundelcund. The Officer Commanding 
the Legion is to comply with the requisitions of the Raja for the aid of 
troops whenever he thinks them proper, without reference to such representa- 
tive ; hub should he at any time not deem it proper to comply with such re- 
quisitions, be will' state the circumstances of tbe call for aid, and his reasons 
for not complying with_ it, to the representative of the Government, and 
suspend compliance till his orders are received. 

S^/5.-— That the Chief will assign lands for a military cantonment in any 
part of ^ his territories which the Government may select for the purpose ; but 
the Officer Commanding tbe troops iu such cantonments is not to interfere 
with the civil administration of the Government, or permit the troops to 
oppress the subjects of the Jhansie State, What supplies for the use of tho 
troops may be required from the country around are to be procured through 
the Officers of tbe Jhansie Government, and paid for at thn current prices of 
the day. 

_ The Articles of former Treaties between the Jhansie Chiefs and the 
British Government are to remain still iu force ; and all the salutes heretofore

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given to those Chiefs and courtesies of reception which are the same as those 
given to the Chiefs of Oreha, Duttia, and Sumptur, to be continued.

Whereas the Rajah Kissery, the Rajah of Jeytpore, one of th^ 
respectable Chiefs of the province, and a hereditary descendant of the Rajah 
Juggut Raje, previously to this period, having submitted himself to the author- 
ity and entered into engagements, and obligations of obedience, loyalty, and 
submission to the British Government, and delivered in an ikrarnamah, oi 
written engagement, to the above effect, consisting of eight Articles, the said 
Rajah received from the British Governinent fifty-two villages 
of Punwarree, rent-free, and ever since has remained faithful in his

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Translation of the Ikuarnamah of the Rajah Kissert Sing, 
the Rajah of jEifTPORE, dated 13th September 1812. 

Whereas I, Rajah Kinsery Sin^-, Hajah of Jeytpore, one of tlie ancient 
and respectable Chiefs of the province of Buudeleund, and descended from 
the Rajah Juggut Raje, from the time that I delivered in my Ikrarnamah or 
obligation of submission and obedience, and obtained in jaghiv fifty-two 
viilao’es in the pergunnah of Punwarree from the British Government, have 
discharged with heart and soul the obligations of loyalty and obedience, and 
1 have been admitted amongst the dependents of the British Government, and 
remained faithful to the terms of ray engagements, in no instance deviating a 
little therefrom j duihig the administration of Mr. John Richardson certain 
villages and possessions -in the pergunnah of Powey were granted to me for 
my sustenance, and the aforesaid gentleman required from me a fresh Ikrar- 
naraah, in terms appropriate to the change of circumstances : for which reason 
and to confirm my submission, loyalty and obedience to the British Govern- 
ment, I now deliver in the present Ikrarnamah, consisting of the eight 
Articles of my former engagements, and of three new Articles, in all eleven 
Articles, under my seal and signature, and I hereby promise and engage that 
I shall never deviate a little from those Articles in letter, spirit, or tendency. 


Auticle 1. 

I promise never to unite on any occasion with external or internal enemies 
of the British Government, and to be ever obedient and submissive to their 
will and commands, from the due performance of which duties I shall never de-

If any of the neighbouring Chiefs rebel against the British authority, 
althono-h they be my near relations, I do hereby promise to abstain from all 
friendly communication with them, and not to protect or suffer any of their 
relations or dependents to remain in any of my villages. 

Article 6. 

I engage never to quarrel with any Chief who is obedient and submissive 
to the British Government j if any of them should quarrel with me, I promise 
to submit such dispute to the decision of Government. 

Article 7. 

I promise not to retain in my service a greater number of troops, horse 
or foot, than may be absolutely necessary for the collection of the revenues of 
my villages, and for the purposes of personal state, without the authority and 
permission of the British Government. 

Article 8. 

I engage with my free will and consent never to have any concern of any 
nature with the fort of Jeytpore, and not permit my dependents to go round 
it, nor shall I repair the breaches of the fort. In short, I shall have nothing 
to do with the above fort. If any thing contrary to the spirit and meaning of 
this agreement should ever take place, I agree that all tbe villages which are 
included in the Sunuud granted by the British Government be resumed by 
them. 

Article 9. 

I engage to guard all the passes through the ghauts under my authority, 
so as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons from ascend- 
ing or descending the ghauts, or from entering the British territories throuo-h 
any of those passes; and if any neighbouring Chiefs or leaders should medi- 
tate an incursion into the British territoi'ies through my possessions, or those 
of the Chiefs in allegiance thereto, I engage to furnish. the Officers of the 
British Government with information of the circumstance before his approach 
to the neighbourhood of my territories, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstruct his progress. 

Article 10. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the ghauts 
through any of tbe passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, hut to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they may remain within or in the vici- 
nity of mj"^ possessions.-

I engage that one of my confidontial servants shall always be in attend- 
ance as a vakeel on the Officer of the British Government in this province for 
the purpose of executing’ his orders, and in the event of such vakeel being from 
any reason disapproved of by the said Officer, I agree immediately to appoint 
another in his stead.

In certain villages of the pergunnahs 
of Banda, Motound, and Soondah, the 
zemindars have granted me bonds for 
sums of money for which they have 
obtained remission in their kubooliuts 


Ansioer. 

It is contrary to the principles of 
tbe British Government to admit 
calumnious representations against 
any person. It is necessary how- 
ever that you carefully avoid pur- 
suing a line of conduct that might 
give rise to suspicion. 

Answer. 

No complaint preferred against 
you of which the cause of action 
shall be prior to the date of your 
Ikrarnamah shall be beard. But 
with respect to complaints which 
shall have originated after that 
period, you shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Court.

I, Purseram, do hereby declare and acknowledge that I have submitted 
in person to the British Government, and with a view to confirm my obedience 
and submission I do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following

Auticlb 1. 

Whereas I, Purseram, freely and sincerely professing my obedience and 
submission to the British Government, have been ranked among the number 
of the dependants and adherents of that Government; and Whereas John 
Richardson, Esq., Agent on the part of the Right Hon^ble the Governor- 
General in Council for the general supei'intendence and control of the province 
of Bundelcund, has required from me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government : Therefore, and in consideration of the 
ample maintenance which has now been conferred upon me by the British 
Government, I do hereby present this Iki*arnamah, comprising the following 
Articles under my own seal and signature, from which I hereby engage never 
to deviate and never to commit any act which shall in any degree violate the 
terms of the said Articles. 

Article 2. 

I agree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages of 
my jaghive and not to leave such village without orders from the Officers of 
the British Government. 

Article 3, 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders, plunderers, 
robbers or other evil-doers within or without the province of Bundelcund, 
especially with Rajah Ram, and not to permit any such persons to reside in 
any of my villagres ; to give every information lygarding them to the 
Officer of the British Government and to relinquish all intercourse and 
correspondence whatever with them. I further engage not to enter into 
disputes 'with any of the servants and dependants of the British Go^rn- 
ment, and if a dispute should arise between any of the dependants of the Gov- 
ernment, 1 engage to remain passive in such dispute, to afford no assistance 
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to either party without orders from the British Government, and scrupulously 
to observe the duties of obedience and submission on all occasions. 

Article 4. 

If any inhabitant of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in any of ray villages, I engage to seize and deliver him up to the Officers of 
tbe British Government; and if any person should be deputed by the Govern- 
ment to apprehend such absconder, I agree not only not to oppose or impede 
such person, bat to afford him every assistance in the apprehension of the 
offender. I further engage to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts 
in all cases that shall occur after the date of this Ikrarnamah, and never to ex- 
cite any disturbances or commotions whatever. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages of my 
jao-hire ; and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be stolen 
or plundered in any of tbe villages, I engage to make tbe zemindar of such 
village responsible either for the restitution of stolen property or for the 
seizure and delivery of the thief or robber to the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment. And if any person amenable to the British laws for murder, or any 
other crime committed in the British territory, shall take refuge in any of my 
villages, I engage to apprehend such person and deliver him up to the Govern- 
ment. 

Article 6. 

The zemindars of the villages composing my jaghire having entered into 
engagements with the Collector for the payment of the revenue to the British 
Government, I hereby promise, until the expiration of those engagements, to 
collect their revenue conformably to their existing pottahs and kubooliuts.

To the mutsuddies, jaghiredars, kurorees, chowdries, and kanoongoes pre- 
sent and future of the pergunnah of Motound, in the province of Bundeleuud, 
be it known; that Whereas Purseram, on hearing the fame of the iustiee and 
benevolence of the British Government, has freely and sincerely professed his 
obedience and submission to the Government and having accompanied Rajah 
j u presence of the Agent to the Governor-General in Bundel- 

cund has asked forgiveness for bis past offences, and ha§ delivered an Ikrar- 
namah or obligation of allegiance comprising six Articles under his own seal 
and signature; and Whereas the benevolent principles of the British Govern- 
ment dispose it to show mercy to offenders and to afford support and protec- 
tion to all its adherents : Therefore, and under the influence of those benevo- 
lent principles, the villages of Kudbee and Jylji’imha with their dependencies 
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situated in the pergunnali of Motound, and yielding a hamil jumma of fifteen 
thousand Rupees agreeably to the subjoined statement, are hereby granted by 
the British Government in jaghire to the said Purseram. And so long as the 
said Purseram shall continue firm in his obedience to the British Government 
and true to the terms of his Ikrarnamah^ the aforesaid villages shall remain in 
his possession in perpetuity. 

It is incumbent on the said Purseram to render the inhabitants of his 
jaghire contented and grateful by his good government, to direct his utmost 
exertions to promote their comfort and conciliate their affections and to give 
no asylum to thieves or robbers in any of his villages. It is the duty of the 
peasantry and inhabitants to consider the said Purseram as paramount jaghire- 
dar of the aforesaid villages, and to acknowledge his p’ght to all the duties 
and immunities appertaining thereto, to offer no opposition or disobedience to 
him, nor to require the annual renewal of their Sunnud. 

After obtaining the sanction of the Right Honorable the Governor- 
General this Sunnud shall he considered as valid.

The particulars of a Treaty between the Honorable Major-General Wel- 
lesley and Sreemunt Amrut Rao Babadoor. 


Article 1. 


It is agreed that during the natural life of 
that of his son, Benaik Rao Bappa Sahib, he Amrut Rao (and his son after 
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his decease) shall be ensured the enjoyment of a revenue of seven lajhs of 
Rupees. This shall either be granted in territory or in cash ; the English 
Government considers itself responsible for its payment. The revenue of all 
such districts as are at present in Amrut Rao Bahadoor's possession must be 
included in the account of his annual revenue, and he shall receive the 
difference between their amount and the sum fixed on for his support, of 
seven lakhs of Rupees. 

Article 2. 

As a proof that Amrut Rao is sincere in his professions of friendship 
to the English Government, he must meet the Honorable Major-General 
■Wellesley, who means to advance to Aurungabad. 


Article 3. 

Amrut Rao must on all occasions exert himself cordially to forward the 
interests of the Honorable Company and His Highness the Peishwa. 


Article 4. 

Whatever friends and adherents may attend Amrut Rao may be satisfied 
of their perfect safety, and be assured they shall receive injury from no 
quarter whatever, as they will be under the protection of the British Govern- 
ment. After the meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley 
and Amrut Rao shall have taken place, some arrangemeut shall be made for 
their support.* 

Article 5. 

When Amrut Rao joins General Wellesley, the more force both in cavalry 
and infantry that accompany him, the more will be the General's satisfaction. 


Article 6. 

When Amrut Rao proceeds to join General Wellesley’s army, he will 
send his wife and all his family to the fort of Ahmednagur, !or to Bombay 
or Salsette, or to such other place within the territories of the Honorable 
Company that he may more approve, and the English Government will adopt 
the necessary measures for their full protection and efficient security. 


Article 7. 


The meeting between the Honorable Major-General Wellesley and Amrut 
Rao'Bahadoor must take place nineteen days after this date.

Treaty of Friendship and Defensive Alliance concluded 
between, the British Government and the Eajah of 

OOROHA — 1812. 

The Rajah Mahendar Biekeftnajeet Bahader, Rajah of Oorehaj one of the 
Chiefs of Bundelcund, by whom and his-ancestors his present possessions 
have been held in successive generations during a long course of years with- 
out paying tribute or acknowledging vassalage to any other power, having 
on all oeeasions manifested a sincere friendship and attachment to the British 
Government, and having solicited to be placed under the powerful protection 
of that Government, the British Government, relying on the continuance of 
that disposition which the Rajah has hitherto manifested towards it, and on 
bis adherence to whatever engagements he may form on the basis of a more 
intimate union of his interests with those of the Honorable Company, has 
acceded to the Rajah’s request, and the following Articles of a Treaty of 
friendship and alliance are accordingly by mutual consent concluded between 
the British Government and the said Rajah Mahendar Bickermajeet Bahader, 
his heirs and successors. 

Article I. 

The Rajah Mahendar Bickermajeet Bahader, Rajah of Ooreba, having, 
professed his obedience and attachment to the British Government, he is 
admitted henceforward among the number of the allies of the British Govern- 
ment ; accordingly the said Rajah hereby engages to consider the friends of 
that Government as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies, and to abstain 
from molesting any Chief or State in alliance or in amity with the British 
Government i and considering all persons who may be disaffected to that 
Government as his own enemies, he further engages to afford no protection to 
such persons or their families in his country, to hold no intercourse or corre- 
spondence of any nature with them, but, on the contrary, to use. every means 
in his power to seize and deliver them up to the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment. 

Article 2. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Mahendar 
Bickermajeet Bahader by inheritance, and is now in his possession, is hereby 
guaranteed to the said Rajah aud to his heirs and successors, and they shall 
never be molested in the enjoyment of the said territory by the British Gov- 
ernment noy any of its allies or dependants, nor shall any tribute be de- 
manded from him or them. The British Government, moreover, engages to 
protect and defend the dominions at present in Rajah Mahendar Bickermajeet 
Bahader’s possession from the aggressions of any foreign ppwer. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the foregoing Article, 
engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah pf Oorcha 
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from the aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the 
contracting parties that, whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend 
desio’n on^the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, whether in 
conSqnenee of any disputed claim or on any other ground, he shall report the 
circumstances of the case to the British Government, which will interpose its 
mediation for the adjustment of such disputed claim, and the Rajah, relying 
on the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly to 
abide by its award. If the apprehended aggression shall be referable to any 
other cause, the British Government will endeavou r, by representation and 
remonstrance, to ayert the design ; and if, in the former case, notwithstanding 
the Rajah's 'acquiescence in the award of the British Government, the other 
power shall persist in its hostile designs, and if, in the latter case, the endea- 
vours of the British Government should fail of success, such measures will be 
adopted for the protection of the Rajah’s territories as the circumstances of 
the ease may appear to require. 


Article 4*. 

If at any time the Rajah of Oorcha shall have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependent on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no 
account to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ his own 
force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
which he may complain. On the other hand, the British Government engages 
to withhold its allies or dependents fi'om committing any aggression against 
the Rajah of Oorcha, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand 
they may have upon the Rajah of Oorcha according to the strict principles of 
justice, the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 


Article 5. 

. , Rajah of Oorcha engages at all times to employ his utmost exertions

Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor having professed- his obedience and attachment 
to the British Government, and to that of His Highness the Peishwa, hereby 
engages to consider the friends of both Governments as his friends, and their 
enemies as his enemies : that is to say, he promises not to molest any Chief or 
State who shall be obedient to the British Government and to His Highness 
the Peishwa, and considering all such as may be rebellious or disaffieoted to 
those governments as his own enemies, he" engages to give no protection in 
his country to such persons or their families, to hold no intercourse or corre- 
spondence of any nature with them, and to use every means in his power to 
seize and deliver them over to the Government against which they may offend. 

Article 2. 

If at any time a dispute arise between Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, and 
any neighbouring State or Chieftain professinii obedience to the British Gov- 
ernment, the Rajah engages to communicate the grounds of such dispute to 
the British Government, that tliey may have an opportunity of investigating 
the matter in dispute, and of adjusting -it to the mutual satisfaction of the 
parties, or of punisliing the party who shall be refractory. 

Article 3, 

The ilaka of Bhandere and certain other mehals having been lately ceded 
by the British Government to the Rana of Gohud, the Rajah engages to 
abstain from all manner of interference with the said ilaka and mehals ; and 
the Rajah further engages to live on terms of amity and friendship with all 
the neighbouring Chiefs who have professed their obedience and attachment to 
the British Government, and to avoid entering into quarrels with any of those 
Chiefs. ' 

Article 4.

Whenever a detachment of the British forces shall be employed in 
punishing the disaffected in the countries contiguous to the possessions of 
Rajah Pareechut Bahadoor, the Rajah engages to join the British forces with 
his army, and to assist in the accomplishment of their views, and if at any 
time a detachment of the British force shall march into the Rajah’s territory 
for the purpose of quelling disturbances there, the whole expenses of such 
detachment shall be defrayed by the Rajah ; on the other hand, if the assist- 
ance of the Rajah’s troops be at any time demanded for the purpose of quell- 
ing distui’banees in the British tendtory, the expense of such troops shall be 
borne by the British Government. 
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.Article 5. 

Eajali Pareeehut Babadoor is in reality the commander of bis own troops, 
but it is hereby agreed that on every occasion when they may be acting witb 
tbe British forces, the general command of the whole shall be vested in the 
Commanding Officer of the British troops ; and in the event of peace being 
concluded due attention shall be paid to the interests of the Rajah. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject, 
or European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of the 
British Government. 

Article 7. 

The ancestors of Rajah Pareechut Babadoor having uniformly been treated 
with respect and distinction by the powers of Hindoostan and by His High- 
ness the Peishwa, and having uniformly enjoyed tbe undisturbed possession of 
the territory now in the Rajah^s occupation, the Rajah shall in like manner 
experience every degree of consideration and favor under the Britisli Govern- 
ment, so long as he shall continue faithful and attached to its interests. 

Article 8. 

The territory which from ancient times has descended to Rajah Pareechut 
Babadoor by inheritance is hereby confirmed to the Rajah, and to his heirs 
and successors, and they shall never be molested in the enjoyment of the 
said territory by tbe Biiiish Goveimment, nor by any of their allies.

Article 9. 

^ If Rajah Ambajee Inglia at any time molest the possessions of the Rajah, 
tbe British Government shall interfere to prevent him. 


Article 10. 

Accusations of disaffection if adduced by any person against the Rajah, 
shall not be attended to by the British Government, unless tbe truth of 
them be proved. This Agreement, containing ten Articles, signed and sealed 
by Captain John Baillie and Rao Rajah Pareechut Babadoor on the 15th 
of the month of March, corresponding with the 2nd of the month of Zelhij 
1218 Hijeree, and the 4th Jeit Soodee 1861 Sumbat, at Koonjun Ghat, is 
delivered to Rao Rajah Pareechut Babadoor, and another of the same date, 
tenor and contents signed and sealed by the parties on the same day, is 
delivered to Captain John Baillie. Whenever the ratification of this Agree- 
ment under the seal and signature of His Excellency General Lake, or of 
His Excellency tbe Most Noblo the Marquis Wellesley, Governor-General, 
shall be delivered to Rajah 'Pareechut Babadoor, the Rajah engages to return

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No. XVI. 

Treaty between the Britisu Government and the Eajah of 
Dutteeah, dated 31st July ISIS. 

Whereas a Treaty of friendship was concluded between the British 
Government and Rajah Pareechut, Rajah of Butteeah, on the 15th of March 
1804 ; and Whereas by virtue of a Treaty concluded between the British 
Crovernment and the late Peishwa, under date the iSfch of June 1817, the 
territory held in jaghire from the Peishwa by the Vinchoorker Jaghiredar, 
north of the Nerbuddah River, was ceded to the British Government; and 
Whereas the Rajah of Dutteeah by the zeal, fidelity, and attachment which 
he has uniformly manifested to the British Government since the date of 
his former Treaty, and more especially by the prompt and effectual assistance 
he afforded the British troops during the late encampment of the army 
under the personal command of the Most Noble the Governor- General within 
his country, has established a just claim to the liberality and indulgence of 
the British Government, the Most Noble the Marqvris of Hastings, Governor- 
General, influenced by these considerations, has consented to bestow in 
perpetuity upon the said Rajah Pareeehut, Rajah of Dutteah, that portion 
of the late jaghire of the Viuchoorker Jaghiredar, lying east of the River 
Sinde, commonly called the Chotirassee, subject however to the charges and 
conditions set forth in the following Articles. With a view also to the 
further strengthening and confirming of the friendship and attachment of 
the State of Dutteah, the British Government has consented to protect the 
Dutteah teiritory against all foreign enemies. The following Articles have 
accordingly been concluded between Rajah Pareeehut, Rajah of Dutteeah, 
and the British Government, in amendment of the former Treaty - 

Article 1. 

The Treaty concluded between the British Government and Rajah Pavee- 
chut, under date the 15th March 1804, is hereby confirmed, with exception to 
such parts of it as are amended or altered by the provisions of this Treaty. 

Article S. 

The British Government hereby gi’ants in perpetuity to the said Paree- 
chut, Rajah of Dutteah, all those lands lying to the east of the River Sinde, 
known by the name of Chourassee, and formerly held by the Viuchoorker 
Jaghiredar, as detailed in the subjoined list, subject however to the conditions 
and charges contained in the following Articles, The Rajah is hereby also 
confirmed in the -permanent possession of that part of the Vinchoorker jagluie, 
contained also in the subjoined list, which is already in the Rajah s possession. 


Article 3. 

Rao Gunput Rao, the Agent of the Viuchoorker Jaghiredar, will receive 
an assignment to the amount of 10,000 Rupees per annum qu the atoresai 
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lands; and the Bajah of Dutteeali hereby agrees to pay to the said Gunput 
Bao the above provision, in such manner as the Most Hohle the Governor- 
General may direct. 

Article 4. 

The British Government hereby agrees to protect the original territory of 
the Bajah o£ Dutteah, as well as the district now granted to the Bajah, from 
the aggressions of all foreign powers. 


Article 5. 

The British Government having by the terms of the foregoing Article 
engaged to protect the territory of Dutteah from the aggressions of all foreign 
powers, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the 
Bajah of Dutteah shall apprehend a design on the part of any foreign power to 
invade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim or on any 
other ground, he shall report the cireurastances of the case to the British Govern- 
ment, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of such disputed 
claim, and the Bajah, relying on the justice and equity of the British Govern- 
ment, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the apprehended aggressions 
shall be referable to any other cause, the British Government will endeavour 
by representation and remonstinnce to avert its design, and if, notwithstand- 
ing the Bajah^s acquiescence 'in the award of the British Government, the 
other power shall persist in its hostile designs, and the endeavours of the 
British Government shall fail of success, such measures will be adopted for 
the protection of the Eajah'’s territories as the circumstances of the case may 
appear to require. 

Article 6. 

In' consideration of the liberal grant of territory now made to the Bajah 
of Dutteeah, and the protection and guarantee afforded by the two foregoing 
Articles to the Rajah’s territory, the Bajah hereby binds himself to employ 
his troops, at his own expense, whenever required to do so, in co-operation 
with those of the British Government, on all occasions in which the interests 
. of the two States may be mutually concerned. On all such occasions the 
Dutteeah troops shall act under the orders and control of the Commanding* 
Officer of the British troops. ” 


Article 7. 

The Bajah of Dntteeah hereby agrees to submit to the arbitration of the 
British Government all his disputes with other Chieftains, and implicitiy 
abide by its award. 

Article 8. 

The Rajah engages at all rimes to employ his utmost exertionB in defc/jd- 

country against any enemies or predatory 
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Auticle 9. 

Whenever the British Government may have occasion, to send its troops 
through the territories of the Rajali of Dutteeali, or to station a British force 
within^ them, it shall be competent to the British Government so to detach 
or station its troops, and the Rajah shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Commander of the British troops who may thus eventually pass through or 
permanently occupy a position within tlie Rajah’s territory shall not in any 
manner interfere in the internal concerns of the Dutteeah Government. 
Whatever materials or supplies may be required for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Dutteeah territories shall he readily 
furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the 
price current of the bazar. 


Article 10. 

The Rajah’ of Dutteeah hereby binds himself to maintain no correspon- 
dence with Foreign States without the privity and consent of the British 
Government, 


Article 11. 

The Rajah of Dutteah hereby engages to give no asylum to criminals 
nor to defaulters of the British Government who may abscond and take 
refuge within his territories ; and should the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment be sent in pursuit of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah further 
engages to afford such Officers every assistance in his power in apprehending 
them. 


Article 12. 

This Treaty, consisting of twelve Articles, having been thisiday contract- 
ed, subject to the pleasure of the Most Noble the Governor-General, between 
the British Government and the Rajah of Dutteah, through the agency of 
Mr. John Wauchope, Agent of the Governor- General on the one part, and 
Bao Sheopersbaud, vakeel of the Rajah of Dutteah, on the other, Mr. 
Wauchope and the said vakeel have signed, sealed, and exchanged two copies 
of it in the English, Persian, and Hindee languages. A corresponding copy, 
if approved, will be ratified by the seal and signature of the Most Noble the 
Governor-General, and hereafter delivered to the said vakeel for the purpose 
of being transmitted to the Rajah, after which another copy, signed and 
sealed by the Rajah, will be delivered to Mr. Waucbope for the purpose of 
being deposited among the records of the British Government.

Datia Salt Agreement — 1879. 

Aqeebment for the security of the Salt revenue of British India in tbe 
event of the abolition of the Inland Customs line, and for tbe abolition of Salt 
duties within tbe Datia State between the British Government and tbe 
Maharaja Bbawani Singh Lokendr Bahadur of Datia bis heirs and successors 
executed on the one part by Lieutenant General Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to tbe Governor- General for tbe States of Central India in virtue of the full 
powers vested in him by the Governor-General of India in Council, and on the 
other part by the Maharaja Bhawnai Singh Lokendr Bahadur, 

Article 1. 

Tbe Maharaja of Datia agrees that no salt shall be manufactured witbip 
- the State of Datia except at the "Works specified in schedule A attached to the 
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Agreement. The quantity, manufactured at any single work in the schedule 
shall not in any yeai exceed double the quantity entered opposite to the work 
in the schedule. 

Articlb 2. 

Nothing in the foregoing article sliall be held to prohibit the Vona-fi>1e 
manufacture of saltpetre rasi, sajji, or saline products other than edible sa^t 
at those Works which are already in existence and entered in Schedule B 
attached to this Agreement, but the Maharaja agrees that no new works of this 
description shall be opened. 

Article 3. 

The Maharaja agrees to prevent — 

Isty The export from the State of Datia of any salt therein manufactured, 

2nd, The import into and passage through the State of any salt other than 
salt upon which duty has been levied by the British Grovernment. 

Article 4. 

Further the Maharaja agrees that no tax, toll, nor duty of any kind' shall 
be levied within the State of Datia on salt upon which duty has been levied by 
the British Government. 

Article 5. ^ 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in the State of Datia 
be found to exist within the territories of such State on the date on which this 
agreement comes into force, the Maharaja agrees if so requested by the British 
Government to take possession of such stocks and to give the owners thereof 
the option of either transferring the salt to the British Government at such 
equitable valuation as may be fixed by the Maharaja in concurrence with the 
Political Agent, or paying to the British Government such duty not exceeding 
two rupees eight aonas per maund on such salt as the Governor-General in 
Council may fix. In the event of the owners accepting the latter alternative 
they shall be allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been 
paid, but not otherwise. 

Article 6. 

The Maharaja agrees to prohibit the export from his State of bhang, 
ganja, spirits, opium or other intoxicating drug or preparation' by all routes 
and in all directions heretofore barred by the Inland Customs line. 

Article 7. 

In consideration of the enforcement of this agreement by tbe Maharaja 
and of proclaiming throughout his State free trade and transit for all salt 
manufactured and excised at British Salt Works the British Government agree 
to pay him annually the sum of Rs. ten thousand (10,000). ■ 

The mode and date of payment will be arranged hereafter. 
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Article 8. 

■Returns of the produce of the works mentioned in Schedule A and B, 
I he furnished annually hy the Maharaja on dates to be hereafter fixed. ■ 

Article 9. 

The British Grovernment reserve to themselves the right of revising the 
e articles of agreement should experience prove that they are insufficient

Agreement between tbe British Government and tbe Batia * 
State regarding jurisdiction and other matters connected 
with the working of the Betwa Canal — 1888. 

1. Subject to any modifications or altevations wliich may hereafter appear 
necessary, His Highness the Maharaja of Datia will retain full jurisdiction on 
those portions of the Betwa canal which pass through the Datia State ; pro- 
vided that the charge and custody of the canal, its banks and sluices, as well 
as all arrangements for regulating the issue of water, will rest exclusively with 
tbe British canal officers. 

2. In order to facilitate communication with British canal officers, the 
Batia State will appoint a responsible official to be called “ the Canal Mota- 
mid/^ whose name will be reported to the Executive Engineer of the British 
Government for the canal and the Political Agent in Bundelcund and this 
Motamid will be the medium of communication between the British Govern- 
ment and the Datia Darbar in all matters relating to the working of the 
canal. 

3. The Maharaja hereby declares clauses 1, 2, 8, 5, 10, and 11 of sec- 
tion 70 of the Act of the Governor-General in Council, No. VIII of 1373 to

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be in force as law in the Datia State; and His Highness engages to deni ex- 
peditiously and in the manner contemplated by the aforesaid*seetion with all 
complaints made by British canal officers in regard to the working of the 
canal in Datia territory. . 

4'. Reports or complaints will ordinarily be made by or through the Exe- 
cutive Engineer to the Canal Motaraid ; but in all urgent cases, such as serious 
damage to the canal and consequent waste or apprehension of waste of water,, 
chowkidars will report direct to the Motamid, who will invariably give a 
written receipt for every complaint so made. 

5. The Datia Darbar will give the Executive Engineer due notice of the 
date, time, and place fi-siecl for the trial of any offence under section 70 of 
the above-mentioned Act, VIII of 1873, or of any criminal case to which a 
canal subordinate may be a party; and the Executive Engineer shall be at 
liberty to depute an officer not below the rank of a Sub-Overseer to wateh the 
proceedings in the Darbar^s Court. 

6. The Datia Darbar will report monthly to the Political Agent in Bun- 
deleund all complaints made during the month by British canal officers, and 
the manner in which such cases may have been disposed of. 

7. («) Any canal officer who is accused of having committed in Datia 
territory a heinous offence, such as murder, culpable homicide not amounting 
to murder, and dakaibi, may be arrested by the Mal)araja'’s authorities. 

f^) Information of every such arrest shall be given by the Darbar at 
once to the nearest British canal officer. 

(c) In airother cases in which the arrest of a canal officer is desired, a 
warrant of arrest will be sent by the Darbar for execution through the Sub- 
Overseer if the offender is a chowkidar, and to the Sub-Divisional Officer if 
the offender is of a higher grade. 

(fl!) Police Officers and Magistrates of the Darbar may exercise, with re- 
spect to European British subjects, in Dalia territory, the same powers as may 
be exercised with respect to European Britisli subjects by Police Officers- and 
by Magistrates who are not Justices of the Peace, respectively, in places in 
British india beyond the limits of the Presidency towns. 

8. (a) The Datia State will be responsible to the British Government for 
all wilful damage to the canal, its sluices or banks, and for theft of water* 
within Datia territory ; but it will be open to the Darbar, when required by the 
Political Agent, to show cause why it should nj)t be- called upon to compensate 
the Canal Department for any such injury or theft of water. 

(6) In such cases the award of the Political Agent as to the liability of 
the Datia State to pay compensation and as to the amount payable shall be 
binding on the Darbar, subject to an appeal to the Agent to the Governor- 
General, whose decision shall be final. 

9. The British Government may, from time to time, after heaving any 
representations which the Datia State may wish to make, frame rules regvuat- 
in^ the distribution of water, the collection of the water-rate, and any other 
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matters whicli furtlier experience in the working o£ the Betwa canal may show 
to be necessary.

Datia Kharita, dated 20tli September 1888. 

After complinients, — (My) Durbar laid before me copy of the Bundel- 
khund Agency Robkar of 15th September 1^88, in which it is requested that 
assent may be given for the cession of criminal and civil powers in lands 
which have come under the Indian Midland Railway (in Dutia territory) . As 
according to the wish of Government of India I am agreeable to cede to 
Government criminal and civil jurisdiction on the lands that have come under 
the Indian Midland Railway in my State, I therefore inform you of my assent 
to the cession of the powers by means of this letter. 


No. XX. 

Engagement concluded between the British Government and 
Eajah Eunjeet Singh of Sumpthijr, dated 12th Novem- 
ber 1817. 

Whereas Rajah Runjeet Singh, Rajah of Surapthur, with a view to obtain 
the powerful protection of the British Government, presented on the 22nd of 
February 1805, corresponding with the 3rd of Phagoon 1216 Fuslee, to Colo- 
^1 John Baillie, then Agent to the Governor-General in' the Province of 
Bundelkhund, a Wajib-ool-Urz, or Paper of Requests, containing six distinct 
Articles, all of which were either complied with or answered ; and Whereas 
circumstances occurred some time afterwards to prevent that pi’eliminary 
arrangement from terminating in a definitive Treaty between the Honorable 
Company and the Rajah Runjeet Singh j and Whereas the Rajah having 
since repeatedly and earnestly solicited to be placed under the protection of 
the British Government, and having on several occasions manifested his 
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loyalty and attachment to it, both by professions and acts, the British Gov- 
ernment, relyin<5 on the continuance of those sentiments, a>id on the Rajah’s 
strict adherence to whatever engagements ho may form on the basis of a more 
intimate union of his interests with- those of the Honorable Company, has 
now acceded to the Uajah’s request, and the following Articles of a Treaty of 
Alliance are accordingly contracted between the British Government and 
Eajah llunjeot Singh, his heirs and successors: — 

AaTICLE 1. 

Eajah Eunjeot Singli, Eajah of Sumpthnr, being hereby admitted among 
the allies of the British Government, engages to consider tlie friends of tha't 
Government as his friends, and its enemies as his enemies. He further 
engages to give no molestation to any Chief or State in amity with the British 
Government, but considering all persons who maybe disaffected to that Gov- 
ernment as his own enemies, he promises to afford no protection to them 
or their families in his country, to hold no interconrse with them whatever, 
and to use every means in his power to seize and deliver them up to the Offi- 
cers of the British Government. 


Auticlb 3. 

The British Government, with a view to confirm the attachment and 
fidelity of the Government of Surapthur, hereby guarantees to Eaj.ah Eunjeet 
Singh, his heirs and successors, the territory actually possessed by him at the 
period of the establishment of the British Government in Bundelkhuud, and 
now in his occupation, and the British Government hereby agrees to protect 
and defend the same from the aggressions of any foreign power. 

Article 3. 

The British Government having by the terras of the foregoing Article 
en^ao'ed to protect the Rajah of Sumpthur from the aggressions of any foreign 
power, it is hereby agreed between the contracting parties, that whenever the 
Rajah shall have reason to apprehend a design on the part of any foreign 
power to invade his territories, whether in consequence of any disputed claim 
or on any other ground, he shall report the circumstances of the ease to the 
British Government, which will interpose its mediation for the adjustment of 
such disputed claim, and the Rajah, relying on the justice and equity of the 
British Government, agrees implicitly to abide by its award. If the appre- 
hended ao-oression shall be referable to any other cause, the British Govern- 
ment will eiideavour by representation, and remonstrance to avert the design, 
and if, notwithstanding the Rajah’s acquiescence in the award of the British 
Government, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, and the 
endeavours of the British Government should fail of success, such measures 
will be adopted for tbe protection of- the Rajah’s territories as the^ circum- 
stances of the ease may appear to require. 
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Article 4. 

In conslderatrion o£ tlie guavantea and protection extended by the two 
foreo-oing Articles to the Rajah o£ Sumpthur, the Rajah hereby binds himself 
at fis own expense to employ his troops whenever required to do so, in co- 
operation with those of the British Government, on all occasions in which the 
interests of the two Governments may be mutually concerned. On all such 
occasions the Sumpthur troops shall ■‘act under the orders and control of the 
■Commanding OflScer of the British troops. 

Article 5. 

If at any time the Rajah of Sumpthur shall have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no 
account to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ his own 
force for the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of 
which he may complain. On the other hand, the British Government engages 
to withhold its allies or dependants from committing any aggression against 
the Rajah of Sumpthur, and to arbitrate any demand they may have upon the 
Rajah of Sumpthur, according to the strict principles of justice, the Rajah on 
his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Article 6. 

The Rajah of Sumpthur engages at all times to employ his utmost exer- 
tions in defending the roads and passes of his country against any enemies or 
predatory bodies who may attempt to penetrate through it into the territories 
of the Honorable Company. 

Article 7. 

"Whenever the British Government may have occasion to send its troops 
through the dominions of the Rajah of Sumpthur, or to station a British 
force within his territories, it shall be competent to the British Government so 
to detach or station its troops, and the Rajah of Sumpthur shall give his consent 
accordingly. The Commander of the British troops which shall thus even- 
tually pass through or permanently occupy a position within the Rajah's 
territories shall not in any manner interfere in the internal concerns of the 
Rajah's Government. 

"Whatever materials or supplies may he required for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in the Rajah's territories shall be readily fur- 
nished by the Rajah's officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the price 
current of the bazar. 

Article 8. 

The Rajah engages never to entertain in his service any British subject 
or European of any nation or description whatever, without the consent of 
the British Government.

The Rajali of Sumpthur hereby binds himself to maintain no correspon- 
dence with ibreigu States without the privity and consent of the British Gov- 
ernment. 

Article 10. 

The Eajah engages to give no asylum to criminals nor to defaulters of 
the British Government who may abscond and take refuge within his terri- 
tory; and^ should the Olficers of the British Government be sent in pursuit 
of such criminals and defaulters, the Rajah further engages to afford such ’ 
Oflicers every assistance in his power in apprehending them. 

Article 11. 

This Treaty, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been con- 
cluded between the British Government and Rajah Runjeet Singh, the Rajah 
of Sumpthur, through the agency of John Wauchope, Esquire, in virtue of 
powers delegated to him by the Most Noble the Governor-General on the one 
part, and Duroao Singh, vakeel of the said Rajah on the other, Mr. Wauchope 
and the vakeel have signed and sealed two copies of the Treaty in English, 
Persian, and Hindee, one of which, after being ratified by the seal and sig- 
nature of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Governor- General, will 
be delivered to-morrow to the said vakeel, and the said vakeel having obtained 
the ratification of the Rajah to the other copy, engages to deliver it within 
the same time to Mr. Wauchope. 

Signed, sealed, and exchanged at Ter ait, on the 12th day of Novemher 1817 , 
corresponding with 18th Kartick 1874 Sumbut, and second of Mohnrrtm 1233 
Higeree. 

This Treaty was ratified by His Excellency the Governor-General in 
Camp, near Talgong, on the 18th day of November 1817.

Whereas it has been represented to me by Sir Henry Daly, K.C.B., Agent 
to the Governor-General for the States of Central India, that the British Gov- 
ernment have offered to allow me and my successors annually free of cost and 
duty at the Sambhur works five hundred (600) maunds of salt for consump- 
tion in my State (which salt shall not be re-exported from the Sumthur State), 
I do hereby covenant that, from a date to be fixed by the British Govern- 
ment, 
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I will not permit the manufacture of any salt in my State except at salt- 
petre works at present existing, nor the import into and passage through my 
State of any salt other than salt upon which duty has been levied by the 
British Government and the said 500 maunds of salt. 


I will not permit any new saltpetre works to be opened in my State, nor 
any extension of those now existing, nor will I allow the outturn of salt 
from these works to exceed an annual limit of ],500 maunds of edible salt, in 
accordance with the list attached to the agreement. I will furnish the 
Britisli Government annually with a statement showing the quantity of 
edible salt passing out of each of these works. 

Further, I will not permit any toll or tax whatever to be levied in my 
State on salt on which duty has been levied by the British Government. 

If any stocks of salt other than salt manufactured in my State be found 
to exist within the territories of such State on the said date, I agree, if so 
requested by the British Government, to take possession of such stocks and 
to give the owners thereof the option of either transferring the salt to British 
Government at such equitable valuation I may fix iu coneurrenoe with the 
Political^ Agent, or of paying to the British Government such duty of two 
rupees eight annas per maund on such salt as the Governor-General in Council 
event of the owners accepting the latter alternative, they 
snail be allowed to retain the salt on which the said duty may have been paid,

Obligation of Mahabaja Kishobe Sing, signed and sealed 'by 
his Minister Haj Dhub Gitj Sing, at Modha, the d-th Feb- 
ruary 1807. 

"Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassoin, the country of Dursa, Noor, and 
Adipar, originally in tho possession of Sreemunt Pundit Purdhan Sewaee 
Bagee Rao Peishwa Bebadur, was formerly ceded to the Honourable the East 
India Company ; and Whereas by a subsequent agreement between the two 
States, this country was afterwards restored to the Peishwa, and in exchange 
for it and for certain other considerations which are contained in the agree- 
ment in question, tho province of Bundelcund, yielding a revenue of thirty- 
six lakhs and sixteen thousand Rupees, was ceded in perpetual sovereignty by 
His Highness the Peishwa to the Honourable the East India Company, and 
annexed to their actual possessions j and Whereas a British force having entered 
the province, for the purpose of settling the country and punishing the refrac- 
tory, all the Rajahs of this province and its vicinity, on hearing the fame of 
the justice, benevolence, and good faith which have ever regulated the conduct 
of the British Government, placed themselves under its protection, and, becom- 
ino- respective! y the objects of its bounty and liberality, have been reinstated 
and confirmed in their original possessions, which they now enjoy in security 
and comfort; and Whereas I, Maharajah Kishore Sing Behadur, descended 
from the late Maharajah Hurdie Sah, and possessed of claims in common with 
the other Rajahs of this province, have with sincere professions of attachment 
to the British Government deputed my Minister Raj Dhur Guj Singh to solicit 
the favour and kindness of the Government, and accordingly with a view te the 
pvoiQotioii of the welfare of the inhabitants of this province^ a Sunnud for 
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certain mehals and villages above the Ghats, which by the Treaty of Bassein 
are immediately dependent on the British Government, has been conferred 
upon me : Therefore, and in order to confirm my obedience and attachment, to 
the British Government, I have prepared and delivered this obligation con- 
taining the following Articles, under my own seal and signature and under 
the seal and signature of my Minister Raj DImr Gnj Sing, and 1 hereby 
declare that I never will swerve from those Articles in any instance what- 
ever 

Article 1. 

I hereby bind myself never to aid nor abet any marauders either in or 
out of the proviuce of Bundelcund never to harbour them in my possessions 
nor permit their families to reside in the territory subject to my authority; 
and also to abstain from all correspondence and communication with them ; 
and I further bind myself never to engage in hostility with any of the ad- 
herents or dependants of the British Government, but always to he obedient 
and submissive to it. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard the passes through the Ghats which are subject to 
my authority, in such a^ manner as to prevent all marauders and plunderers 
from ascending or descending the Ghats through those passes, and to secure 
the territory of the British Government from incursions through any of the 
said passes. 

Article 3. 


Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
any of the passes subject to my authority, I engage not only not to 

obstruct nor impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intellio-eut 
pei’sons to conduct them by the most convenient route.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Maharajah Kishore Sing 

ia 1807. 

Be it known to all choudries, kauoongoes, zemindars, malgoozars, and 
talookdars of that portion of Bundelcund above the Ghats, which was formerly 
in the possession of Herdee Sah ; that Whereas the primary objects of the 
British, Government are the amelioration of the condition of their subjects, 
and the adjustment of the rights of all just claimants ; and Whereas, actuated 
by this principle, the Honourable the East India Company, from motives of 
liberality, have not thought proper to avail themselves of their title to the 
possession of the whole of Bundelcund, which, with an annual revenue of 
thirty-six lacs and sixteen thousand Rupees, was by an agreement between 
the two States ceded to the British Government by His Highness the Peishwa; 
but contenting themselves with that territory which is now in their actual 
possession, they have been pleased to apportion the remaining territory to 
various Chieftains of this province, possessing just claims, and to certain 
persons who were in the possession of lands before the introduction of the 
British authority into this province, and who since the establishment have

uniformly professed and evinced tbeir attachment and fidelity to it, witlj this 
view that the whole of the inhabitants of this province, both hi^h and low, 
may pass their days in security and happiness under the benign protection of 
the Bntish Government; and Whereas Maharaja Kishore Sing, the grandson 
of the late Maharaja Herdee Sah, possessing claims in common with the other 
Rajahs of this province, and sincerely professing attachment to the British 
Government, has become obedient and submissive to it, and lias dejiuted his 
Minister, Raj Dhur Guga Sing, to solicit the favour and kindness of the Gov- 
ernment': Therefore the mehals, villages, and diamond mines specified under- 
neath, and situated above the Ghats, are hereby granted and assigned to the 
Maharajah by the British Government. 

It is necessary that the Maharajah, entertaining a due sense of this ex- 
tensive grant, do strictly perform the conditions of his engagement, in which 
case he shall never be molested nor opposed by the British Government, but 
shall continue undisturbed iu the enjoyment of his present possession.

The hereditary rank and dignity 
of ancient families have nniformly 
been attended to on all such occa- 
sions by the British Government 
and by their servants ; every due 
attention will be shown to you.

Teanslation of an Ikraenama presented by the Rajah 
Kishoee Sing Bahadur, the Rajah of Punnah, 1811. 

Whereas since the first annexation of the provinjje of Buudelcund to the 
dominions of the British Government, I, Rajah Kishore Sing Bahadur fthe 
contracting party), and proprietor of the share of Herdee Sah {who was 
the Chief of all the Rajahs of Bundelcund), having acknowledged my alle- 
giance and submission and remained obedient to the British Government and 
never in any instance deviated from the obedience and loyalty due from a 
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ffood subject, but duriug the period of the ageixey of Captain Baillie, by reason 
of a combination of accidental circumstances, I was prevented from appearing 
in the above officer’s presence, I hovyever deputed to the above gentleman 
Dlmr Guga Sing Bahadur on my part, and. applied for a Sunnud from the' 
British Government; accordingly, the said Raj Dhur Guga Sing Bahadur 
above-mentioned delivered in an Ikrarnama (or obligation of allegiance) 
under my seal and signature and received a Snnuud for several villages. 
Many villages that were then in the hands of usurpers and oppressors were 
not inserted therein, and to obtain possession of even those villao’es which 
were included in the above Sunnud from Lutchmun Do wah and otlier unjust 
possessors, I was necessitated to wage war, and in consequence of my own 
Avant of })()wer, and receiving no aid from the British Government, 1 was 
unable to obtain possession of the places in question. After the arrival of Mr. 
John Richardson, I waited upon that gentleman, and according to tlieo^’dersof 
the Right Honourable the Governor-General in Council, by the aid of a British 
force, 1 obtained possession of the villages included in the Sunnud granted 
by the British Government, as well as those villages which were in the pos- 
session of usurpers and unjust claimants. At this period, and with a view to, 
confirming my obedience and attachment to the British Government, 1 have 
prepared under my seal and signature and hereby present the Ikrarnama 
containing eleven distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson, .\gent to the 
Governor-General in Buudelcund, and required a Sunnud for the villages 
and lands now in my possession, and I therefore hereby declare and promise 
that I will scrupulously observe all the Articles contained in this Ikrarnama, 
and never evade or infringe any one of them. 

Akticlk 1. 

I liereby promise and hind myself on no occasion to unite with external 
or internal enemies of the Honourable Company in Bundelcund, and to be ever 
obedient and submissive to the will and commands of the British Government 
in all things. 

Article 2. 

If any one of my children, brothers, or relations, excite sedition or disturb- 
ance in the British territories or possessions or the territories or possessions 
of any of the Chiefs in allegiance to tlie British Government, I engage to do 
everything in my power to prevent and to restrain them ; and in the case ^ 
their persisting in such conduct, I eugage to unite my force with the British 
troops in the punishment and suppression of such persons. 

Article 3 

If any of the subjects of the British Government shall fly, and take 
refuge in my territories, on application from the officers of the British 
Government, I will deliver them up to the British Government. 

Article 4. 

I further engage that I will, never harbour or give protection ^ 
country to persons accused or suspected of robbery or theft; that if a robocry 
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be committed, or the property of raercbauts or travellers be stolen in any of 
the villages subject to my autbority, I will render the inhabitants of that 
village responsible for the restitution, or value of the property stolen or robbed, 
or for the seizure and delivery of the thieves or robbers ; and, in general, that 
murderers and all other persons amenable to the criminal jurisdiction of the 
British Government for crimes committed in the British possessions, who may 
take refuge in my districts, shall be immediately seized and delivered over to 
the British authority in Bundeleund.

his allegiance and attachment to the British Government, and requesting that 
a Sunnud, confirming the villages and lands at present in his possession may . 
he granted by the British Government. Ror the above reasons the villages 
and lands enumerated in the subjoined schedule, with all the rights and 
tenures and usages, I’evenues, lands or sayer, together with forts and fortified 
places, are hereby granted to the said Rajah and his heirs, exempt from the 
payment of revenue in perpetuity. So long as the said Rajah Kishoi’e Sing 
and his heirs shall observe and adhere faithfully to the articles of the obliga- 
tion of allegiance which he has delivered in to the British Government, no 
sort of molestation or resumptiou shall ever take place on the part of the 
British Government. It is necessary that you shall all consider and view the 
said Rajah as the proprietor and lord of the above enumerated possessions. 
The conduct which it is incumbent' on the said Maharajah to observe is to 
exert himself to the utmost of his power in the cultivation and improvement 
of the said possessions, and to pay attention to the prosperity and comfort 
of the people, and to enjoy the produce of the same in firm obedience, loy- 
alty, and submission to the British Government, After the sanction of the 
Right Honourable the Governor General in Council shall be obtained, another

Abstract translation of Sunnud empowering, the Chief of 
Pdnnaii ill Bundelcund to exercise Criminal Powers within 
tBe limits of liis State — 1SG7. 

Whereas under the orders of the Viceroy and Governor-General of India 

From Sccroinry to Govcrnuiont of Council, conveyed in the letter as per 
Inilim to Agent, Governor Gcnerivl, for margin, it was deemed necessary, in view to 
Central Imlia, No, 373, tiatcil 6tU the protection of the people and the mainte- 
April 18G4. nance of the peace in Bundelcund, to define 

the powers of the minor Chiefs of the province in tlie disposal of trials for 
heinous crimes ; and 

Whereas it was ruled under the said orders that, in accordance with the 
British Government’s right of general interference in the States of .such 
Chiefs, the said Chiefs must relev all heinous cases involving sentence of death, 
or of transportation, or of imprisonment for life, to the Local Political Officers 
of the British Government; and 

Whereas the same consideration which led to the restrictions imposed as

Whereas it has been represented by the Agent to the Governor General 
for Central India that the present Ruler of Panna, His Highness Maharajah 
Budra Pratap Singh, Mahendra Bahadur, K.C.S.I., possesses these qualifica- 
tions and enjoys this character : 

Therefore the Viceroy and Governor-General in Council hereby empowers 
the said Maharajah Rudra Pratap Singh to hear and decide all criminal cases 
within the limits of the State of Panna on the following conditions, namely, 
that sentences of death shall be immediately reported to the Agent to the 
Governor General, and be subject to confirmation by the Agent ; and that 
periodical reports shall be submitted by the Chief to the Local British Political 
OflBcer of all cases in which sentences of transportation or imprisonment for 
life are passed by him.

To the chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars and mookuddims of the per- 
guunah of Punwarry, in the province of Bundelcund : be it known that 
Whereas Dewan Dhirij Sing of the Boondellah caste, and one of the Chief- 
tains of rank of the province of Bundelcund, having in token of his obedience 
and submission repaired in person to the Officers of the British Government, 
and having from the first annexation of the province of Bundelcund to the 
British territories strictly observed all the duties of obedience and submission, 
and having moreover deposited among the records of the Government an 
Ikrarnamab or obligation of allegiance, under his own seal and signature, 
comprising five Articles, and expressive of his services, obedience, and faithfiil 
attachment to the British Government : Therefore and from motives of 
benevolence and good faith, the villages specified underneath, which from 
ancient times have been in the possession of the said Dewan Dhirij Sing 
aforesaid; are hereby granted to him rent-free by the British. Government ; 
and so long as the said Dewan Dhirij Sing and his posterity shall abide by the 
terms of his Ikrarnamab, and shall continue strictly to observe all the duties 
of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages enumerated 
below shall continue to be held rent-free by them in perpetuity. 

It is the duty of the said chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, &c., to be 
obedient to the said Dewan Dhirij Sing, and to pay to him as heretofore the 
established dues and immunities of the said villages ; and it is incumbent on 
the said Dewan Dhirij Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful

"Whereas on the arrival of the British troops in Bundelcund for the 
purpose of occupying the country. Captain John Baillie was appointad by the 
Governor-General to superintend and adjust the affairs of this province j and 
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Whereas I, having- been expelled during: the Government of Alee Bahadur 
from my Ra] and my territory, the said Captain John Baillie, from those 
motives of ihemlity and .instice whieii ever regulate the conduct of the 
Ufhcers of the Entish Government, reinstated me in the possession of the 
lionscs wlneli I formerly possessed in the town of Banda, and assigned to me a 
monthly allowance of three thousand Gohur Shalne Rupees, which allowance 
has been regularly paid to me up to the present date ; and Whereas with a 
view to the conciliation and happiness of the inhabitants, and to the 
suppression of commotions and disturbances, several mehals in this province 
were lately confirmed in the possession of their rightful owners, and I also, 
being among the number of, the Chiefs possessing just claims, solicited 
from the said Captain Baillie a Sunnud for tlie pergnnnab of Kotra and other 
mehals, which are my rightful property by inheritance, and are now unjustly - 
occupied by Gopaul Sing, and my request being approved of, a Sunnud was 
promised to me at a future period ; and Wliereas Mr. J. Richardson havino* 
been Intelj' appointed to the general superintendence of the affairs of Bundel- 
cund, I have solicited and obtained from that gentleman a grant for the 
aforesaid mehals : Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
fidelity to the British Governnient, I have jwepared, and hereby present, this 
obligation of allegiance, containing the following Articles, from which I 
promise never to dcjiart or deviate a liair’s breadtli ; — 


Article 1. 

I hereby engage to have no connection with any marauders or plunderers 
either within or out of the province of Bundelennd, to afford them no asylum, 
nor permit them or their families to reside in my possessions, and to abstain 
from all correspondence whatever with them. I further engage not to enter 
into any quarrels or disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the 
British Government, and if a dispute should arise between me and any of the 
Rajahs or Chiefs of this province dependent on the British Hovernment, I agree 
to submit such disputes for the investigation of the Officers of the British 
Government, and scrupulously to observe and abide by their decision. 1 agree 
not to retaliate against any one for any injury offered to myself, nor proceed 
to redress any grievance without the order of the British Government, to 
which I will ever be obedient and submissive. 


Article 2. 

I engao-e to guard all the passes through the Ghats under my authority, 
so as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and ill-disposed persons from ascend- 
ing or descending the Ghats, or from entering the British territories through 

any of those passes; and if any neighbouring Chief or leader should meditate 
an incursion into the British territory through my possessions, I engage to 
furnish the Officers of the British Government with information of the cir- 
eumstanee before his approach to the neighboui’hood of my terrifcoiy, an 
exert my utmost efforts to obstruct his progress. 
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Article 3. 

■Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, hut to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of 
my possessions. 

Article 4, 

The British Government having conferred upon me the pergunnahs of 
Kotra, &c., which have been usurped, and are now unjustly possessed he 
Bewan Gopaul Sing, I hereby faithfully engage to prevent the said Gopaul 
Sing, or any zemindar under his influence, from entering the British terri- 
tories for the purpose of exciting disturhanees in them, and to be responsible 
fcr any loss that may be sustained by any of the subjects of the British Gov- 
ernment in the event of such an occurrence. 

Article 5. 

Whereas Rajah Ram Pindasa, formerly one of my dependants, is now a 
professed plunderer and freebooter, and seizes every opportunity of molesting 
and plundering the subjects and zemindars of the British Government, I do 
therefore hereby engage to reduce the said Bajali Ram to his former state of 
obedience to me, and after obtaining from the British Government bis pardon 
for his past offence, to cause him to deliver a written obligation of his obedience 
to the British Government, and of bis forbearance from all predatory habit 
in future, and to afford him a snfBcient subsistence out of the revenue of the 
pergunnahs which have now been conferred upon roe. But if the said Eajah

If any of my adherents or executive Officers shall be guilty of any 
improper conduct towards the British Governmeut, I agree to dismiss such 
person from his situation immediately on being required to do so, to afford 
him no protection either directly or indirectly, and to deliver him up to the 
British Government immediately on his being demanded. 

Having deposited this Ikrarnamah, 'comprising eleven distinct Articles

Maharajah Bejy Bahadur, Kooar

Whereas I, Luchmun Singh, sincerely professing obedience and' attach- 
ment to the Government of the Honourable East India Company, have ranked 
myself among the number of its faithful dependants and adherents j and 
Whereas Captain John Baillie, Agent on the part of the Honorable the 
Governor-General for the management of the affairs of Buudelcund, has 
arequired from me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the Brit- 
ish Government, in the manner underwritten : Therefore, and in cOusidera- 
ation of the liberality and favour of the Government which has lately been 
extended to me', I have prepared and transmitted to Captain Baillie this 
formal engagement, comprising nine distinct Articles signed and sealed by 
myself, and I hereby promise and declare that I will never infringe any of 
those Articles, but will strictly observe and perform the seveml conditions 
which are contained in them.

to admit marauders to the fold) or neighbourhood of A jeygurh nor to harbour 
them in any of the villages which may be under my authority. I further 
engage to prevent the families and relations of all freebooters and marauders 
from residing in any of my villages; to maintain no correspondence nor inter- 
course with persons of the above description; to abstain from all quarrels or 
disputes with the servants and dependants of the British Government ; and 
scrupulously to observe the duties of- allegiance and submission to the Govern- 
ment on every future occasion. 
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Auticli: 2. 

T luivcby cnp:np;c io {xvinrd nil the ymPKCs through the Ghats u-hich are 
euhjpct to my nutltovity in such n manner ns to preveni nil marauders from 
ascending or descending those Ghnts'into the riououi-nhle Company’s posses- 
sions; and I plcdirc myself to protect the Hritish territory from all predatory 
incursions through any of the saitl passog. 

Autici.t-; 3. 

If at any time the British troops shall he directed to ascend the Ghats 
1)V any of the jmsscs which are subject to my authority, I hereby promise and 
cnga'ic that I will not oppose nor impede the progress of the troops in any 
manner; and, on tlie contrary, that I will send wdth them respectable and 
intelligent persons for the jxirpose of conducting them by the most convenient 
routes. 

AuTict.n 

As some of the villages above the Ghabs which have been granted to me 
contain diajuond mines, I hereby promise to abstain from all interference with 
those shares of the mines which originally belonged to Juggnt Raj and to the 
Beishwa ; and to confine myself to that portion of the share of the family of 
llirdce Sab which has been granted to me; and 1 agree to deliver over all 
those mines to the persons to whom the British Government may be pleased, 
to assign them and to assist those persons in the exercise of their rights. 

Article 5. 

I hereby promise and declare that on the expiration of two years from 
the date of this obligation, I will wilbont hesitation or further delay deliver 
up the fortress of Ajeygurh to the O dicers of the British Government; and 
until that period I agree to pay into the treasury the sum of four thousand’ 
lln))ees per annum as a tribute, over and above the fixed revenue of Beechauud, 
rvbich has already been granted to me in istimrar. 

Article 6, 

If any subject of tbe British Government abscond and talce refuge in any 
of mv vil]a«'-cs, 1 agree to seize and deliver him up to tbe Officers of the British 
Governmeii't ; and Tf anv person on the part of the Government be sent in 
search of him, I promise not to oppose but to assist such Officer m apprehend- 
ing the defaulter. 

Article 7. 

I eno'ao'8 not to harbour nor give protection to thieves or robbers in any 
of my villages; and if tbe property of merchants or travellers be stolen or 
plundered in any of tbe villages subject to my authority, I agree to render 
the zemindar of such village responsible for the restoration of tbe stolen 
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property or for the seizure of the thief or robber; and .all murderers or other 
persons amenable to the crimin.al jurisdietion of the British Government for 
crimes committed in the Britisli territories, who m.ay take refufre in any of 
my vllLages, shall be immediately seized and delivered over to the Officers of 
the British Government. 


Auticle 8. 

One of my near relations shall always be in attendance with the principal 
Officer of the British Government for the purpose of executing his commands. 

AimcLE 9. 

I hereby promise and bind myself to ho re<:ponsihle for all damage or 
loss which may hereafter be sustained by the British Government, in conse- 
quence of the depredations of Rajah Ram, Gootee Jamadar, Bheem Dowa, 
and the other marauders who have lately descended the Ghats to plunder tlie 
British dominions ; and to exert myself to the utmost of mj' jiowcr for the 
entire suppression and destruction ot all those mar.auders. 


No. XL. 

Teansla-Tion of the Stjnnud granted to Rajah Bukht Sing- 
under the Seal and Signature of the Right Honoeable 
the Goveenoe-Geneeal in Council. 

Dated 2oth September 1812. 

To the chowdiies, kanoongoes, zemindars and talookdars of the pergunnahs 
of Kotra, Puwav, and Ajeygurh, in the province of Bundelcund be it known : 
"Whereas after the acquisition and annex.ation of the province of Bundelcund 
to the British dominions, the Rajah Buklit Sing, the great-grandson of the 
Rajah Juggut Raj, and one of the hereditary Chiefs of Bundelcund, appeared 
before the rulers of the British Government for the purpose of submitting 
himself with loyalty to its control and governance; and the rulers of the British 
Government, with a view to the protection and support of the ancient families 
and men of rank, as is the uniform and humane practice of the British Govern- 
ment, granted to the said Rajah a pension of Rupees 3,000 per mensem ; and 
"Whereas, at that time a px’omise was made to the 6.aicl Rajah that, in common 
with the other legitimate Rajahs of this province, he also should receive a 
territorial provision in lieu of the aforesaid pension ; Accordingly, in confor- 
mity to the request of the said Rajah, and with a view to the fulfilment of the 
above promise, in the month of June 1807 a.d., .after having delivered in his 
Ikrarnamah or written engagement binding himself to loyalty and obedience 
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to the Biitish Government, received from the rulers of the British Govern- 
ment the pergunnnhs of'Kotva and Puwny in jnghirc, and after the resump- 
tion of the jnghirc of Ajcygiirh, tlio llajnh Bukht Sing also received in 
jaghirc cortnin villngcs in the porgunnnh of Ajcygurh (the place of residence 
of his ancestors), which were his hcrcdit'iry property, in lieu of certain villages 
in the ))cvgunnnh of Puwa}’ : As in the Sunnud formerly granted to the 
aforesaid Hajah, the names of the villages gnintcd to him are not detailed, 
and ns the said Hajah has now requested a Sunnud which shall include and 
detail all the villages now in his possession in the pergunnahs above named : 
For that reason a single Sunnud granting rent-free the villages detailed under- 
neath, together with their mal, land revenue, snyer, transit duties, abkaree 
duties on spirituous liquors, and all other rights and appiudenanccs thereunto 
belonging, for ever, generation after generation, has been Ijcstowed upon the 
aforesaid Hajah, by the bounty of tlie British Government, So long as the 
Hajah and his adherents shall continue to fuHil the terms of the aforesaid 
obligation of allegiance, the said Hajah and his heirs and successors shall 
enjoy unmolested possession of the pergunnahs undermentioned. It is neces- 
sary that you consider and understand the said Hajah to be proprietor and 
sole controller of the villages detailed herein ; and the duties required from 
the said Hajah are that he shall cultivate and improve the villages in question, 
and protect and satisfy the cultivators and inhabitants, and by every means 
in his power contribute to their comfort, and enjoy the produce of the said 
possessions in loyalty and duo obedience to the British Government,

Translation of a Sunnud granted by the Govern or-General 
conferring the territory of Ajeygurh with the title of Rajah 
Bahadur upon Bunjore Sing, half-brother of the late 
Rajah Bejey Sing. 

Fated 9th September 1859. 

Whereas it appears from the report of the Govemor-GeneraPs Agent 
for Central India that Rajah Bejey Sing of Ajeygurh died leaving no issue, 
and that the Ranee, the mother of the deceased Ha3ah, manifested her hdelity 
and attachment to the British Government during the late disturbances from 
the commencement to the end] I therefore grant the territoiy or 
anew, with the exception of the exclusive privileges within the town o an^ ^ 
to Rajah Runjore Sing Bahadur, the half-brother of the late -Raja ejey 
Sing, and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten, with the tit e ' 
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Kaiah Bahadur, on the condition that, so long as Ra.iah RuD 3 OTe Sing Baha- 
dur and all his dependants are faithful in their allegiance to Government, he 
and the heirs male of his body lawfully begotten shall not be disturbed in the 
possession and enjoyment of the above territoi}”. 


No. XLII. 

Tbanslation of SuNNUD granted to Tej Sing, Rajah of Sitbeela, 

Dated llih Jamiaty 1807, 

Be it known to the Judges and Collectors present and future, and muta- 
suddees in Government service, jaghiredars and kurorees and chowdries and 
kanoono-oes of pergunnah Julalpore attached to the Soubah of Allahabad, 
and of perguunah Rant of the same soubah: that Whereas Maharajah Tej 
Sing Bahadoor, who is of the descendants of Maharajah Juggut Raj and is 
one^of the rightful Chiefs, expressed his desire at the commencement of the 
Govemmeut authority in this country for protection from the kindness and 
generosity of the Officers of the Honorable Company : Therefore, in regard 
to the submission of the Maharajah abovenamed, mouzah Sureela, for his neces- 
sary expenses of maintenance, and its fort as a residence for his family were 
given, with a promise for an increase of the maintenance, on condition of his 
submission and obedience to the Officers of Government. 

Inasmuch as the Maharajah has performed the duties of obedience iu the 
way that was proper, and has represented the insufficiency of his maintenance 
and smallness of his revenue : Therefore, with a view to maintain and support 
the Maharajah and to fulfil the former promise, the villages according to the 
detailappeuded, with exception of thepudaruk and muafee and lakhiraj holdings, 
have been fixed for him from the beginning of the Khureef Fusl of Annus Fusli 
1S14<, according to the exalted order of His Excellency the Governor-General, 
in the way of hereditary jaghire and tamgba (a royal grant in perpetuity). 

It is proper that the Maharajah, continuing always in the performance of 
obedience and loyalty to Government, should expend the income of the jaghire 
on his maintenance ; and giving due attention to the prosperity of the villages 
of the jaghire, should not fail iu the slightest particular of vigilance and 
carefulness j and that he should keep the subjects and people of the villages 
contented and thankful for his good management ; and should devote the 
greatest exertion to the cherishing and conciliation of all the inhabitants ; and 
should give no place or shelter to thieves and highway robbers in his villages j 
hut should aid and assist the Officers of Government in arresting and seizing 
them, and in carrying out the rules and regulations issued from the territories 
of the Government of the Honorable Company. 

And for the ryots and people this is the proper course, that having consi- 
dered the Maharajah the established jaghiredar of the villages named, they 
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rcrn^^ni'/.t^ thiil (he lU'C^fi^inry and dependant hnsincps nnd nffnirs o£ the 
vjllaire*! nf ( !h' j:ij,dnn' nri' lunlnr him, nn<i fIiouIiI not nltcmpt ojiposition in 
an)' way nnd ^liould not ind; for n new Snnnnd rvery year; hut that, Icnowiti"’ 
(hore ij; •driet injjinoiion in Ihiti mutter, they f«hf)u!il act confonnably to what 
l)t cn written niiuvo.

I’ho malgoozai'ee villages were in 
charge of the applicant. When the 
Government authority became estab- 
lished, then, according to tlie cus- 
tom of Government, a settlement 
was made with the zemindars of the 
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villages at the rate written above will 
be given by Government. 


III. That the statements o£ inter- 
ested persons may not be accepted 
without investigation. 

IV. As the applicant is the obedient 
dependant of Government; and as 
with a hope for consideration and 
hiudness to himself, according to the 
just rule of Government, by which 
kindness to dependants is approved by 
the Otficers of Government, he attach- 
ed himself to (lovernraent and enrolled 
himself as one of its dependants; the 
applicant hopes that consideration and 
favour will always he bestowed on his 
condition. 

V. If any one of the zemindars or 
officials of my ilaka should i nn away 
and settle in the territory of Gfivern- 
iiipiit, I hope that the Government 
Officers will make over the runaway to 
me. 


VI. That the honor and titles of 
•applicant according to those of his 
ancestors, which are well known in all 
Bundelcund, should be recognized by 
Government. 

VII. Rule of procedure has been 
fixed for the Chiefs of Bundelcund to 
the effect that cases of the Rajahs and 
Chiefs of this country are excluded 
from the operation of the orders of the 
(British) Courts. Therefore I hope 
that orders of the Government Courts 

. may not be operative in my ilaka. 


villages mentioned. If the appli- 
cant has a claim to the jiroprietor- 
ship, be should file a complaint in 
the Civil Court, so that after in- 
vestigation the right may come to 
the rightful owner. 

It is not the custom of the 
Officers of the British Government 
to accept the statement of interested 
persons without investigation. 

The applicant has in the way of 
favour ohi'iined the villages of his 
jaghire from Government. While 
allegiance according to the Ikrar- 
namali is exhibited, consideration 
and favour will be extended to bini 
on the part of Government. 


Whenver the applicant may com- 
plain to Government, that which 
may be just will be done ; but it is 
proper and necesi-ary that he should 
not himself interfere in the Govern- 
ment territory with any runaway, 
and that he should lay the case 
before Government and act conform- 
ably to the drier and just decision 
of Government. 

So long as allegiance is practised, 
there will be no diminution made iu 
the protection of applicant’s rank, 
&c. 

As regards the villages of your 
jngliire, which are on the border of 
the Government territory, the cus- 
tom followed in the ease of other 
Cliiefs in the matter of orders of the 
British Courts will be observed. 
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VTTl. If uny one of my brethren 
or relatives sbouUl in uny mutter com- 
]»luit» to you,! hoi'e tlint their cotn- 
pliiints will not 1)C listened to by 
Government. 


IX. Ak formerly my uneestors en- 
joyed u district yielding twenty. two 
lidcbs of Ilrjjiees, money <ie;ilin«is Imvc 
remumed with many people until now, 
and land in mnnf (free ^rrant) and 
])udaruk (rclifjiouu prant) was given to 
jnuny persons, and land for service 
instead of pay and yearly cash salaries 
to ptirilmrs and other Gerv.anis were 
granted. If any maliajnns, eervnnts 
or pndarulc grantees, &c., in ni»y cnscj 
former or present, should make a com- 
plaint to Government, I beg it way 
not bo beard or attended to. 


The complaint of no one will be 
listened to by Government ; hut it 
is ju'opcr that according to ancient 
custom every one should he provided 
I'or. If any one of your relations 
or connection shall act improperly, 
yon will have to be responsible. 

Complaints regarding former cases 
will not bo heard. But it is proper 
that you should continue the maafee 
n<ul pudaruk laud which is of old 
standing, and ns to land given for 
service you have power either to 
reUiin or dismiss the servants.

lKRAIlNAMA.n Or OBLIGATION of ALLEGIANCE of EAO PBITHEB 
Sing, Jaghiredab of Jigni — 1810. 

I, Rao Prithee Sing, declare that I have submitted in person to the 
British Government, and with a view to contivm my obedience and srrbmission 
to the British Government, 1 do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, compiisiug 
the following Aaticles : — 


Auticle 1. 

Whereas from the period when the British troops first arriv'ed for the 
purpose of subduing and punishing the refractory in the province of Bundel- 
cund, I cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my obedience and submission 
to the Britisii Government, and have been admitted among the number ot its 
dependants: and Whereas John Richardson, Esq, who has been lately in- 
vested by the Right Honorable the Governor-General with the general super- 
intendence and control of the affairs of Bundelcund, revenue and etherw se,. 
having required of me an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance ot tne 
purport below given : Therefore, and in consideration of the amp e pio 
which the British Government has been pleased to bestow upon me, i> 
prepared and do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comj)nsing the o o\\ ^ 
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Articles, under my sea! and signature, from the conditions of which I promise 
never to depart and never to commit any act in violation o£ the subjoined 
Articles. 


AnTiCLK 2. 

I hereby engage to have no intercourse^ transactions or correspondence 
with any marauders or evil-disposed persons eitlier within or without the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund, and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
reside in my villages; and whenever I shall obtain information of the haunts 
of such persons, I engage to use ray endeavours to apprehend them and deliver 
them up to the Officers of the British Government. I engage never to enter 
into disputes with any of the servants or dependants of the British Govern- 
ment, and" never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on the 
British Government in the evetit of the disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers. I will remain at my own home and on all 
occasions scrupulously observe the strictest obedience and submission to the 
British Government, 


Article 8. 

If any subject of the British Government al)scoild and take refuge in any 
of the villages composing my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him to the 
servants of the British (•Jovernraent; and if any person be deputed on the part 
of the British Government to apprehend such al/seonder, I agree not only not 
to oppose that person but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of the 
absconder ; and I agree to obej' the orders of the Civil and Criminal Courts 
on all occasions. 


Article 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of ray villages; 
and if the property of any of the inhabitants or traveller he plundered or stolen 
in any of my village.', I eng.nge to make the zemindar of sueli village respon- 
sible for the stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the robber or 
thief to the Officers of the British Government ; and if any person, amenable 
to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed in the territories of 
the British Government, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage 
to seize such offender and deliver him up to the British Government. 

Article 5. 

Whereas the Sunnud which I have received from the British Government 
has been drawn out in conformity to the schedule of .villages in my possession 
which I have presented ; if it shall hereafter be clearly proved that any of the 
villages named was not in my possession during the government of the late 
Nuwah Alee Bahadoor,huthas been occupied by me subsequently to his death, 
1 hereby agree to give up any such villages without difficulty or hesitation to 
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the Officers of the British Government, and not to advance any objection to 
the surrender oE them on tlie score of such villajres being included- in the 
Sunnnd which I have received from the British Government. 

Dated lOlh December 1810, or 3rd Aghin Sun Fnslee 1218. 


Translation of Sunnud granted to Rao Prithee Sing, 
JaQHIREDAR of JiGNEE — 1810. 

To the chowdries, tanoongoes, zemindars, and moknddoms of the pergun- 
nah of Punwaree, in the province <if Bundelcnnd, be it known j that Whereas 
Rao Prithee Sing of the Bundela caste, and one of tiie Cldeftains of rank of the 
])rovince of Bundelcnnd, having in token of his obedience and submission 
repaired in person to the Officers of the British Government, and having from 
the first annexation of the province of Bimdelcnnd to the British territories 
strictly observed all obevlience and submission ; and having moreover deposited 
among the records of the Government an Ikrarnamah or oblig.'ition of allegiance 
under his own seal and signature, comprising five Articles, and expressive of 
his sincere obedience and faitliful attachment to the British Government ; 
Therefore, and from motives of benevolence and good faith, the villages speci- 
fied underneath, which from ancient times have been and now are in the pos- 
session of the said Rao Prithee Sing aforesaid, are hereh)' granted to him reut- 
fiee by the British Government; and so long as the said Kao arid his posterity 
shall abide by tbe terms of his Ikrarnamah, and shall continue strictly to observe’ 
all the duties of obedience and submission to the Government, the said villages 
shall continue to he held rent-free by them in jierpetnity. It is the duty 
of the said ebowdries, kanoongoes, and zemindars, &c., to be obedient to 
the said Rao Prithee Sing, and to pay to him as heretofore the established dues 
and immunities of the said villages; and it is incumbent on the said Rao Pri- 
thee Sing to render the peasantry and inhabitants grateful and satisfied by bis 
good government, to devote his attention to the increase of the prosperity and 
the extension of the cultivation of his possessions, and to enjoy the revenues 
thereof in obedience and allegiance to the British Government. 

This Sunnnd, after obtaining the sanction of the Right Hon^ble the 
Governor-General, shall be considered valid.

you tlie assurance that on failure of natural heirs tlie British Government will 
permit and confirm any adoption of a successor, made by yourself or by any 
'future Chief of your State, tliat may be in accordance with Hindoo law and 
thecustoms of your race ; subject to the payment of a quarter of a year’s net 
revenue as a relief whenever the succession does not go to a direct lineal heir. 

Be assured that nothing shall disturb the engagement thus made to you 
so long as your House is loyal to the Crown, and faithful to the conditions of 
the Treaties, Grants, or Engagements which record its obligations to the 
British Government.

Whereas the British Government having taken into its consideration the 
circnmstances of my descent and former rights, and my zealous and submissivo 
obedience, has hbeially determined to admit me among the mimber of ifo 
immediate dependants, and to confirm me in the possession of tlio liiiula of

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I proimse never fo commit nny act in violation of the subjoined Articles and 
never to de|iart from tiie eouditions they contain ; — 

Article 1, 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund, to give them and their families no asylum 
in my jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. 1 promise 
to eng.age in no dispute nor quarrel with the adhi-rents or dependants of the 
British Government, and in the event of any Cliicftsiin or Rajah of this prd- 
vince in .alliance with the Government entering into a dispute with me 
respecting the bonndaides of my mehals or villages, or on any other subjects 
whatever, I engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the 
British Government witli a view to its .adjustment of the disjjiite, to ahi<?e 
implicitly by its decision, and to talce no steps towards obtaining redress with 
my own hands without the authority of the British Government, to which I 
promise to conduct myself on all occasions with strict obedience and submission. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all tbe passes in my jagbire in such manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of marauders and plunderers as well as all enemies of the 
British (jovernment, and effectually to prevent them from obtaining a passage 
through my ilakah into the British territories j and if any Chiefs or Com-

tliem by any route they may please to follow. I further eng.age to execute 
with zeal and alacrity all requisitions 1 may receive from the Commanding 
Officer of the British troops, whether in fni'nisliing him with supplies and ail 
necessary articles or in co-operating with my own troops and followers in 
accomplishing whatever object he may have in view. 

Abtiole 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond and take 
refuge in any of tbe villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver - 
them up to the Officers of tbe British Government j and if a person on t/ie 
part of the British Government be sent to apprehend such absconder, I agiee 
not only not to oppose such person, hut to co-operate with him effectually in 
apprehending the fugitive.

Should it at anj’’ time, hereafter, be clearly proved to the satisfaction of 
the R'ght Honourable the Governor-General in Council, tliat any of the 
villages comprised in the Sunmid which 1 have now obtained from the British 
Government do not rightfully belong to me, I hereby engage to make no 
difficulty or hesitation in giving up those villages to tlie Officers of the British 
Government, and to advance no objections to the surrender of such villages 
on the plea of their being included in my Sunnud.

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to llie British Government, I do hereby present this Ikraruamah, comprising 
the following : — 


Abticle 1. 

Whereas from the period when the British troops first arrived for the 
purpose of subduing and punishing the refractory in the province of Bundel- 
cund, I cheerfully and voluntarily acknowledged my obedience and submission 
to the British Government and have been admitted among the number of its 
dependants ; and Whereas, J. Kichardson, Esquire, who has been invested by 
the Right Honorable the Governor-General with the general superintendence 
and control of the province of Bundeleund, having required of me an Ikrar- 
namab, or obligation ; Therefore, and in consideration of the ample provision 
which the British Government have been pleased to bestow upon me, I have 
prepared and do hereby present this Ikrarnamah, comprising the following 
Articles, under my seal and signature, from the conditions of which I promise 
never to depart and never to commit any act in violation of any of the 
subjoined Articles. 


Article 2.. 

I hereby engage to have no intercourse, transactions or correspondence 
with any marauders or evil-disposed persons either within or without the 
province of Bundeleund, and never to harbour or permit any such persons to 
reside in my villages; and whenever I shall obtain information of the haunts 
of such persons, 1 engage to use my endeavours to apprehend them, and 
deliver them up to the Officers of the British Government. I engage never 
to enter into dispute with any of the servants or dependants of the British 
Government, and never to afford assistance to any of the Chiefs dependant on 
the British Government in the event of disputes arising among them, without 
orders from the British Officers, and on all occasions scrupulously to observe 
the strictest obedience and submission to the British Government. 

Article 3. 

If any subject of the British Government abscond and take refuge in any 
of the villages coinprising my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him to 
servants of the British Government; and if any person be deputed on the 
part of the British Government to aiiprehend such absconder, I agree not only 
not to oppose that person, but to co-operate with him in the apprehension of 
the absconder ; and I agree to obey the orders of the Civil and Criminal 
Courts on all occasions. 


Article 4. 

I engage not to permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of my villages 
and if the property of any of the inhabitants or travellers be plundered or 
stolen in any of my villages, I engage to make the zemindars of such villao'e 
responsible for the stolen property or for the seizure and delivery of the 
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w Officers of tlie British Government; and if any person 

amenable to the British laws for murder or other crimes committed in the 
Bntisli Government, take refuge in any of my villages, I further engage to 
seize such offender and deliver him up to the British Government.

Tkanslation of a Sunnud granted to Dewan Joo&ue Pershad 

on the 26th of August 1809. 

To the kanoougoes and ohovvdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore in 
zillah Buudelcund, Be it known — Whereas Dewan Joogul Persbad, who is 
one of the descendants of the respectable families and ancient Chiefs of this 
province, and who since the period that the province of Bnndeleund came 
under the control and authority of the British Government has in no way 
acted in opposition to the British Government, or on any occasion discovered a 
refractory or disobedient disposition ; and Whereas he held the village of 
Auraeree in his own possession as a rent-free village ; and Whereas he the said 
Joogul Pershad at this time has presented an arzee to the Presence, praying 
that he may he restored to the possession of the village of Chillee in the 
pergunnah of Jellalpore, and to the village of Dudree in the pergunnah of 
Kirka, on the grounds and claim that the above villages were from ancient 
times his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government on its 
acquiring possession of JBuiidelound; and Whereas the proceedings held in the 
investigation of the said claim were submitted to the Right Honorable the 
Governor-General in Council, and the right of the said Dewan having been 
acknowledged to the three above-mentioned villages ; But as previous to this 
investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been transferred to 
the Nana of Culpee, with other villages, to effect an arrangement ordered by 
Government; and as on that account it cannot now he taken fi'om the 
Nana ; For the foregoing reasons it was ordered by Government that the 
said Dewan should receive some other place in lieu of Dudree : Accordingly in 
conformity to the enquiry and determination of the Board of Commissioners 
and the Collector of the zillah of Bnndeleund, the transfer of the village of 
Bandee Buzzoorg^ with Gurrali, and the village of Berrettee in the pergunnah 
of Jellalpore, in lieu of Dudree, was sanctioned by Government on the 2r2nd 
of July IS 09 as an adequate exchange, to be given to the aforesaid Dewan. 
For the above reasons the villages of Aumeree and Chillee, his ancient rent'^ree 
tenures, and the villages Bandee Bnzzoorg and Guvrah, and the village er- 
rettee in lieu of the village of Dudree, together with all their appurtenances, 
are granted rent-free to the said Dewan Joogul Persbad in perpetuifcy,_geneia 
tion after generation. While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faithtui to 
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the terms of the several Articles of llie Ikrnrnamah or the engagement which he 
has entered into and delivered to Government, he shall receive no sort of molest- 
ation nor shall the above places be resumed. It is necessary that you consider 
the said Dewan the confirmed proprietor of the places in question; and the said 
Dewan is hound to cultivate the said villages with industry and to treat the ryots 
and cultivators with kindness, justice, and enconragemeut, and to reap the advan- 
tage of the produce in obedience and good wishes to the British Government. 
■Wien another Sunnud shall be received from the Governor-Genei-al, the pre- 
sent Sunnud shall he exchanged for that signed by the Governor-General and 
be cancelled.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Dewan Joogul Pershad 

on the 7tli January 1811. 

To the kanoongoes and chowdries of the pergunnah of Jellalpore and 
Hnmeerpore in zillah Bundelcund. Be it known — AVhereas Dewan Joogul 
Pershad, who is one of the descendants of the respectable families and ancient 
Chiefs of this province, and who, since the period that the province of Bun* 
delcund came under the control and authority of the British Government, has 
in no way acted in opposition to the British Government or on any occasion 
discovered a refractory or disobedient disposition ; and ‘lA'^hereas he held the 
village of Aumeree in his own possession as a rent-free village ; and Whereas 
he, the said Joogul Pershad, at this time has presented an arzee to the Pre- 
sence, praying that he may be restored to the possession of the village of 
Chillee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore and to the village of Dudree in the per- 
gnunah of Kirka, on the grounds and claim that the above villages were from 
ancient times his rent-free lands and were resumed by the British Government 
on its acquiring possession of Bundelcund ; and "Viniereas the proceedings held in 
the investigation of the said claim were submitted to the Right Hon’ble the 
Governor-General in Council on the 3rd April 1809, and the right of the said 
Dewan having been acknowledged to the three above-mentioned villages; But 
as previous to this investigation the village of Dudree above-mentioned had been 
transferred to the Nana of Culpee with other villages, to effect an arrangement 
ordered by Government, and as on that account it cannot now be taken from the 
Nana; Por this reason, in lieu of the village of Dudree, the village Bandee 
Buzzoorg, with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee in the pergunnah of Jellalpore 
Were given to the said Dewan, and the copy of his Ikrarnamah and Wajib-ul-urz 
and bis Sunnud have been sent to the Right Honorable the Governor-General 
la Council for the purpose of obtaining a Sunnud under the seal and signature 
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o£ the Right Honorable the GovernorAGeneral ; But as it is written in the 3rd 
Article o£ the Dew'an^s Paper of Requests that his possessions should be 
exempted from the cognizanee of the British Courts of Justice, and as the above 
promise, on account of the village Aumeree and Chillee and Bandee Buzzoorg, 
with Gurrah, and the village Berrettee being intermixed with the British 
possessions, was disapproved of by the British Government, the said Dewan. 
having been left the option to exchange the above villages for others situated 
on the borders of the Gorapany^s territories and not intermixed with them, or 
to expunge from his Wajib-ul-nrz 'the 3rd Article together with its answer ; 
Accordingly the said Dewan determined in favour of an exchange of the lands- 
for others situated as above described on the borders of the British possessions, 
and according to the orders of Government, under date the 25th of August 
1810, according to the free agreement of the said Dewan, and in pursuance of 
the orders of the British Government, the village of Aumeree, &c., were taken 
in to the possession of Government, and in lieu thereof, the village Byree 
Kurseahpore and the village of Bizelpore Islam pore, and the village of Bojepore, 
aud the village Kukeroo, and the village Putteretah in the pergunnah of Jellal- 
pore, and the village of Parah in the pergunnah of Humeerpore, and twenty 
beegahs of land in a garden situated in the village of Aumeree, in which gaiden 
is the tomb of the father of the said Dewan, with all the rights aud appurtenances 
thereto, have been given in perpetuity to the said Dewan, generation after 
generation. While the said Dewan and his heirs remain faithful to the terms 
of the several Articles of the Ikrarnamah or the engagement which be has 
entered into and delivered to Government, he shall receive no sort of molest- 
ation, nor shall the above places be resumed.

quests comprehending eight Articles to Captain John Bailie, Political Agent 
on the part of the Honorable Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Bart., Governor- 
General, &c., &c,, all which requests have been signed and complied with ac- 
cording to the just and benevolent principles of the British Government,- with 
a view to my greater security and satisfaction ; and Whereas an obligation of 
allegiance has been required from me, I have accordiugly prepared and do 
hereby present an obligation comprehending tbe following Articles, from which 
I promise never to deviate or depart in the smallest degree . 

Article 1. , 

I do hereby engage never to unite with the external or internal enemies of 
the Honorable Company in Bundelcund, and uniformly to observe tbe most 
implicit submission and obedience to the British Government. 

Article 2. 

If any of tbe subjects of the British Government abscond and take refuge 
in my villages, I hereby engage to seize and deliver over all such defaulters to 
the officers of the British Governinent; and in the event of persons being sent 
to apprehend them in the villages subject to my authority, I not only engage 
not to oppose those persons, but do hereby promise to assist them to the 
utmost of my power in the apprehending of such defaulters.

I will never permit thieves or robbers to reside in any of mv villaqres, and 
if the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or plundered in any of ilie 
villages subject to my authority, I engage to make the zemindars of such vil- 
lage l-esponsible for restitution of the stolen property and for the seizure atid 
delivery of the criminals to the officers of the British Government. And fill 
murderers, felons, or other persons amenable to the British jurisdiction, who 
may take refuge in any of my villages, shall be immediately seized and given 
up to the officers of the British Government.

Translation of an Obligation of Allegiance presented by 
Kootjr Pertab Singh, 1816. 

Whereas in the year 1806 A.D., corresponding with 1868 Sumbiit, my 
father Koour Soonee Shah professed his obedience and submission to the Brit- 
ish Government, and having in token thereof ceded to the British Govern- 
ment the town and chokee of Chutterpore and the towns of Mow and Salut, 
he obtained from Colonel John Biiillie, then Agent to the Governor-General, 
a Sunnud in perpetuity for the lands and villages in his actual possession ; and 
whereas in the year 1808, the British Government was pleased to restore the 
town of Mow to my father and to settle the town of Chutterpore in jaghire 
upon me ; and whereas in consequence of the demise of my father and with a 
view to the provision of my brothers, an obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, preparatory to my being invested with a Sunnud for the lands 
and villages composing the Jaghire of the late Koour Soonee Sah, has been 
required of me : wherefore, and in further proof of my submission, fidelity, 
and attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby pre- 
sent to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political Affairs in Bundelcund, 
on the part of the Right Honourable the Governor-General, this ikrarnama, 
containing the following ten Articles, from which I solemnly promise never 
to deviate or depart in any instance whatever. 


Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund, to give them or their families no asylum 
in my jaghire, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I promise to 
engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants of the 
British Government, and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of the prov- 
ince, in alliance with the British Government, entering into a dispute with 
me respecting the boundaries of my mehals or villages, or in any other subject 
whatever, I engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the British 
Government, with a view to the adjustment of the dispute, to abide implicitly 
by its decision, and to take no steps towards obtaining redress with my own 
bands, without the authority of the British Government, to which I promise 
to conduct myself on all occasions with strict obedience and submission. 
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Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jagliire in such manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of marauders and plunderers as well as all enemies of tlie 
British Government, and effectually to prevent them from obtainin»: a passage 
through my ilakah into the British territories ; and if any Chiefs or Com- 
manders of troops belonging to the neighbouring countries attempt to penetrate 
through my jurisdiotinn into the British territories, 1 engage to convey intel- 
ligence of their approach to the British o/ficers before they shall have arrived 
on the frontier of my jaghire, and to exert myself to the utmost of my power 
in opposing them. 

Article 3. 


Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my 
jaghire, whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding 
in any other direction, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct their 
march, but on the contrary to depute respectable and intelligent persons to 
conduct them by any route tlmy may please to follow. I further engage to 
execute with zeal and alacrity all requisitions I may receive from the Com- 
manding Officer of the British troops, whether in furnishing him with sup- 
plies and other necessary articles, or in co-operating with my own troops and 
followers in accomplishing whatever object he may have in view.

If any of the inhabitants of the British territory abscond .and take refuge

difficulty or hesitation in giving up those villages to the officers of the British 
Government, and to advance no objections to the surrender of such villages on 
the plea of their being included in my Sunnud. 

Article 7. 

As the lands and villages enumerated in my Sunnud are now in my 
actual possession, I hereby disclaim all right to the assistance of the British 
Government, whether in establishing my control over those lands and villages, 
or in recovering possession of them in the event of my at any time being dis- 
possessed of them. 


Article 8. 

I engage to give no assistance whatever, directly or indirectly, to any 
person or Chieftain at enmity with the British Government. ■ I further 
engage not to enter nor permit ray followers to enter into the service of any 
Chief, whether in terms of friendship with the British Government or not, 
without the express sanction cf the British Government. 

Article 9. 

I hereby consent that my three legitimate brothers, Koour Pirthee Sing 
Koonr Hindooput, and Koour Bukht Sing, and my illegitimate bi’otlmr 
Koour Himraut Sing, shall be placed in possession of the lands and villages, 
particularly specified in my Sunnud, and I solemnly promise and engage to 
offer no molestation whatever to them in the possession of those lands during 
then' lifetime. As the head and representative of my family, 1 consider my- 
self bound to promote their welfare, and to conduct mj’self towards them, 
their families and children, with that liberality, kindness and attention "whicL 
is becoming from one brother to another.

Bated 11th January 1817. 

Be it known to the cliowdries, kanoongoes and zemindars of the province 
of Bundelcimd ; that Whereas in the year 1806^ corresponding with the year 
1863 !8umhutj Kooiir Sonee Sab, having professed his obedience and submis- 
sion and having ce'ded to the British Government the towns of Chutterpore, 
Mow, and Saint, with their depending villages, was vested hy the British 
Government with a hereditary grant of the remaining lands then in his aetnal 
possession j and Whereas, in the year 1H08, the British Government was 
pleased to restore the town of Mow to Koour Sonee Sah and to settle tiie 
town of Chutterpore upon his eldest son Koour Pertab Sing; and Whereas in 
eonseqnence of the demise of Koour Sonee Sah (which happened on the -dth May 
1816, corresponding with the 20th Bysack, Sumbut 1873), and the unequal 
and inconvenient disposition which the Koour before his death made of his 
lands, rendering all his sons independent of each other, it has become neces- 
sary for the British Government to interpose the power which its feudal supre- 
macy legally vests in it, in order to prevent the public inconvenience that was 
likely to result from that unequal disposition ; and Whereas the British Gov- 
ernment by virtue of that power and in view to the public security and tran- 
quillity, has been pleased to recognise Koour Pertab Sing as successor to his 
father Koour Sonee Sab, and to confirm him in possession of bis father^s 
jagbire, on condition of bis making a suitable provision for his younger 
brothers and their families ; and Whereas Koour Pertab Singh has entered into 
and has this day presented an Iki'arnama or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government, comprising ten Articles, by which he binds himself 
among other stipulations to leave to his younger brothers the unmolested pos- 
session during their lifetime of the lauds which are hereafter particularised in 
this Sunnud : Wherefore, and under the consideration and principles above set 
forth, the villages and lands specified in the subioined schedule, with the 
reservation of the life-tenure to his younger brothers, which is also particu- 
larised in the said schedule, are hereby granted to Koour Pertab Sing aud to 
his heirs in perpetuity rent-free by the British Government ; and so long as 
the said Koour Pertab Sing and his heirs shall conduct themselves in obedience 
aud sabmissiou to the British Goveimment, aud shall strictly adhere to all the 
terms and conditions of their engagements, they shall not be molested noi 
disturbed in the possession of their lauds and villages aforesaid. 
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It is your duty tberefore to aekiiowledge and obey Koour Pertab Sing as 
the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, and to consider yourselves as account- 
able to bim for all rights and immunities appertaining: thereto. It is on the 
otlier baud incumbent on the said ICoour Pertab Sing to conciliate and render 
grateful the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to devote his 
endeavours to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity of his 
jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resources in tlie service of the British 
Government.

larly specified in the Sunnud of Koour Pertab Sing, on condition of my mani- 
festing due respect and subordination towards Pertab Sing as the representa- 
tive of my family, I hereby engage to demean myself towards Pertab Sing 
with that respect and submission which is due to him as the acknowledged 
head and representative of our family ; and as the British Government has 
been generously pleased to protect me, so long as I adhere to my engagements 
against any unjust encroachments on the part of Koour Pertab Sing, I on my 
part engage to give a cheerful acquiescence to such general control and super- 
intendence over my affairs as it may be necessary for ICoour Pertab Sing to 
exercise, with a view as well to the due fulfilment of his obligations to the 
British Government as to the genei'al welfare and prosperity of the jaghire,

Having received an attested copy of the obligation of allegiance executed

Fori V'illiam, the oih Seplrtiher 1SB4, 

Be it known to the' ehowdries, kanoongoes ami zemindars of Bnndel- 
cund : 

That in consequence of the demise of Bajah Pertab Sing, late Bajah of 
Chutterpore, in the province of Bundelcund, without heirs male of bis body, 
the said State of Chutterpore has become an escheat to the British Govern- 
ment, and is absolutely at its disposal ; But, having regard to the fidelity dis- 
played towards the British Government both by Sonee Sab and his successor 
the late Bajah Pertab Sing, and also to the benefit which the State of Chut- 
terpore is said to have derived from the good management and the good con- 
duct of the late Rajah aforesaid ; the British Government has been pleased 
to resolve that the villages and lands constituting the State of Chutterpore, as 
held and possessed by the late Bajah Pertab Sijig, sliall be granted to Juggut 
Raj, a grandnephew of the said Rajah Pertab Sing, and the lineal heirs male 
of his body lawfully begotten. And the villages and lands as aforesaid consti- 
tuting the State of Chutterpore are accordingly hereby granted, as a special 
mark of favour, to the said Juggut Raj and the lineal heirs male of his body 
lawfully begotten, Avith the title and dignity of Bajah. 

Be it known, then, that so long as the said Juggut Baj and his lineal heirs 
male as aforesaid shall conduct themselves in obciliencc and submissiotj to the 
British Government, they shall not be molested or disturbed in the possession 
of the villages and lands aforesaid. 

It is your duty, therefore, to acknowledge and obey Jnggni Raj as the 
jaghiredar of the Chutterpore State, and to consider yourselves accountable to 
him for all rights and immunities appertaining thereto. 

It is, on the other band, incumbent on the said Juggut Raj to conciliato 
and render grateful the peasautiy and inhabitants by bis good government, to 
devote his endeavours to increase the population and to enhance the prosperity 
of his jaghire, and to employ its flourishing resources in the service of the 
British Government.

Translation of an InRARNAMAn or Obligation of Allegiance 
presented by Uajah Mohun Sing— 1807. 

Whereas I, Rajah Mohun Sing, sincerely professing my submission and 
attacliment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obedi- 
ence -to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of 
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Bundelcund £i’om the period of its first annexation to the British territories j 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamali or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of mo: Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnnmah, containing six distinct Articles, to Mr. John Eichnrdson, from 
whom I have received a Sunnud confirming to me all my ancient possessions 
in this province, and 1 hereby declare that I will sorupulously observe all the 
Articles contained in this Ikrarnamah and never evade nor infringe any one 
of them. 

Article I, 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or plun- 
derers either within or out of tlie iirovince of Bundelcund, to afford them 
no asylum, nor permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, 
and to abstain from all inlevcouvse and correspondence with them. I further 
eno-ao-e to avoid entering into quarrel or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of a mehal or village or from any other cause between me and 
any of the Bajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependance on the British 
Government, i agree to submit such dispute without delay to the officers ot 
the British Government for their decision, and implicity to observe and abide 
by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor seek redress by force, without the 
permission of the British Government, and always to be obedient and submis- 
sive to the Government in every ti'ausaction. 


Article 2. 

I engao’e to guard ali the passes up the Gbdts which- are situated in my 
possessions in such manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil- 
disnosed persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the puijose of exciting 
disturbances ; and if any Sirdar or leaders of troops should meditate an in- 
vasion of the British territories through my possessions, I engage to give 
timely notice thereof to the officers of the British Government and to use 
every practicable exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Article 3. 


'Whenever the British troops will have occasion to ascend the Ghats by 
am o£ tlie posses sitrated within my possessions,, I agree not only not to 

Srnct or impede their progress, but to depute .•espectable and inteUrgent 

persons to conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish t em 
with the necessary supplies and provisions so long as they shall coutniue with- 
in or in the vicinity of my possessions. 


Article 4-. 


If any of the 
refuge in any of my 


subiects of the British Government abscond and take 
villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the officers 
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of the British Government immediately on his being demanded, and i£ any of 
my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British territories, I 
agree to submit to the principal ofiicer in Bundelcnnd a statement of my 
complaint against such person, and to abide by wlialever orders may be passed 
on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take 
no steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 

Article 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages, and if 
the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the 
villages subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of such 
village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the deli- 
very of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government j and if 
any felon or murderer, or person amenable to the British laws for crime 
committed in the British possessions, should take refuge in any of my villages, 
I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article 6. 

As the Sunnud which I have received from the British Goverament was 
prepared from the schedule of the villages in my actual possession, which was 
presented by me to the Agent to the Governor-General, if therefore it shall 
hereafter be ascertained that any of the aforesaid villages had not been in my 
possession during the Government of the late Nawab Ally Bahadur, but had 
been acquired by me since the death of the late Nawah, I hereby agree to 
deliver up such village to the British Government without any hesitation, and 
to offer no objections on the score of the village being specified in my Sunnud. 

Having deposited this Ikrarnamah, comprising six Articles, among the 
records of the British Government, I hereby bind myself invariably to observe 
the conditions contained in the said Articles ; and never to evade or omit the 
scrupulous performance of any of them.

To serve the Chiefs dependant on, 
or in alliance with, the British Gov- 
ernment, is not forbidden.

If after en- 
tering into the service of any Chief 
and such Chief (your master) should 
rebel or bear arms against or act in 
opposition to the British Govern- 
ment, you shall immediately quit 
and give up such Chief’s service.

As the villages of my jaghire, with 
their lands, revenues, sayer duties, and 
those collected on spirituous liquors, 
have been granted to me by the British 
Government, I am hopeful that the 
British Government will not interfere 
or prevent me from levying the duties 
on spirituous liquors or those called 
“ rahdarry or “ transit duties. ” 

'Article 9. 

Sunnuds have been granted separate- 
ly to all the sharers of the former 
jaghire of Calinger ; whosoever shall 
■commit a crime against the British 
Government, let that person after inves- 
tigation receive punishment. Let no 
person be made responsible for the mis- 
demeanour of another. 

Article 10. 

I will use my best endeavours, as far 
as my means admit, to guard the passes 
into and through my possessions. If 
any marauder or plunderer should j)ass 


separate from him, and cease and 
discontinue all sort of intercourse or 
correspondence with him.

Whatever lands are now included 
in the limits of the villages now 
granted to you in jaghire shall be 
continued to you.

meditate an incursion into the British t<*rritory through my possessions or those 
of the Chiefs in allegiance theieto, I engage to furnish the officers of the 
British Government witli information of the circumstance before his approach 
to the iieighhourhood of my territory, and to exert my utmost efforts to 
obstruct his progress. 


Article 4. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats 
through any of the passes subject to my authority, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute respectable and intelligent 
persons to conduct them by the most con venieut route, and to furnish them 
with the necessary supplies so long as they remain within or in the vicinity of 
my possessions. 

Article 5. 

I ao^ree to reside with my family and children in one of the villages 
formino’'my jaghire. ff I wish to reside in or build a dwelling in the terri- 
tories of auy of the Chiefs dependant on the British Government, I shall 
first obtain the permission of the British Government, and not go toany other 
place without the permission of the British Government. 

Article 6. 

I engage not only to have no connection with any marauders, plunderer^, 
robbers, or°other evil-disposed persons either within or out of the province 
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of Bundelcniifl or the other dominions of the British Government, and not to 
let them shelter or remain in any of the villasres of my jaghire, hut to give 
every information I may possess regarding their haunts to the officers of the 
British Government; and, if possible, I promise to seize and deliver tliera up 
to the British Government. I promise to discontinue all intercourse and 
correspondence with the above persons, and to avoid entering into disputes 
with any of the servants or adherents of the British Government. If even- 
tually a dispute should arise between any of the adherents of the British 
Government, I further engage to afford no assistance to either party without 
the orders of the British Government, hut to remain quietly within my own 
territory in complete obedience to the British Government.

spondence or intercourse whatever with them ; to enter into no disputes with 
any of the servants or dependants of the British Government, and in the 
event of a dispute arising between any of the dependants of the Government 
to afford no assistance to either party without the permission of the Govern- 
ment ; and invariably and scrupulously to observe the duties of obedience and 
submission on all occasions. 


Article 4, 

If any of tbe inhabitants of the British territory abscond and talre refuge 
in any of the villages of my jaghire, I engage to seize and deliver him up to 
the officers of tbe British Government ; and if a person on the part of the 
British Government be sent to apprehend sueh absconder, I agree not only 
not to oppose such person, but to co-operate with him in the apprehension 
of the said absconder j and I engage to obey tbe orders of the civil and 
criminal courts in all eases that shall occur after the date of this Ikraruamah. 

Article 5. 

I engage not- to harbour thieves or robbers in any of the villages com- 
prising my jaghire : and if the propertj’- of any inhabitants or travellers be 
stolen or robbed in any of those villages, I engage to make tbe zemindars of 
such village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for tbe 
seizure and surrender of the thief or robber to the British officers ; and if 
any person amenable to the British laws for murder, felony, or other crimes 
committed in the British territory shall take refuge in any of my villages, 
I engage also to apprehend and deliver up such offender to the British 
Government. 


Article 6, 

Tbe zemindars of the villages composing my jaghire having already 
given kubooleufcs to the Collector of this district for the payment of their 
revenue, I hereby engage, during the existence of their engagement with the 
Government, to collect the revenue from them agreeably to their present 
pottahs and kubooleuts, and to make no further demand upon them. 


Translation of a SoNNcn granted to Luchmun Sing— >• 1807. 

To the mootsuddies employed in the duties of the sirkar, the jaghiredars 
and kurories, the chowdries and -kanoongoes, present and future, of tbe per- 
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gunnah of Punwarry, in the province of Bundelcund, he it knowil: that 
Whereas Koour Luchmun Sing, on hearing of the fame of the justice and 
benevolence of the British Government in India, having freely and voluntarily 
professed his cordial obedience and submission to the British Government, 
and having aceornpanied Rajah Bukht Sing to this place, and in person asked 
forgiveness for his past offences, and having further deposited in the records 
of the Government an Ikrarnamah or obligation of obedience and submission 
to the British Government comprising six distinct Articles, and attested by 
his own seal and signature ; and Whereas the principles of the British Gov- 
ernment being founded on mercy and on the maintenance and support of its 
dependants ; Therefore, and in conformity to those just and 'benevolent 
principles, the village of Nugwau, together with four other villages situated 
in the pergnnnah of Punwarry, and yielding a karail jumma of fifteen 
thousand and three hundred Rupees, as specified in the subjoined schedule, 
are hereby granted in jaghire to Koour Luchmun Sing. And so long as the 
said Koour Luchmun Sing shall remain in obedience and submission to the 
British Government, and shall strictly adhere to the term's of his engage- 
ments, the aforesaid villages shall alwa 3 ^s continue in his possession. It is 
incumbent on the said Koour Luchmun Sing to conciliate and render grateful 
the peasantry and inhabitants by his good government, to direct his utmost 
exertions to promote the comfort and happiness of all the inhabitants of his- 
jaghire, and to give no harbour to thieves and robbers in any of his villages. 
It is the duty of the inhabitants to acknowledge Koour Luchmun Sing as- 
the jaghiredar of the aforesaid villages, to consider all the affairs and duties 
connected with the aforesaid villages as subject to his authority, and to offer 
no opposition or disobedience to him whatever’, and not to require the annual 
renewal of his Sunnud, 

Herein fail not. 

This Sunnud shall be considered in force after being confirmed by tha 
Right Honourable the Governor-General.

As in consequence of the receipt of a letter from the Honourable the 
G over.') or-Gien era), informing yon of my mission to Bundelcund for the- 
'' purpose of adjusting all your concerns, yon have been pleased to arrange 
every subject under distinct heads, and have required from me such a formal 
answer to each point as shall in every respect possess the validity of a 
judicial decree; I, with a view to your immediate satisfaction, now commit 
to paper your requests with the following answers annexed to them; and I 
have applied to the Honourable the Governor-General in yovu* favour for a 
grant of the jaghire, together with the three villages which are in your 
occupation, and I shall accordingly now have the honour of delivering the 
Sunuud to you. 


Isi Req^iest, 

I have incurred the enmity of all 
the Mahrattas by my connection with 
the British Government. Let not their 
reports to my prejudice be attended to, 
nor even the representations of Mahara- 
jah Bajee Row in favour of ray brother 
Moiilla Jab, who is now in attendance 
on him ; and believe not the malicious 
reports of others without investigation. 


2nd Request. 

Let fifty-two villages in the district 
of Calpee be granted to me as tbe 
reward of my friendship and attach- 
ment to the British Government j of 
my being the first of the Chiefs of this 
province to come into the British camp ; 
of my having invited the English to 
come into this country because of the 
enmity subsisting between me aud tbe 
Mahratta ; and of my friendly conduct 
in joining the British.

with any one in revenge for his quarrelsomeness towards me. Should any 
disturbances take place between any one without the sanction of the officers of 
Government, I will not, in any respect whatever, swerve from my obedience 
and allegiance, acting always as a loyal and submissive dependant subject of 
the Government. Should any fugitive subject of the Hojjourable Company 
take refuge in any village of my jaghire, I will seize him and deliver him up 
to the servants of Government ; and should the servants of Government come 
to seize him I will aid them in so doing. In the event of troops of 
the Government passing through my ilaka, I will cordially exert myself 
in collecting supplies and other requisites, and act in conformity to the desire 
of the officer commanding the troops. I will not permit robbers or thieves 
to reside in my jaghire ; and should the property of any person be stolen or 
plundered in the villages or within the boundaries of my jaghire, I will either 
cause the property or its value to be restored by the zemindai’, or i will myself 
repay the amount. Should any one after committing a crime in the territo- 
ries of the Government take refuge in the villages of my jaghire, I will seize 
him and deliver him up to the officer of Government. I will not commit any 
act whatever that may give rise to disturbance or confusion in the territory of 
the Jhansi State. I will pay an annual tribute of Jhansi Rupees 7,500 to the 
Subadar of Jhansi through the medium of the Agent of the Governor- 
General. I will always maintain the observances customary in tliis district 
towards the Rajah of Oorcba, as the head of my family. I will appoint a 
trusworthy person on my own part, who will constantly attend on the officers 
of Government as a vakeel to execute such orders as he may require, and 
should the officers of Government he displeased with him for any fault, I will 
immediately appoint another person in his stead. 

I will in every respect, without swerving, firmly adhere to all the parti- 
culars of this engagement ; and if I shall act conti'ary to it in any point, I will 
submit to whatever may be thought proper by the officers of Government.

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IL-BAGHELKHAND. 


Thb Baghelkhand Agency, which comprises the States of Rewa, Nagod, 
Maihar, Sohawal and Kothi, was established on its present footing in March 
1871. A British Agent was temporarily attached to Rewa in 1857, soon after 
which the confiscated estate of Bijaraghogarh, and the estates of Nagod, Maihar, 
and Sohawal, which were under British management, were placed under his 
jurisdiction. The Political Agent was withdrawn in 186S at the Maharajahs 
request, and his charge was added to that of the Political Agent, Bundelkhand, 
in whose hands it remained until the re-establishment of the separate Rewa 
Agency in 1871. 

Transit duties have been abolished by all the Chiefs in Baghelkand. No 
separate extradition arrangements have been concluded with tliem ; extradition 
is effected in accordance with the procedure for the time being in force in 
British India. Rewa is the only State in Baghelkhand held under treaty ; the 
others are held under sanads. 


1. REWA. 

The first Chief of this State with whom a treaty was framed was Raja 
Jai Singh Deo. Overtures which were made in 1803 after the conclusion 
of the Treaty of Bassein were rejected by the Raja. In 1812, however, a 
body of Pindaris invaded Mirzapur through Rewa territory. The Raja 
was believed either to have abetted this enterprise through deliberate design, 
or to have countenanced it through weakness. He was accordingly required in 
1812 to accede to a Treaty (No. LXXI), by which he was acknowledged as the 
ruler of his possessions j was brought under the protection of the British 
Government, to whose arbitration he bound himself to refer all disputes with 
neighbouring Chiefs ; and engaged to permit British troops to march through, 
or be stationed in, bis territories. 

The Raja failed to fulfil his obligations, and, when a military post was 
established in bis territory, he attempted to starve out the detachment. 
Troops were sent to enforce the execution of the engagements and to obtain 
security for their future fulfilment. Accordingly, on the 2nd June 1813, 
another Treaty (No, LXXII) was made, confirming the previous treaty, and 
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defining more clearly the Rajahs relations with the British Government. The 
Sth Article of the treaty achnowledged the right of the British Government to 
punish Ia\ Zabardast Singh, jagirdar of -Churhat, who had contumaciously 
refused to allow the Government post to be laid thz'ough his territories; and 
the 8th .Article related to the punishment of certain landholders in the 
Singranli district, who had attacked a party of British troops during an 
armistice which had been agreed on for the purpose of negotiating the above 
treaty. Zabardast Singh was pardoned on his engaging (No. LXXllI) 
never again to offend against the British Government. The landholders in 
Singrauli were deprived of their proprietary rights which were conferred in 181']' 
by a third Treaty (No. LXXIV) on the Rewa Raja, on his promising not to 
molest certain of his subordinate Chiefs who bad rendered assistance to the 
British Government. 

One of these guaranteed Chiefs was the Thakur of Simaria, In 1S23 
he appealed to Government for protection from the Rewa Chief, who had 
sent a force against him to enforce certain demands. The dispute was ad- 
justed by the mediation of the British Government. In 1833 the guar.antcc 
of the British Government was withdrawn at the Thakur^s own request, 
whereupon he was immediately deprived of his estates by the M.-iharaja. Tire 
application of the Thakur for aid was not listened to, but in Government 
required the Maharaja to make a suitable provision for his widow. The 
British Government also on two occasions directly interfered in behalf of 
the Thakur of Singrauli, whom the Maharaja had unjustly deprived of his 
estates in Rewa. The estates of the Thakur lie partly in Rewa and partly in 
British territory.. 

Jai Singh Deo abdicated in ffivour of his son Bishwanath Singh, who was 
succeeded in 1854- by his son Raghuraj Singh. He, according to native 
history, was the thirty-second of his line. In 1 84)7 the Maharaja abolished sati 
throughout his dominions. For his services in the mutinies of 1857 the districts 
of Sohagpur and Amarkantak were conferred in sovereignty upon him, on liis 
guaranteeing that he would resj>ectthe rights of the 2amindars of Amarkantak. 
In 1862- the British Government conceded to the Rulers of Rewa (No. LXX\ ) 
the right of adopting a successor. 

In 1863 the Maharaja ceded the land required for railway purposes with 
all bk sovereign rights therein (No. LXXVI). 

In 1867 the Mahar.aja, at whose request the British Agent, tempo- 
rarily appointed in 1857 to assist him in bis government, had been with-

drawn in 1863, desired tire direct interference of the British Government 
in effecting reforms in the administration of his State; but the application 
was declined on the ground that it was incumbent on the Chief himself to 
discharge his duties as a ruler. In 1868 he abolished the system of levying 
transit dues as well as that of farming the revenue to contractors, and as a 
further means of remedying the disorganisation into which the State had 
fallen, appointed as his minister Raja Sir Dinkav Rao, K.C.S.I, The British 
Government consented to the arrangement, but declined to guarantee the 
position of the minister, who was compelled eventually to abandon the task he' 
had undertaken. In 1870 Government agreed to the Maharajahs request for 
the re-establishment of the separate Agency. Since its withdrawal, in 1863, 
the political supervision of Rewa affairs had been entrusted to the Bundelkhand 
Agent. 

In 1873 the Maharaja, to avenge an insult alleged to have been offered 
to the Maharani, violated his treaty engagements by despatching into Soha- 
wal territory an armed force, which plundered a house and murdered one of 
its inmates. For this offence he was fined Rupees 10,00t), and the Sardars 
who had aided him in its commission were fined Rupees 1,000 each. 

In 1875 the Chief represented his inability to manage the affairs of his 
State and agreed (No. LXXVII) to make over the administration to the 
Political Agent, aided by the minister Lai Randiman Singh, until the debts of 
the State should be liquidated and a proper government be established. The 
proposal was acceded to on understanding that when the time for the British 
Government to withdraw from the direct management of the State should 
arrive, an engagement should be given by the Maharaja to ’ maintain the 
system of administration introduced by the British Government, and to 
protect any rights which might have sprung up under British administration. 

Maharaja Raghuraj Singh, who had been created a Knight Grand 
Commander of the Star of India, died on the 4th February 1880, and was 
succeeded by his son Vyankatesh Ramanuj Parshad Singh, who was then 
aged three years and six months. 

The succession of the young Mahai’aja was acknowledged by the Govern- 
ment of India in March 1880, and he was installed on the 8th October 
in that year. 

In May 1881 Ram Raj Singh, the subordinate Chief of Madhogarh, 
who was heir presumptive to the Rewa gadi, died without issue. The estate 
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was resumed by Rewa on the ground that the Maharaja was the nearest male 
relative of the deceased, and that the estate, which had been assigned in 1809 
by Maharaja Jai Singh Deo as the portion of his second son, reverted on 
failure of direct heirs to the parent stock. This action was upheld by "the 
Government of India. 

In February 1883 the Political Agent, Baghelkhand, who had continued 
since 1875 to administer Rewa, was appointed Superintendent of that State. 

■ A council of Sardars was appointed as a consultative body to -assist the Su- 
perintendent in the administration of the State, and to advise in matters 
connected with the Maharajahs family and the customs of the State. 

On the 21st January 1885, the Rewa State handed over to the Govern- 
ment of India, with other necessary concessions for mining purposes, the 
surface and mining rights in the Umaria coalfields, a tract of about three 
square miles. The terms included the payment ^of a royalty to the Darbar. 
The arrangement is subject to reconsideration on the Maharajahs majority. 
In April 1885 civil and criminal jurisdiction over the coalfields was ceded 
to the Government of India, who entrusted the immediate administrative 
control of the tract and the executive management of the operations to the 
Chief Commissioner of the Central Provinces, 

The Maharaja receives a salute of 17 guns. 

The territory of Rewa, including Sohagpur, contains an area of 18,000 
square miles, and a population, according to the census of 1891, of 1,503,176. 
The annual revenue amounts to about thirteen lakhs of rupees, exclusive of 
jagirs and religious grants which probably absorb about fifteen lakhs. Aceord- 
ing' to the returns of 1890, the State maintains a force of 281 regular cavalry 
and 538 regular infantry ; the irregular cavalry number 410 and the infantry 
2,597. The artillery consists of 11 guns classed as serviceable and' 68 
artillerymen. 

2. NAGOD OR UNCHEHRA. 

Like Kothi, the State of Nagod was originally included as one of the 
subordinates of Fauna in the sanad granted to Raja Kishor Singh. But as 
Unchehrahad been in the possession of the ancestors of Lai Sheoraj Singh ' 
before the establishment of the power of Chhatarsal in Bundelkhand, and the 
family had never been ousted either by the Bundela Rajas or by Ali Baha- 
dur, a Sanad (No. LXXVTII) was given to Lai Sheoraj Singh in 1809, con- 
firming him in bis possessions. He was succeeded in 1818 by his son 
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Balbhadar Singh, who was deposed in 1831 for the murder of his brother. 
Eaghabendar Singh, sou o£ Balbhadar Singh, was then a minor, and the 
State was therefore temporarily taken under British administration. On 
attaining his majority in 1838, Raghabendar Singh was installed ,* a new Sanad 
(No. LXXIX) was given him, and a nazarana of Rupees 8,000 was taken. 
He soon became deeply involved in debt, and at his own request the State 
was again taken under British management in 1844, The Raja rendered 
good service during the mutiny, and was rewarded in 1859 with the grant 
(No. LXXX) of eleven villages from the confiscated estate of Bijaraghogarh. 
The right of adoption was also conceded (No. XIII) in 1862. 

In 1863 the Chief of Nagod ceded lands (No. LXXXI) for railway 
purposes, with full rights short of sovereignty. 

In 1865, at the Rajahs request, the management of the State was again 
made over to him. Raghabendar Singh died in 1874 and was succeeded by 
his son Jadabendar Singh, called also Sambhu Das, then nineteen years of 
age. The Chief was put in full charge of the State in February 1882. 

Nazarana is taken from this State on succession in accordance with the 
general rules in force on the subject. 

The area of the State is 450 square miles, and the population 84,083 
(census of 1891); the revenues amount to about Rupees 1,50,000, of which 
however Rupees 70,000 are alienated in jagirs, and religious and charitable 
grants. In 1890 the military force consisted of two guns, 116 infantry and 
police, and six horsemen. The Chief receives a salute of nine guns. 

3. MAIHAR. 

This State was originally a dependency of Rewa. On the occupation of 
, Bundelkhand, Thakur Durjan Singh was confirmed (No. LXXXII) in his 
possession on his executing a deed of allegiance in 1806. In 1814 a revised Sanad 
(No. LXXXIII) was given to him. On the death of Durjan Singh in 1826 
the State was divided (No. LXXXIV) between his two sons, Bishan Singh 
and Frag Das, the former receiving the district of Maihar and the latter 
Bijaraghogarh. The estate of Bijaraghogarh was confiscated in 1858 for the 
rebellion of the Chief, Surju Farsiiad, son of Frag Das, and in 1865 was 
included in. the territories administered by tbe Chief Commissioner of the 
Central Provinces. 

Bishan Singh became deeply involved in debt, and at his own request the 
State was placed under Biltish management in 1849, 'at which time an Engage- 
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ment (No. LXXXV) was taken from him. He died in 1860 and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Mohan Parshad, who died in 185S, leaving a son Rao-hubir 
Smgh, then about seven years of age. In 1863 a promise was made to 
the young Chief that his State would be restored to his management 
in two years, if he proved himself fit to be entrusted with the administration, 
and in the meantime a British officer was deputed to Maihar to instruct him 
in his duties. The promise was duly fulfilled and the Chief was invested with 
the management of his State in 1865. In 1869 the title of « Raja'" was con- 
ferred upon Raghubir Singb and his heirs by Sanad (No. LXXXVI) in 
recognition of the liberality displayed by him in 1863 in remitting transit 
duties and in ceding land for railway purposes (No. LXXXVII). 

The right of adoption was conceded by the British Government in 3862 
(No. XIII). The general nazarana rules apply to this State. 

On the 1st January 1877 the Chief - was granted a salute of nine guns 
as a personal distinction. The area of Maihar is about 400 square miles; by 
the census of 1891 the population is 77,438 ; and the revenue is about 
Rupees 74,000. The military force consisted in 1890 of seven guns, 141 
regular infantry, eight irregular cavalry and 86 irregular infantry, with 21 - 

artillerymen. 

4. SOHAWAL. 

Sohawal was formerly a portion of Rewa territory, but about the middle of 
the I6th century, when Amar Singh was Ruler of Rewa, his son Fateh Singh 
threw off his father's authority and established bis independence as Chief of 
Sohawal. Afterwards the State became subordinate to Panna (see Bundel- 
khand, stipra) and was so entered in the sanad granted to Raja Kishor Singh. 
But for the same reasons that separate sanads were granted to the Chiefs of 
Kothi and Unchehra on the British occupation of Bundelkhand, a Sanad 
(No. LXXXVIII) was granted in 1 809 to Rais Lai Aman Singh, the seventh 
Chief of Sohawal, confirming him in his State on his tendering a deed of 
allegiance. Aman Singh resigned the State to his eldest son Raghunath Singh. 

In 1830 Sohawal was taken under British administration to liquidate a private 
money claim preferred against the Chief, but three yeai-s later was restored to 
Aman Singh, his son Raghunath Singh having died in the interval. In I8i0 
Aman Singh made over the State to his second son Sheo Singh, who in 1843 
received a Sanad (No. LXXXIX) recognising his succession. By improvi- 
dence and misrule the State became involved in debt, and in 1845 it was 
taken under British management at the Chief's own request. 
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The eldest son of Sheo Singh, Indarjit Singh, died in 1856, leaving a son, 
Sher Jang Bahadur Singh,, who succeeded his grandfather in 1865 and was 
entrusted with the management of his State in 1871. The title of “Raja” 
was conferred as a personal distinction upon Sher Jang Bahadur Singh by 
sanad on the 1st January 1879 in recognition of his loyalty. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conceded (No. XIII). In 1863 the 
Chief ceded (No. XC) lands for railw.ay purposes with full jurisdiction short 
ef sovereign rights. Nazarana is taken on successions in accordance with the 
ordinary rules. 

The territories of the State lie in two distinct districts separated from 
each other by the State of Kothi ; the northern portion is also intermixed witli 
lands belonging to Panna. The area of Sohawal is about 300 square miles, 
with a population by the census of 1891 of 43,853. The gross revenue 
amounts to about one lakh of rupees, but about two-thirds of this have been 
alienated in rent-free tenures and religious or charitable grants, leaving the 
Chief a, revenue of about Rupees 88,000 only. There is a small police force 
of 41 men. 

Baigaon . — The jagir of Raigaon belongs to a junior branch of the Sohawal 
family. This jagir was originally granted by Mahipat, fifth in descent from Fateh 
Singh, to his brother, Sarup Singh, on condition of service and of contribution 
towards the exigencies of the State. In 1829 Raghunath Singh, then adminis- 
tering the Sohawal State, claimed the right of either resuming the jagir or of 
levying tribute and exacting allegiance from its holder. These demands were 
not supported by Government. In 1855, on the death of the jagirdar, a quit- 
rent (ubari) was imposed on the jagir by the British officer administerino* 
the Sohawal State, hut on appeal was disallowed by Government on the under- 
standing that the jagirdar faithfully performed his allegiance to the Chief 6f 
Sohawal. His claims, however, to independence of Sohawal, and to certain other 
privileges inconsistent with his subordinate position, were absolutely negatived 
for in the sanads of 1809 and 1843 the Chief of Sohawal had been referred to 
as the hereditary Chieftain of the Sohawal and Raigaon tappas, and had been 
guaranteed in the permanent possession of them under certain conditions of 
allegiance to the British Government. 

In October 1883, owing to the continued refusal of the Thakur, Bikramajit 
Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the Raja of Sohawal was 
permitted, under the orders of the Government of India, to attach the Raigaon 
jagir.

In October 1883, owing to the continued refusal of the Thakur, Bikramajit 
Singh, to comply with the just demands of his Chief, the Raja of Sohawal was 
permitted, under the orders of. the Government of India, to attach the Raigaon 
jagir. But the Thakur having submitted in November 1885, the Chief restored 
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his jagir ; the jagirdar executing an agreement binding himself to accept the 
supremacy of the Sohawal Darbar and to fulfil the proper obligations of his 
tenure. The jagirdar of Eaigaon enjoys a revenue of Rupees 24,000 per 
annum, 

5. KOTHI. 

In the sanad granted to the Raja of Panna in 1807 {see Bundelkhand 
supra) Kothi is entered as one of his subordinates. The family is of the Baghel 
caste and had long held their jagir, paying submission to the successive 
conquerors of Bundelkhand. They were never dispossessed either in the time of 
the Bundela Rajas or of Ali Bahadur, and therefore in 1810 a Sanad (No. XCI) 
was granted to Rais Lai Duuiyapat, the jagirdar then in possession, making 
him directly dependent on the British Government, like the other Bundelkhand 
Chieftains. 

Lai Duniyapat was succeeded in the Chiefship by his son, Lai Abdhut, who 
was in turn succeeded by his son, Lai Ran Bahadur Singh. The title of ‘‘ Raja 
Bahadm’ ” was conferred upon Ran Bahadur Singh and his heirs by sanad on the 
1st January 1878, in recognition of his loyalty, public spirit, and benevolence. 
He died on the 5th June 1887 and was succeeded by his eldest son, Bhagwat 
Bahadur Singh, then thirty-five years of age. 

In 1862 the right of adoption was conceded (No. L). Under the 
terms of the adoption sanad, the State is held subject to the payment of naza- 
rana of a quarter of a yearns net revenue on direct succession and half a year's 
net revenue on succession by adoption. In 1863 the Chief agreed (No. XCII) 
to make over lands for railway purposes free of cost, and to surrender all tran- 
sit duties on goods passing through his territory. 

The revenue is about Rupees 37,000. The area is 90 square miles ; and 
the population 22,630 (census of 1891). The military force consisted in 1890 
of two guns, 35 irregular cavalry and 210 irregular infantry, with eight 
artillerymen. 
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No. LXXI. 

Treaty of Priendship and Lepensive Alliance concluded 
between tbe British Government and the Bajah Jey Sing- 
led, Rajah of Rewah and Mookundpore — 1812. 

Although the relations of amity have uniformly subsisted between the 
British Government and the State of Rewah, and especially since the augmen- 
tation of the intercourse between the two States hj"^ the annexation of a 
portion of the province of Bundelcund to the British dominions, those 
amicable relations have been cultivated and improved by reciprocal acts of 
friendship, yet no formal engagements, imposing upon the two parties specific 
obligations with respect to each other, have hitherto been concluded ; and 
Rajah Jey Sing Deo, the present ruler of Rewah and Mookundpore, having 
now expressed a desire that this defect should be supplied by the conclusion 
of a Treaty of friendship and defensive alliance, and the Right Honorable the 
Governor-General iu Council being cordially disposed to accede to the wishes 
of the Rajah in this respect declared ; the following Articles of Treaty are by 
mutual consent concluded between the British Government and the said 
Rajah Jey Sing Deo, his heirs and successors : — 

Article 1, 

The Governor-General in Council acknowledges Rajah Jey Sing Deo to 
he the lawful possessor of the present dominions of Rewah, which have been 
held by him and his ancestors in successive generations during a long course 
of years, and in compliance with the RajaVs request, and for his entire satis- 
faction, assures him, agreeably to justice and the uniform principles of the 
British Government, that so long as the aforesaid Rajah, his heirs and succes- 
sors, shall truly and faithfully fulfil the obligations of friendship and alliance 
according to the true spirit and intent of this Treaty, it will not commit hosti- 
lities against the Rajah of Rewah, nor take possession of or in any way 
encroach on any part of his territories. On the contrary, the British Gov- 
ernment engages to protect and defend the dominions at present in the Rajah’s 
possession from the aggressions of any foreign power in the same manner as 
the dominions of the Honorable Company are protected and defended. 

Article 2. 

The British Government having, by the terms of the preceding Article, 
engaged to protect the territories at present possessed by the Rajah of Rewah 
from the aggressions of any foreign power, it is hereby agreed between the 
contracting parties that whenever the Rajah shall have reason to apprehend 
a design on the part of any foreign power to invade his territories, he shall 
report the circumstances of the case to the British Government, which will 
endeavour by representation and remonstrance to avert such design, and if its 
endeavours to that effect shall fail of success, the British Government will be 
prepared, on the requisition of the Rajah, to detach a force of British troops 
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into his ten-itories for their protection. In which event the expenses of those 
troops during the period they may be so employed, calculating from the day 
of their entering the RajaVs dominions until that of their quitting them on 
their return, shall be defra 5 ’^ed by the aforesaid Raiah. If the apprehended, 
design of invading the Rajah's territories shall he referable to any disputed 
claim between the Rajah and the other power, the Rajah shall report all the 
circumstances of such disputed claim to the British Government, which will ' 
then interpose its mediation for the adjustment of the dispute, and the Rajah, 
relying in the justice and equity of the British Government, agrees implicitly 
to abide by its award. If, notwithstanding the Rajah's acquiescence in that 
award, the other power shall persist in its hostile designs, the British Govern- 
ment will be ready to afford its assistance in the manner above provided. If 
any of the Rajah's troops shall at any time be required to serve in the British 
territories, the Rajah engages to furnish the same ; and in that event, the 
expense of them, calculated at the rate of 20 Rupees per mensem for each 
horseman, and 6 Rupees per mensem for each foot soldier actually furnished 
by the Rajah, shall be defrayed by the British Government from the date of 
their leaving the Rajah's territories until that of their return. Whenever 
the troops of the British Government and of the Rajah shall have occasion to 
act together, the Commander of the Rajah's troops shall conform to the 
advice and act under the instructions of the British Commanding Officers.

Aeticlb 3.* 

The Rajah of Rewah being the acknowledged sovereign of his own 
dominions, the British Government will not consider itself entitled to take 
cognizance of any complaint which may be preferred to it by any of the rela- 
tions, subjects, or servants of the Rajah, who on his part shall not possess a 
claim to the aid of British troops for the support of his authority within 
the limits of his dominions. 

Aeticle 4. 

If the Rajah of Rewah shall at any time have any claim or cause of 
complaint against any of the Rajahs or Chiefs allied to or dependant on the 
British Government, the Rajah engages to refer the case to the arbitration 
and decision of that Government, and to abide by its award, and on no account 
to commit aggression against the other party, or to employ his own force for 
the satisfaction of such claim, or for the redress of the grievance of which he 
may complain. On the other hand, the British Government engages to with- 
hold its allies or dependants from committing any aggression against the 
Rajah of Rewah, or to punish the aggressor and to arbitrate any demand they 
may have upon the Rajah of Rewah, according to the strict principles of 
justice : the Rajah on his part agreeing implicitly to abide by its award. 

Aeticlb 5. 

The Rajah of Rewmh engages never to grant an asylum within his domin-

-will, after due investigation, pursue such measures with regard to the fugi- 
tives as equity and justice may appear to require, adopting at the same time 
every practicable means to prevent their committing any acts injurious to the 
territory and Government of the Rajah. 


Articlf. 6. 

■Whereas robbers issuing from the territories of the Rajah of Rewah fre- 
quently commit depredations in those of the Company, the Rajah engages, on 
reeeiving an application from the Officers of the British Government, to exert 
his authority for the purpose of arresting the persons accused of sucli enmes, 
and when apprehended to eause them to be delivered over to the said Officers. 

Artici.e 7. 

If any of the brothers or servants of the Rajah of Rewah shall calum- 
niate, misrepresent, or accuse iher Rajah before the British Government, that 
Government will not without enquiry and proof give credit to the statements 
of such persons. 

Article 8. 

The honor, rank, and dignity of the Rajah of Rewah shall be estimated 
by the British Government in the same degree as that in which they were 
estimated by the former Emperors of Hindoostan, 

Article 9. 

"Whenever the British Government shall deem it expedient to send its 
troops into the dominions of the Rajah of Rewah, or to station or canton a 
British force within the RajalEs territories for the purpose of guarding against 
the advance or intercepting the retreat of an enemy, or of Pindarrahs, or other 
predatory bodies, it shall he competent to the British Government so to detach 
its troops, and the Rajah of Rewah shall give his consent accordingly. The 
Rajah shall also on any such occasion station his troops according to the 
advice of the Officers of the British Government at the Ghaut of Chundeah, 
Kawreah, or such Ghauts or passes as the British Commanding Officer shall 
point out. The Commanding Officer of the British troops which may be thus 
employed in the Rajah’s territories, shall not in any manner interfere in the 
internal concerns of the Rajah’s Government. Whatever materials or supplies 
may be required for the British Cantonments, or for the use of the British 
troops during their continuance in tho Rajah’s territories, shall be readily 
furnished by the Rajah’s Officers and subjects, and shall be paid for at the 
price current of the bazar. If any materials which are indispensably neces- 
sary should happen not to be procurable by purchase, and it shall consequently 
become necessary to take such articles wherever found in the Rajah’s domm- 
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ions the price o£ such nriioles slmll be paid for by the British GovernmeBt 
.nt tbe rate that n^y settled by arbitrators appointed by the British Gov- 
ernment and the Rajah respective!}’’. 


Article 10. 

r Rewah being admitted among the number of the Allies 

ol the British Government^ engages at all times to comply with any just and 
i^asonable requisition connected with the interests and prosperity of that 
Government, to conform to its advice, and to the utmost of his power to ful- 
fil the obligations of friendship and attachment towards the British power. 


Article 11.

This Treat}’^, consisting of eleven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and Rajah Jey Sing Deo, Rajah of Rewah, 
through the agency of Mr. John Richardson, in virtue of powers delegated 
to him by the Right Honorable Lord Minto, Governor-General in Council, on 
the one part, and Bukshy Baugwan Dhut, the vakeel of the said Rajah on 
tlie other, I^Ir, Richardson has delivered to the said vakeel one copy of the 
Treaty in J3nglish, Persian, and Hindee, signed and sealed by himself, and the 
said vakeel has delivered to Mr. Richardson another copy duly executed by the 
Rajah, and ]\Ir. Richardson has engaged to procure and deliver to the said vakeel 
wiUiin the space of thirty days a copy ratified by the seal of the Company 
and the signature of the Governor-General in Council, on the delivery of 
which the copy executed by Mr, Richardson shall be returned, and the Treaty 
shall be considered from that time to have full force and effect.

Second Treaty concluded between tbe British Government 
and Bajah Jey Sing Leo — 1813. 

Whereas on the 6th of October 1812, corresponding with 15th Kooar 
1869 Sumbut, a Treaty of mutual friendship and defensive alliance con- 
cluded between the British Government and the Rajah of Rewah j and y 
as the Rajah of Rewah having failed to fulfil the engagements which the 
aforementioned Treaty imposed upon him, the British Government was com- 
pelled, in vindication of its honor and its rights, to detach its troops into Rewa h 
to enforce the execution of those engagements, and to obtain securi y ^ 
due fulfilment in future; and Whereas the Rajah, having now f a 

proper sense of his relations with the British Government, an . ^ ^ 

pressed his contrition for the past, agrees to the following con i > 
himself, and for his heirs and successors. 
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Article 1. 

All the stipulations of the Treaty concluded on the 5th of October 1812, 
corresponding with, the 15th of Kooar 1869 Sumhut, are hereby declared to 
he in full force and effect, in as far as they are not affected nor altered by the 
following conditions contained in this Treaty. 

Article 2. 

The Rajah of Rewah hereby hinds himself to engage in no correspond- 
ence of a political nature with any Foreign State or Chief whatever without 
the privity and consent of the British Government, or its representative, the 
Agent in Bundelcund. 

Article 3. 

The Rajah engages to receive and permit to remain at his place of resi- 
dence a news- writer or any other Agent on the part of the British Govern- 
ment or the Agent in Bundelcund, and to maintain an authorized vakeel with 
the Agent aud with the Commanding Officer of any British detachment which 
may be stationed within his territory, both for the purpose of maintaining the 
general relations of amity, and of enforcing the supply of provisions, and 
ready compliance with the just demands of the Commanding Officer. 

Article 4. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to allow dawks to be established through 
his territory by the Officers of the British Government in any direction that 
may he deemed necessary, to compel his feudatory Chiefs to do the same, 
and to punish them in ease of opposition ; and the Rajah acknowledges the 
right of the British Government to punish them for such opposition, in the 
■event of his own inability to do so. 

Article 5. 

Lall Zuhburdust Sing, the jaghiredar of Chourhut, having, in a very 
insulting and contumacious mauner, refused to permit the Hon^ble Company’s 
dawk to be laid through his jaghire, the exemplary punishment of the afore- 
said jaghiredar is indispensable. The British Government is accordingly 
resolved to inflict exemplary punishment on this jaghiredar, and the Rajah 
of Rewah not only acknowledges the right of the British Government to do 
so, but agrees to aid and co-operate with the British troops in effecting that 
object. 

The Rajah further engages to use his utmost means to punish Lall 
Zuhburdust Sing himself, whenever the British Government shall require him 
to do so. 

Article 6. 

Frequent instances of robberies and other crimes have occurred within 
the British territory, the perpetrators of which issue from and take refuge 
within the Rewah territory; and thereby not only escape the punishment 
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due to theiv crimes, but continue to infest the Hon^ble Company's adiacent 
territory lyith impunity, Iceeping- tlie inhabitants in a constant state of ^arm 
With a view to ^ppress this evi],_ the Rajah hereby agrees to permit the 
troops or Police Officers of the British Government to pass into the Rewah 
territories for the pursuit and apprehension of all such offenders, and also to 
afford them, and to cause his officers and jaghiredars to afford them, every 
necessary assistance in discovering and apprehending the objects of their 
pursuit. 


Aeticle 7. 

The Rajah of Rewah agrees to consider those jaghiredars and others 
residents of his country, who have been well-disposed towards the British 
Government, on the present occasion, as his friends; and will not molest or 
retaliate upon them for the favourable disposition they may have shown. The 
friends of the British Government shall be his friends, and its enemies bis 
enemies. 

Article 8. 

On the 2nd of Ma}' 1813, corresponding with the 17th Bysakh 1870 
Sumbut, an agreement for the mutual suspension of hostilities was concluded 
between Lalla Pertab Singh, on the part of the Rajah of Rewah, and Colonel 
Jilaz-tindell, Commanding the British troops. A party of sepoys escorting a 
cart of military stores appertaining to a detachment proceeding from the Sin- 
grownah Pass were, on the 7lh of May 1813, corresponding with the 22nd 
of Bysakh 1870 Sumbut, treacherously, and in direct violation of the above 
agreement, attacked by a large body of horse and foot near to the village of 
Suttenee, and several sepoys were killed and wounded, and the property plun- 
dered. The Rajah of Rewah having solemnly disavowed all knowledge or 
participation in tlie above atrocious act, hereby acknowledges the right of the 
British Government to punish tlie perpetrators of it in whatever manner and 
at whatever .time it may please; and the Rajah further agrees to afford every 
assistance and co-operation in the accomplishment of the above object that 
the British Government may require of him. 


Article 9. 

It is both just and equitable that the Rajah of Rewah should indemnify 
the British Government for the expense of the armament which has been 
equipped and marched into Rewah in consequence of his failure to peifoim 
the conditions of his former engagements. At the lowest estimation the extra 
expense of that armament costs the British Government the sum of thirty- 
three thousand eight hundred and eight Rupees per mensem, and the prepara- 
tions having commenced some days before the 1st of April 1813, corresponding 
with the 15th of Chyte 1870 Sumbut, it is agreed by the British^ Goveimment 
that the expense shall be calculated from that'date. Ihe Ra 3 ah of Rewah 
accordingly hereby acknowledges himself justly responsible for ” 

the above expense monthly to the British Goveinmeut, calculating from the 
1st of April 1813, or the 15th of Gbyte 1870 Sumbut, until such time as tbe 
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objects of the present detachment shall have been entirely completed. In con- 
sideration, however, of the Rajah having obeyed the summons to repair in person 
to Colonel Martindell's camp on terms of unconditional submission, and iu 
order to remove from the Rajah every excuse for the punctual liquidation of 
the amount, the British Government consents to limit the period of the charge 
to the 10th of May 1*S13, corresponding with the 25th Bysaldi 1870 Sumhut, 
the day on which the Rajah came into camp. Upon this principle the sum to 
he paid by the Rajah is forty-five thousand one iumdred and seventy-three 
Rupees. The Rajah hereby engages to pay the above sum by the following 
instalments, any deviation from which will subject him to the penalties of a 
breach of the Treaty.

Whereas by the Srd Article of Treaty concluded between the Honorable

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with 19th Jyte 1870 Sumhut, the Rajah o£ Rewah has engaged to receive 
and permit to remain at his place of residence, a news-writer or anv other 
Agent on the part of the British Government, or the Agent in Bundeleund * 
and Whereas the Rajah has by the 4th Article of the aforesaid Treaty en<rao'ed 
to allow a dawk to be established through his territory, by the Officers of 
the British Government in any direction which may be deemed necessary ' 
The Rajah, in the true spirit and intent of those stipulations, engages to treat 
the news-writer or Agent of the British Government or of the Agent in Bundel- 
cund, with every mark of attention and consideration due to their relative rank 
and character, and also to allow a free passage through his territories toallhur- 
carrahs, cossids, or other messengers, whom the Officers of the British Govern- 
ment may, at any time, have occasion to employ, and to compel his feudatory 
Chiefs to do the same under the penalties and conditions prescribed with 
respect to the dawk. The Rajah further promises and engages to perform at 
all times those offices of friendship which are usual between allied States, and 
which may be necessary to accomplish the objects of the Treaty.

myself to the utmost of my power to obstruct the approach of Pindarries or 
other predatory troops' who may attempt to pass through my jm’isdiction, to 
obey without icruple all requisitions that may be made to me by Officers of 
the British Government connected with the obstruction of predatory troops, 
with collecting materials for constructing cantonments, furnishing supplies to

Third Treaty concluded between the British Government and 
Government of Rewah — 1814. 

Whereas by the 5th and 8th Articles of the second Treaty concluded 
between the British Government and the Government of Rewah on the Snd 
June 1813, corresponding with the 19th Jeyth’ 1870 Sumbut, the British 
Government acquired the right to punish Lai Zubhurdust Sing jaghiredar of 
Chourhut, and certain landholders in the Singrowuah district for certain 
offences committed by them against the British Government j and as a neces- 
sary consequence of that right, the British Government acquired also the 
right to expel those persons from their possessions and to dispose of their 
proprietary right to their lands (the rights of sovereignty over their lands 
remaining, as heretofore, inviolate with the Rewah Government) : That is to 
say, the British Government has acquired the power to transfer all the rights 
formerly enjoyed by those persons who have forfeited their possessions under 
the provisions of the 5th and 8tb Articles of the Treaty aforesaid, to such 
new proprietors as it may he pleased to select, the new proprietors agreeing to 
fulfil those duties of allegiance to the Rewah Government, to which their 
predecessors, who have been expelled, were subject ; and Whereas it being an 
object with the Rewah Government to obtain the proprietary* tight in the 
lands forfeited by the persons above alluded to, and it heiar aha tr.e dij-- 
interested wish of the British Government to promote the raaer—ts of tho-e 
who have shown their attachment to its cause in the -r tae oreratiaai 

of the British troops in Rewah ; The following arraagsat Hf: aaa aao-a.*o;agi~ 
been agreed to for the mutual accommodation of acta —

Article 2, 

The British Government hereby transfers to the Government of Rewah 
from (his date all proprietary right in the lands in the Singrownah district 
which it has lately acquired by the operation of the 8th Article of the second 
Treaty, dated 2nd June, 181 3, con'csponding with 19th Jeyth 1870 Sumbut, 
with this reservation, tiiat the llcwah Government shall not reinstate Ruchpal 
Sing in the lands of Suttenee formerly held by him, and that the Rewah Gov- 
ernment shall bo responsible for the good conduct of the persons whom it may 
place in the possession of the forfeited lands. 


Article 3. 

The Rewah Government liereb}'’ disclaims all right to levy from Ball 
Jugmohiin Sing, jaghirctlar of Simereeah, any poi-tion of the penalty imposed 
upon the Rewah Government by tbo 9th Article of the Treaty of the 2nd June 
1^3, corresponding with the 19th of Jeyth 1870 Sumbut.

Article 4. 

The British Government being desirous that Ball Jvgmohun Sing of 
Simereenli be guaranteed in the possession of the lands now held by him in 
jaghire, the Rewah Government 'hereby engages that the said Ball Jugmohun 
Sing shall remain in unmolested possession of the lauds which he now occupies ; 
but without any change in his relation to the Rewah State.. 

Article 5. 

By Article 7th of the Second Treaty, the Rewah Government engages not 
to molest those jaghiredars and others, residents of Kewah, who have been well 
disposed towards the British Government. Certain persons, who humane- 
ly succoured the British sepoys that w'ere wounded at Suttenee in Bysakh 
1870, and others who have given information respecting those who were con- 
cerned in the above outrage, as well as in the murder of a sepoy employed to 
protect the town of Eaepore on the following day, having thereby exposed 
themselves to the resentment of all who were in any way implicated in those 
outrages, the Rewah Government hereby solemnly pledges itself to protect all 
those persons from suffering any injury or molestation whatever in consequence 
of such assistance rendered by them- to the British cause. 

Article 6. 

Ball Zubhurdust Sing, Jaghiredar of Chourhut, having voluntarily sur- 
rendered himself to the British Government on terms of unconditional sul> 
mission, the British Government has been pleased to pardon his offence, and 
to restore him to the enjoyment of his possessions which he had forfeited by 
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bis former misconduct;, on bis executing’ an engagement never again to offend 
against the British Government, An attested copy of tin’s engagement is 
furnished to the Rewah Government, and as that instrument contains nothing 
inconsistent with the rights derived by the British Government from its 
engagements with Rewah, the Rewah Government declares itself responsible 
to the British Government for the due execution of the conditions of that 
engagement, in the same manner as it is of course responsible for the due 
execution of the terms of subsisting Treaties on the part of all its subjects and 
feudatories. 

Article 7. 

This Treaty, consisting of seven Articles, having this day been concluded 
between the British Government and the Rewah State, through the agency of 
M. John Wauchope, in virtue of powers delegated to him by the Right 
Honorable the Earl of Moira, Governor-General in Council, on the one part, and 
Rajah Jj'e Sing Deo. Rajah of Rewah and Mokundpore, and Baboo Bishonath 
Sing, the Rajah^s eldest son, and associated with liim in the administration 
of the Rewah Government, in person, on the other part, Mr. Wauchope has 
delivered to. the said Rajah and Baboo one copy of the Treat}', in English and 
Persian and Hindooi, signed and sealed by himself, and the said Raja and 
Baboo have delivered to Mr. Wauchope another copy dul}' executed by them, 
and Mr. Wauchope has engaged to procure and deliver to the accredited 
vakeel of the Rewah Government within the space of thirty daj's a copy 
ratified by the seal of the Compan}' and the signature of the Governor-General 
in Council, on the delivery of 'U’hich, the copy executed by Mr. Wauchope 
shall be returned, and the ^'eaty shall be considered from that lime to have 
full force and effect.

Thanslation of KHUREETA fi'om Maharaja of Uewah, to the 
2nd Political Assistant, Bundelcund, — (dated the 16th- 
2nd Sawund, Sumhiit 1920.) 

(After acknowledging receipt of khnreeta, dated 81st July 1863,) 

According to your instructions the required conditions are entered in the 
Agreement, viz,— 

Jst . — All the land that may be required by Government for the Eailway 
or its works, etc., is given in perpetuity with its sovereign authority. 

All residents within the Railway boundaries, whether subjects of the 
Native Chiefs or of the British Government, shall be considered under the 
jurisdiction of the Railway Officers and the Government authorities. 

2nd , — All disputes between the officers and the dependants of the Railway 
and the subjects of the Native States outside the Railway limits shall be 
heard and settled by the Political Officers. 

The disposal of cases of criminals of this State, who may go within tlie 
Railway bounds, shall be disposed of and settled according to the rules which 
have been long current on the part of the Agency (Political) authorities.

1876. 

His Highness the Maharajah of Rewab, accompanied by his Chief 
Minister, Lall Rundmon Sing, at an interview with the Governor-General’s 
Agent and Political Agent at Rewah on 80th January 1875, made the fol- 
lowing representation : — 

The management of my State has long been a matter of difficulty to me. 
The Government of India in view to relief at my earnest instance appointed a 
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Political Agent and granted a loan oE ten lakbs. I tbonglit tliat supported 
by tbe advice of the Political Agent, I should be able to introduce a fair 
system of administration and restore tbe revenue wbicb has long been decreas- 
ing. The result has not been to my anticipations. 

The revenue, though collected from the lyots, does not reach my Treasury, 
consequently there is no money wherewith to pay establishments or meet my 
engagements to Government respecting tbe payment of the ten lakhs’ loan. 

1. — I desire therefore, with the sanction of His Excellency tbe Viceroy, 
to make over my State until debts are liquidated and a system of administra- 
tion established, to the care of the Political Agent. 

— ^The Political Agent knows the character of my Chief Minister, 
Rundmon Sing, and is willing with his assistance to render me all help. 

3. — •From the time the Political Agent assumes charge of the adminis- 
tration I null abstain from interference of every sort. 

4. — I will issue no orders on State matters. 

5. ' — It will rest with the Political Agent to maintain or dismiss any State 
servant, and I will do my best to support his authority. 

6. — A suitable allowance will be regularly paid me to enable me to live 
with comfort and dignity. 

7. — I shall reside at Govindghur, Rewah, Sutna as heretofore.

Translation of an Ierabnamah or Obligation of Allegiance 
presented by Latjl Shew Raje Sing of Otjcheerah and 
Nagode— 1809. 

. Whereas I, Laul Shew Raje Sing, sincerely professing my submission 
and ' attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my 
obedience to the officers appointed to the superintendence of the province of, 
Bundelcund from the period of its first annexation to the British territories; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately been 
required of me : Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obedience and 
attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah, containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr, J. Richardson, from 
whom I have received a sunnud, confirming to me all my ancient possessions 
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in this province j and I hereby declare that I -will scrupulously observe all the 
^^the^^ coutaiued in the Ikrarnamah and never evade nor infringe any one 

Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or 
plunderers eitlier within or out of the province of Bundelcund, to afford them 
no asylum or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and 
to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence with them. I further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government ^ and if at any tfme a dispute should 
arise on account of mehal or village, or from any other cause, between 
mo and of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependence 
on the British Government, I agree to submit such dispute without delay to 
the officers of^ the Hritish Government for their decision, and implicitly to 
observe and abide by what decision shall be passed upon it. 1 further engage 
to make no reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force 
without the permission of the British Government, and always to be obedient 
and submissive to the Government. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated in my 
possessions in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and evil- 
disposed persons from ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 
passes, and from entering tbe British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturbances ; and if any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of tbe 
British territories through ray possessions, I engage to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to use every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 

Article 3. 

■Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by 
any of the passes situated wilhiu my possessions, I agree not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person to con- 
duct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the neces- 
sary supplies and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in the 
vicinity of my possessions. 

Article i. • 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuo-e in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the 
officers of the British Government immediately on his being demanded j and 
if any of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British 
territories, I agree to submit to the principal officer in Buudelcund a state- 
ment of my complaint against such person, and to abide by whatevm’ oi eis 
may be passed on the occasion agreeably to tbe Regulations of the Govern- 
ment, and to take no steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 
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Aeticle 5. 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages ; and if 
property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of the villages 
subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of such village 
responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery of 
the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government ; and if any 
felon or murderer or person or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes 
committed in the British possessions should take refuge in any of my villages, 
I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Aeticle 6. 

Having presented a statement and list- of the villages in my possession, 
and having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if, amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, in any village the 
property of any other person shall be found and the right to the same proved, 
or it shall appear that during the government of the Nawab Ali Bahadur 
the said village or villages were not in my possession, I bind myself to abide 
by whatever the British Government shall be pleased to direct and obey the 
same implicitly. 

Aeticle 7. 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Bahadoor Sing of the 
Purhar sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered 
and carried their outrages into the villages granted by the British Govern- 
ment to the Rajahs Bukht Singh and Kishore Singh, I therefore engage and 
promise not to give the above rebels shelter or protection in any part of my 
possessions, and not to suffer them to pass through my territories to those 
of either of the aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government ; and if the 
said men shall either openly or secretly come into my possessions, I will by every 
means in my power attempt to seize or apprehend them ; and if in the execu- 
tion of this engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, 
I agree to any responsibility that the British Government may think proper. 

Aeticle 8, 

A^he villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the British Govern- 
ment are my hereditary property, descended to me through many generations, 
and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after having 
received my Sunnud from the British Government, I will not require or ask to 
be put in possession of one village amongst the before enumerated villages, nor 
require from the British Government any aid for their government. 

Aeticle 9. 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
confidence, who shall remain at all times as a vakeel for the transaction of 
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my business in the presence^ of the representative of the Governor-General in 
Bundelcund, ancl if the British representatives shall on any account or for 
anothcT ^ clispleased with the above person, I will recall him and send

Bo it known to all chowdrics, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the 
tuppas of Nagode and Oucheerah, in the pergunnah of Ruwee, in the pro- 
vince of Bundelcund ; that Whereas Laul Shew Rnje Sing, one of the heredi- 
tary Chieftains of the province of Bundelcund, having from the period of the 
annexation of the said province to tlie territories of the Honorable the East 
India Company invariably observed a friendly condnet and refrained from 
every outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish 
to bo admitted to obedience and submission to the British Government, and 
having lately presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the 
British Government by the hands of Dewan Derreau Sing, aud requesting 
a Sunnud confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now 
occupied by liirn ; He therefore enters into the present engagement, consisting 
of nine Articles, expressive of bis sincere attachment and fidelity to the 
Government ; Therefore, and with view to the entire satisfaction of the 
British Government and to the support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain 
of this province, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule, which from 
ancient times have been and still are in his possession, are hereby granted to 
the said Laul Shew Eaje Sing, aud the said villages shall continue in 
the permanent possession of the said Laul Shew Eaje Sing and his successors. 
So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere to the conditions of 
the Ikrarnamah and to be obedient and submissive to the British Government, 
the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and continued to him and 
his heirs free of revenue. The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokud- 
'dums of the said villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties 
in their respective villages under the authority of the said Laul Shew Eaje 
Sino' • audit is the duty of the said Laul Shew Eaje Sing to render his ryots 
and*zemindaTS happy and grateful by, the just administration of his govern- 
ment, to devote his utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the 
country, aUd finally to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the 
British Government according to the several stipulated Articles of the 
Engagement. 

After the sanction of the Right Honorable the Govemoi-rGeneral shall 
he obtained, another Sunnud signed by the Right Honorable the Governor- 
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General will be exchanged for and substituted in the place of the present 
Sunnud granted by the Agent to the Governor-GeneraL

Translation of a Slnnud granted to Rajah Rhghobind Sing 

of Nagode and Oucheera. 

Bated 27th Becemher 1838. 

Be it known to the cbowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums 
of tuppas Nagode and Oucheera, pergunnah Burkee, attached to Bundelcund ; 
That since the country of Bundelcund came into the possession of the British 
Government, Laul Shew Raje Sing, who is one of the rightful Chiefs of the 
said country, having never rebelled against the Government or created disturb- 
ance, but having ever remained firm in his allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment and executed the orders of its oflScers, a Sunnud, dated 20th March 
1809, corresponding with 19th Cheyte 1216 Fuslie, was granted to him by 
Government, confirming to him in perpetuity four hundred and four rent-free 
villages which he held in his possession on condition of loyalty and sub- 
mission ; on the death of the said Laul Shew Baje Sing, his eldest son Rajahi 
Bulbhudur Sing held the said villages in his possession ; but conformably to 
a letter from the Secretary to Government, dated 15th August 1881, he was 
deposed from the Raj of Oucheera; as Rajah Rughobind Sing, the eldest son 
of the said Rajah Bulbhudur Sing, having been educated under the tuition of 
Moulvee Hyder Ali, and having attained his majority, appeared before Mr. 
Charles Fraser, the Governor-General’s Agent, executed an Agreement* con- 
taining seven Articles expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to 
Government, and prayed that his ancestral rent-free villages, enumerated 
in the former Sunnud, might be restored to him : The undermentioned villages, 
as mentioned in the former Sunnud of 1809, are now granted to him in con- 
sideration of his rightful claim. He and his descendants will hold possession 
of the villages so long as they abide by the terms of the agreement and are 
strictly faithful in their allegiance to the British Government. It behoves 
the chowdries and others to obey the said Rajah and to give him the usual 
dues on account of the villages in question. It will be the duty of the Rajah

Whereas, from tlie report of the Political Agent at Rewah, it appears 
that during the disturbances you rendered good service to the Government by 
placing your sepoj's at the disposal of the above officer, who made a promise 
that you should receive a jaghire when the rebellion was crushed : Accord- 
ingly I hereby confer upon you in perpetuity the undermentioned villages 
from the Bijeeragoogurh State as a jaghire, yielding a clear profit of Rupees 
4,000 per annum. Be it known that the jaghire in question shall be, like 
the rest of your territory, under the management of the British officers.

— Such land as is required bv Government for the Railway works 
and buildings should he given in perpetuity, with its entire jurisdiction and 
authority, and that all residents within the railway limits, whether subjects 
of the Stale or of the Hritish Govorninent, should be under (he authority of 
the Railway Ofheers and Government niUhoritics; 

and 

Siidlv — Thai such disputes as may arise hotwocn the oflicers, workmen, 
and servants of the Railway, and the subjects of the State who dwell outside, 
should be settled by the Agency {i.e., the Polilicnl authorities). 

As this matter is for the increase of the prosperity of my ilaka, the exten- 
sion of trafiic, and the henofit of the people, therefore I agree to give as 
much laud ns may he required from my State for the (Rail) road conformable 
to tlic above conditions. 


No. LXXXII. 

Tuakslatiox of an Engagement laken from Tiiakooh Doorjun 
Sing, dated 17tli October 180G, and signed by Captain 
Baillie, Agent to the Governor- General in Bundelcend. 

"Whereas I, Doorjun Sing, having professed my cheerful and voluntary 
ohe lienee and submission to the British Goveriuncnt, have been ranked among 
the well-wishers and adherents of the British Government; and, "Whereas 
Captain John Baillie, Agent on the part of the Governor General for the 
control of all the affairs of Biindeleund, having required from me an engage- 
ment comprehending certain Articles specified beneath, I have therefore signed 
and sealed this engagement and transmitted it to Captain Baillie, and I hereby 
engage never to deviate from it, and never to he guilty of any act that shall 
be at variance with the Articles contained in it. 

Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders either in or out 
of the province of Bundclcuud, to give no asylum to any of them in my 
jaghire; to prevent their families from residing in ray jurisdiction; and to 
relinquish all correspondence with them. I also engage to commit no act of 
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hostility against the adherents and servants of the British Government and 
to neglect none of the duties of obedience and submission to the British Gov- 
ernment. 

Artiole 2. 

In the event of the British troops ascending the Ghats, I agree to ioin 
them in person ; and whenever any English gentlemen shall pass through my 
country on their route to or from Nagpore, I engage to conduct them to my 
frontier in safety. 

Article 3. 

If any of the subjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in my country, I engage to apprehend them and deliver them to the 
Officers of the British Government. If any persons on the part of the British 
Government come into my territory to seize them, I will not only not 
oppose such persons, but will co-operate with them in the apprehension of the 
fugitives. 

Article 4. 

I will hot harbour thieves nor robbers in my country ; and if any mer- 
chant or traveller belonging to the British Government be robbed or plunder- 
ed in any of my villages, I agree to cause the zemindars of such village to 
restore the plundered property, or to apprehend and deliver-up the thief or 
robber ; and if any criminal who may have committed murder or any other 
offence within the British territory take refuge in my jurisdiction, I engage 
to seize and deliver him to the Officers of the British Government, 

Article 5. 

I engage that a vakeel shall always attend the Agent of the Government 
for Ahe purpose of carrying into effect his orders. • 


Translation of a Snnnud granted by Captain Baillib, to 
Thakoor DooRJtJN SiNO, dated 18th Noveniber-^1806. 

To the mootsuddies for transacting public affairs both present and future, 
be it known; that Whereas, by the Treaty of Bassein concluded between the 
British Government and His ' Highness the Peishwa, certain lands in the 
province of Bundelcund were ceded and permanently annexed to the British 
Government; and whereas British troops having been detached for the 
purpose of occupying those lands, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing, youngest son 
of Benee Sing Hoozooree, and the established ruler of the p'ergunnah of 
Mehur above the Ghats, having maintained a friendly correspondenbe witn 
the Agent to the Governor- General, and professed his obedience and sub- 
missiou to the British Government, and having likewise on all occasions 
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shemi every attention to the comEort and safety of English gentlemen and 
their attendants travelling through his Jurisdiction to and from Nagpore,* 
and Whereas I (Captain Baillie) having now been again deputed by the Honor- 
able Sir George Hilaro Barlow, Bart., Governor-General, for the settlement 
of the affairs of this province, and the said Thakoor having sent his accredited 
vakeels to solicit from the British Government a grant for his lands, and 
having delivered to me an engagement comprehending five Articles declaratory 
of his submission to the British Government : Therefore, and in consideration 
of the protection and support which the British Government is always ready 
to extend towards its adherents and dependants, the pergunnah of Mehur 
with the undermentioned \nllages, which from the first establishment of the 
British Government have been actually possessed by the Thakoor aforesaid, 
is hereby granted to the said Doorjnn Sing. So long as the said Thakoor 
shall firmly and steadfastly follow the path of obedience and submission, the 
British Government will never ofler any molestation whatever to him or to 
his heirs and successor in their possession of the pergunnah of Alehur,

Translation of the Engagement taken from Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing, dated 13th Eehruaiy 1814. 

Whereas I, Tliakoor Doorjun Sing, Jaghiredar of the pergunnah of 
Mehur, in the province of Bundelcund, having heretofore professed ray obe- 
dience and submission to the British Govermnent, having on all occasions 
afforded every possible attention to the comfort and safety of English gentle- 
men and their attendants in passing through my Jurisdiction on their route to 
and from Nagpore, and having undeviatingly served the British Government 
with zeal and fidelity from the time of its first occupying the province of 
Bundelcund; and Whereas I formerly deputed my confidential vakeels to 
Captain John Baillie to solicit from the British Government a Sunnud for my 
lands, and having presented an obligation of allegiance comprising five 
Articles, I obtained a Sunnud under Captain Baillie's seal and signature ; and 
Whereas in consequence of the said Sunnud not having comprehended a detail 
of the names of the villages contained in my Jaghire I have now solicited 
another Sunnud to contain a list of all the villages in my possession, and with 
a view to confirm ray allegiance and fidelity to the British Government, I 
have also delivered this revised obligation of allegiance comprising nine 
Articles duly executed, to Mr. John Wauchope, Superintendent of Political 
Affairs in Bundelcund ; and I do hereby promise and engage to adhere firmly 
to the provisions of this engagement and never to infringe nor deviate from 
them in any respect. 

Abticle 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundelcund ; to give them and their families no asylum 
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ni my niul lo Mnin from nil conwpoiKlcticc with them, T promf^e 

to oo.irnpro in no dispufc nor quarrel with the ndhorents and dependants of the 
IJritish (lovornment, and, in tlic event, of any Chieftain or Itnjah of this 
provinoe, in nlliancc with . Government, entcrins: into nny dispute with me 
rcspcctiufj (he boundaries of my mchuls or vilinnres or on nny other subject I 
en/^n're to represent nil the circumstances of the case to tlie British Govern, 
ment, to folieit its adjustment, of the dispute, and to abide implicitly by its 
dcoi«ion.^ I further cnpacrc to take no rcvong:e with my own hands in return- 
for an injury, nor^ to lake any steps towards obtaining: redress without the 
authority of the British Government, to whieh I promise to' conduct myself 
on all occasions in strict obedience and submission. 

AitTiCLi: 2. 

I cncrago to "uard all Ibc pa'^ses in my ja^hire in sncli manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of marauders, plunderers, and other malicious persons, 
and elTectually to prevent lliem from obtaining: a passage by those passes into 
the British territories. And if any Chiefs or commanders of troops be]ong:ing: 
tv' ncijrlibouvinp: countries attempt to penetrate Ibrongh my jurisdiction into 
tlic British territories, I eng-ag-o to convey iutelligence of their approach to 
the British Otliccr.s hel’orc the}* shall have arrived on the fronlior of myjagbire, 
and to csort myself lo the utmost of my power in opposing them. 

AiiTicLn 3. 

Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to pass through my 
-iaghire, whether for the purpose of ascending the Ghats or of proceeding 
in another direction, I promise not only not to oppose or obstruct tlieir march, 
but on tlie contrary to depute respectable and intelligent persons to conduet 
them by any route they may please to follow. And so long as the British 
troops slinll remain in my jaghire or in its vicinity, 1 promise to furnish it 
with supplies and all necessary articles. 

Articlb 4. 

If any of the inhabitants of the British Gom'iiment abscond and take 
refuo'e in my jaghire, I agree to deliver them up immediately on their being 
claimed by the 0/Iicers of the British Government. And if any of my ryots 
or zemindars abscond and take up their abode in the British dominions, I. 
aoTce to present a specific request on the subject to the Oflicers o£ the British 
Government, and to submit to whatever course may in consequence be adopted 
according to the regulations of the British Government, but I will not myself 
attempt to seize the fugitive. 

Article 5. 

I eno-ao-o not to harbour thieves nor robbers in my jaghire; and. if any 
property plundei'cd or stolen from merchants or travellers in any of ray 
villages, I engageto cause the zemindar of such village to restore the p-operty 
stolen or robbed or to deliver up the thief or robber to the British Govern- 
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ment; and i£ any person charged with the commission of murder^ or any other 
crime in the British territory take refuge in any of my villages^ I agree -to 
apprehend all such offenders and give them up to the British Governmentj and 
prevent their escaping into any other jurisdiction. 

Article 6. 

Having received a Sunnud from the British Government containing a 
list of villages drawn out agreeably to a statement of the villages in my 
actual possession presented by myself, in the event of any of those villages 
proving to be the property of others, or not to have been in my possession 
during the government of Alice Bahadoor, I hereby engage to abide implicitly 
by whatever decision the British Government may please to award respecting 
such disputed villages. 

Auticle 7. 

In the year 181^, corresponding with 1219 Fuslie, a body of Pind.Trees 
passing through the Ghat of Bnddunpoor in my jurisdiction, succeeded in 
making a predatory inroad into the British territories ; and as the obstruction 
of these marauders is incumbent on all the adherents of the British Govern- 
ment, as well for the protection of their own territories as of those of the 
British Government, I do hereby engage always to station a body of troops’ at 
the Ghat of Buddunpoor sufficient to obstruct the passage of these plunderers, 
and further to adopt such efficient arrangements as shall prevent the inroads 
of Pindarees into the British territory through any part of my jaghire. 

Article 8. 

As the villages enumerated in my Sunnud are in my actual possession 
and always have been so, I therefore promise that, from the time of my 
receiving the Sunnud, I will not apply to the British Government to be put 
in possession of any of my villages, nor will 1 ask assistance to control them. 

Article 9, 

I agree to appoint one of my confidential persons to attend the Officer of 
the British Government as vakeel, in order to execute such orders as he mar 
receive. And if the British Officer shall be from any reason displeased with 
such vakeel, I agree immediately to recall him and to appoint another in his 
stead. I hereby declare that I will in no respect whatever omit to ihinl ail 
the conditions of the nine Articles contained in this obligation. 


Translation of a Sunnud granted to Thahodl Dm-m"

Be it known to the chowdrics, kanoongoe^, nrmnrnhrr: rr : -rr.r-.'j — ■ — 
of the pergunnah of Mehur, dependent in IlnrhArmf in: Gnir 
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Doorjun Sing, the younger son o£ Benee Hoozooree, being the established 
proprietor of the pergunnah of Mehur, situated above the Ghats, havinp- 
professed his obedience and submission to the British Government, and bavin^ 
conducted himself ever since the period of the accession of the province of 
Bundelcund to the British Government, with strict zeal and unshaken attach- 
ment to the British cause ; and Whereas the said Doorjun Sing having,' during 
the officiate of Captain John Baillie, Agent to the Governor-General, deputed 
his confidential vakeel to that officer, to solicit a grant of his jaghire from the 
British Government, and having accordingly, after presenting an obligation 
of allegiance comprising five Articles received a Sunnud under the seal and 
signature of the said Captain Baillie; and Whereas that Sunnud comprehend- 
ing no separate list of villages, and the other jaghiredars of Bundelcund 
having received revised Sunnuds under the seal and signature of the Eight 
Honorable the Governor-General, and Thakoor Doorjun Sing having now 
solicited a revised grant, comprising a list of the names of all the villages in 
his possession, and ratified by the Right Honorable the Governor-General, and 
having also, with a view to strengthen his allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment, presented a revised obligation of allegiance containing nine distinct 
Articles : This hereditary grant, ratified by the seal and signature of the 
Right Honorable the Governor-General, and confirming in perpetuity to 
Thakoor Doorjun Sing the villages detailed in the subjoined schedule, with all 
the rights, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging, is hereby con- 
ferred upon the said Doorjun Sing ; and so long as the said Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing and his heirs and successors shall firmly abide by the conditions con- 
tained in his obligation of allegiance which he has delivered, the British 
Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor Doorjun Sing proprietor 
and manager of these villages ; and it is the duty of Thakoor Doorjun Sing, 
on his part, to devote himself to the amelioration and improvement of his 
lands, rendering the inhabitauts contented and grateful by his management, 
and to enjoy the produce of his jaghire in the exercise, of zeal and attachment 
to the British Government.

Translation of the Engagement taken from Thakoor Bishen 

Sing — 1826. 

I, Thakoor Bishen Sing, son of the late Thakoor Doorjun,- jaghiredar of 
Myhere, in the Nerbudda and Saugor territories ; Whemas formerly when the 
authority of the British Government was first established in the territories 
dependent on Bundelcund, my late father Thakoor Doorjun Sing ecease , 
having professed his obedience to the said Government, obtaine ® 

Agent for Political Affairs a Sunnud confirming to hina his jaghire ; atterwaras, 
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at the request of my aforesaid father, an engagement of allegiance and sub- 
mission under bis baud and seal, comprising nine Articles, was delivered to 
llie Agent fm* political afFairs, and a Siinnnd was granted under the band and 
seal of the Governor-General, comprehending a detail of the villages contained 
in the ilakab of Mybere ; and, Whereas my father departed this life on the 
23rd day of Pbagoon in the Sumbnt year 1882, having I'epeatedlj’- during bis 
lifetime solicited the permission of the British Government to make over bis 
jagbire jointly to bis two sons, namely, myself and my brother, which propo- 
sal being at variance with the usage established amongst the Chieftains of 
these provinces, and tending to create disorder in the ilakab of IMyhere, was 
not assented to ; hut after the death of my father and the occurrence of dis- 
putes between myself and ray brother, when the death of Thakoor Doorjun 
Sing and the circumstances of us his two sons were reported to Government 
by Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor-General in these terri- 
tories, the Government adverting to the constant desire and intention of the 
late Thakoor, who from paternal aOection wished that a perfect equality should 
exist between us two brothers in the inheritance of his territory and effects, 
was pleased to direct that the town and fort of Mybere should be made over 
to Thakoor Bishen Sing, and that the remainder of the lands and proi^erty 
should be divided equally into two parts, and one of them granted to me ami 
the other to my brother ; and Whereas in conformitj' to tlic above arrange- 
ment I have received through Mr. Maddock, acting Agent of the Governor- 
General aforesaid, possession of the town and fort of Myheve and of half the 
territoiy, and am to receive hereafter a Sunnud for the same from Govern- 
ment; with a view therefore to confirm my allegiance and fidelity to the 
British Government 1 have delivered to Mr. T. H. Maddock, acting Agent of 
the Governor-General, this obligation; and I do hereby promise and engage 
to adhere firmly to the provisions contained in the five following Articles, and 
never on any account to infringe or deviate from them. 

Article 1. 

I engage to maintain no intercourse with any marauders, whether in or 
out of the province of Bundolcund, and to give them or their families no 
asylum in my ilakab, and to abstain from all correspondence with them. I 
promise to engage in no dispute nor quarrel with the adherents or dependants 
of the British Government; and in the event of any Chieftain or Rajah of 
this territory in alliance with the Government, entering into a dispute with me 
respecting the boundaries of my raehals or villages or on any other subject 
whatever, 1 engage to represent all the circumstances of the case to the 
British Government, with a view to its adjustment of the dispute, and to abide 
implicitly by its decision, and to take no steps towards obtaining redress with 
my own hands without the authority of the British Government, to which I 
promise on all occasions to conduct myself with strict obedience and submission. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes in my jaghire in such manner as to 
obstruct the inroads of marauders, plunderers or other malicious persons, and 
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enbctually to prevent flicni from obtaining: a passage into the British terri- 
tories ; and if any Chiefs or Commanders of troops, belonging to neighbouring 
countries, allompti to penetrate through my jurisdiction into the British 
territories, 1 engage to eonvc}' intelligence of their approach to the British 
Oflicors hoforo they shall have arrived on the frontier of my jaghive, and to 
exert myself to the utmost of my power iu opposing them, I will not har- 
bour tbioves nor robbers in my jagliire; and if any property be plundered or 
stolon from merchants or travellers in any of my villages, I engage to cause 
the zemindar of such village to roslorc the property stolen or robbed, or to , 
deliver up tbe ibiof or robber to tbo Brilisb Government, and if any person 
cliargcd with the commission of murder or any other crime in the British 
territorv take refuge in nnv of my villages, I agree to apprehend and give up 
nil such offenders' to the 'British Government, and to prevent their escaping 
into any other jurisdiction. 

Auticlb 3. 

■Whenever the British troops shall Imve to pass through my jnghire in 
pron-rcss in any place or in any direction, I promise not only not to oppose or 
ob^ruct their march but also to depute respectable and intelligent persons to 
conduct them by any route they may please to follow; mid iT 

British troops sball remain in my jagbire or its vicinity, I promise to fuiuis 
them with supplies and all nccessitry articles.- 

Auticlk 4. 

As I have heen put into possession of the villages enumerated in my 
Snnmul by (bo ooting Agent ot tUo Govcraor.(Jcnora , I do sot npply 
Briti*?!! Government to be put in possession by its assistance, but m tlie

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Whereas formerly in the year 1814 A.D., at the request of the Thakoor 
Doorjun Sing deceased, who from the first establishment of the British 
authority in Bundeleuud evinced his submission and obedience to the British 
Government, he received from the Right Hon^ble the Governor- General a 
Sunnud confirming to him in jaghire the villages of the ilakah of Myhere; 
and since the death of the aforesaid Thakoor, adverting to the known inten- 
tion of the said Thakoor who during his lifetime had given in a Wajib-ool- 
urz, requesting that the jaghire of Myhere might be confirmed to his two 
sons Jointly, and on account of the occurrence of disputes and disagreement 
between the two sons after the death of their father, the following arrange- 
ment was directed by the British Government to be carried into effect. 

After making over the town and fort of Myhere Khas to Thakoor 
Bishen Sing, the eldest son of the late Thakoor Doorjun Sing, the remainder 
of the villages of the above Jaghire to be equally divided between the two 
sons, that is to say, Thakoor Bishen Sing, the eldest son, and Thakoor Praeg 
Das the youngest son ; and Thakoor Bishen Sing, in order to strengthen his 
allegiance to tlie British Government, having presented a written engagement 
containing five distinct Articles : therefore this Sunnud has been granted to 
him conferring upon him and his descendants in perpetuity the following 
villages with all the rights, appurtenances, and revenues thereunto belonging ; 
and so long as the said Thakoor Bishen Sing and his heirs shall firmly abide 
by the conditions contained in his obligation of allegiance which he has deli- 
vered, the British Government will not interfere with nor resume these lands. 

You will accordingly consider the said Thakoor proprietor and manager 
of these villages ; and it is the duty of the said Thakoor Bishen Sing, on his 
part, by the cultivation and improvement of his villages, to render the 
inhabitants contented and grateful, and to enjoy the produce of his Jaghire 
- in the exercise of obedience and attachment to the British Government.

AriEB. Addeess, , 

^ I beg to inform you that, after looking into the papers on the subject 
of the arrangements proposed by the Saheb Muntzim (Deputy Commissioner) 
with regard to my estate, I have of my own accord and free will acceded to 
-the arrangements thus proposed, and have accordingly affixed my seal to those 
papers_aud signed them. 
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It is now my desire that the management of my estate may be conducted 
by Government in the manner proposed, as I shall thereby be freed from the 
burden of the affairs of the estate and of my debts. This freedom cannot be 
effected but by your favor. I therefore of my own accord and free will send 
you this application under my seal and signature attested by four credible wit- 
nesses. 

I trust you will consider me as ever anxious for your prosperity and 
obedient to the orders of Government.

Translation of Khut from tbe Chief of Myhere, to Lieu- 
tenant Guedon, Superintendent of that State, — (dated the 
21st October 1863) . 

I have received your letter regarding the giving land from my State for 
the Railway and Railwa}' works. 
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As directed by yon, I agree to give, according to the subjoined conditions 
stated in your letter, land in my ilaka for the Railway, as other Rajahs and 
Chiefs have done, in the hope of advantage to the people and merchants, and 
of the welfare of my ilaka. 

The conditions are these— 

1. All land required by Government for the Railway or Railway works 
and buildings is given in perpetuity with the entire jurisdiction thereof. 

All persons residing within the limits (of the land given), whether snli- 
jocts of my State or Government, will be considered as under the jurisdiction 
of the Government officers of the Railway. 

2. All dispute between the officers and servants, etc., of the Railway and 
the subjects of the State living outside the Railway limits will be heard and 
settled by the Agency {i.e., Political) Officer. 

Thus I have signified ray agreement to give land in my ilaka for the 
Railway on the terms indicated in your letter. 

As you are superintending this State, the entire authority lies with you ; 
you will (doubtless) do what will be proper for my advancement and welfare. 
I do not need to enquire. 

Be pleased to regard with consideration what I write.

GLANCE presented by Latjl Amaun Sing of Soiiawul ruid 
PwYGAWN — 1809. 

Whereas I, Laul Amaun Sing, sincerely profesf-ing my e»/)/m //(;;'/;// /ind 
attachment to the British Government, have i/i variably friufiiff i-l/'/i my 
dicnce to the officers appointed to the supciintcndco'^y; of fj^c p/oviocc o' 
Bundelcund from the period of if« first .cnnc/atio/i V/ tbe : 
and Whereas an Tkrarnamah or obligation of alley la ov; bayin// ja'i-ly beer, 
required of me ; Therefore, and with a view to 007 / //.0 my obedieneo -sr 
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aUaclimciifc to the British Government, I have prepared and hereby present 
this Ikrarnamah containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr. John Richardson 
from whom_ I have received a Snnnud, confirming to me all ray ancient 
possessions in this province; and I hereby declare that I will scrupulously 
observe all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah and never evade nor 
infringe any one of them. 

Auticle 1, 

I hereby engage never to connect myself with any marauders or plun- 
derers either within or out of the province of Bnndelcnnd, to afford them no 
asylum or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and 
to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence with them. I further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of melmls or villages or from any other cause, between me and 
any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependence on the British 
Government, 1 agree to submit such dispute without delay to the officers of 
the British Government for tlicir decision, and implicitly to observe and 
abide by what decision shall be passed upon it, I further engage to make no 
reprisals on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force without the 
]»ermission of the British Goverument, aud always to be obedient and submis- 
sive to the Goverumeut. 

Article 2. 

I engage to guard all the passes up the Ghats which are situated iu my 
possession in such a manner as to prevent all marauders, plunderers, and 
evil-disposed persons froin ascending or descending the Ghats by any of those 
passes, and from entering the British territories for the purpose of exciting 
disturbances ; and if any sirdars of troops should meditate an invasion of the 
British territories through my possessions, I engage to give timely notice 
thereof to the officers of the British Government, and to use every practicable 
exertion to obstruct their progress. 


Article 3. 


Whenever the British troops shall have occasion to ascend the Ghats by 
any of the passes situated within my possessions, 1 apee not only not to 
obstruct or impede their progress, but to depute an intelligent person o 
conduct them by the most convenient route, and to furnish them with the 
necessary supplies and provisions so long as they shall continue within or in 
the vicinity of my possessions. 


Article 4-. 


If any of the siihjects of the British Government abscond and take 
refuge in any of my villages, I engage to deliver up such person to the offieeis 

of the British Government immediately on his I 

of my ryots or zemindars abscond and take refuge in the British teiii / 
•agree to submit to the principal officers . in Bundelcund a statemeu 
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complaint against such person and to abide bj whatever orders may be passed 
on the occasion agreeably to the Regulations of the Government, and to take 
no steps of my own accord to apprehend him. 

Article 5i 

I engage not to harbour thieves or robbers in any of my villages ; and 
if the property of merchants or travellers be stolen or robbed in any of tlie 
villages subject to my authority, I agree to render the zemindars of such 
village responsible for the restitution of the stolen property, or for the delivery 
of the thief or robber to the officers of the British Government; and if, any 
felon or murderer or person or persons amenable to the British laws for crimes 
committed in the British possessions should take refuge in any of my villages, 
I engage to seize and deliver over such offenders to the British Government, 
and not to permit their escape from my possessions. 

Article 6. 

Having presented a statement and list of the villages in my possession, 
and having obtained a Sunnud for the same, I therefore promise and engage 
that if amongst the villages enumerated and stated by me, any village the 
property of any other person shall be found and the right to the same proved, 
or it shall appear that during the government of the Nawa;b Ally Bahadoor 
the said village or villages were not in ray possession, I bind myself to abide 
by whatever the British Government shall be pleased to direct, and obey the 
same implicitly. 

Article 7, 

Whereas Gopaul Sing of the Boondellah caste and Bahadur Sing of the 
Purliar sect have rebelled against the British Government, and have plundered 
and carried their outrages into the villages granted by the British Government 
to the Rajahs Bukht Sing and Kishore Sing ; I therefore engage and promise 
not to'give the above rebels shelter or protection in any part of my possessions, 
and not to suffer them to pass through my territories to those of either of the 
aforesaid Rajahs or of the British Government ; and if the said men shall 
either openly or secretly come into my possessions, I will by every means in 
my power attempt to seize on and apprehend them ; and if in the execution of 
this engagement I am negligent or step aside from its performance, I agree to 
any responsibility that the British Government may thiuk proper. 

Article 8. 

As the villages inserted in the Sunnud now granted by the, British G0V7 
evnment are my hereditary property descended to me through many genera- 
tions, and as I am now in possession thereof, I hereby bind myself that, after 
having’ received my Sunnud from the British Government, I will not require 
or ask to be put in possession of one village amongst' the before enumerated 
villages, nor require from the British Government any aid for their govern- 
ment. 
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Article 9. 

I will appoint on my part a person from amongst those in whom I have 
confnlonce, who slmll remain at all times as a vakeel for the transaction of my 
hnsiness in the presence of the representative of the Governor-General in 
Bundolcuna ; and if the British representative shall, on any account or for any 
fault be displeased with the above person, I will recall him and send another. 

This engagement, containing nine Articles under my seal and signature, 
I have delivered to the British Government, and I promise and bind myself 
strictly to abide by the above stipulated Articles and in no sort deviate there- 
from.

Tra.nsla.tion of a Sunnud granted to Latjl Amaun Sing. 

Be it known to all chowdries, Icanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddumg 
of the tuppas of Sohawul and Rygawn, in the talooks of Doorgunpore and 
Birsingpore, in the province of Bundelcund j that Whereas Laul Amaun Sing, 
one of the hereditary Chieftains of the province of Bundelcund, having from 
the period of the annexation of the said province to the territories of the 
Honorable the East India Company invariably observed a friendly conduct 
and refrained from every outrage or any sort of improper conduct, and now 
manifests his wish to be admitted to obedience and submission to the British 
Government and having lately presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of 
allegiance to the British Government by himself, and requesting a Sunnud 
confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now occupied 
by him j be therefore enters iuto the present engagement, consisting of nine 
Articles, expressive of his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government: 
Therefore, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Govern- 
ment, and to the support of his claims as a hereditaiy Chieftain of this pro- 
vince, the villages contained in the subjoined schedule, which from ancient 
times have been and still are in his possession, are hereby granted to the said 
Laul Amaun Sing, and the said villages shall continue in the permanent pos- 
session of the said Laul Amaun Sing aud his successors. So long as he and 
they shall continue strictly to adhere to the conditions of the Ikrarnamah, 
and to be obedient and submissive to the British Government, the villages 
enumerated below shall be confirmed aud continued to him and his heirs, free 
of revenue. 

The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and mokuddums of the said vil- 
lages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
villages under the authority of the said Laul Amaun, Sing ; and it is t e 
duty of the said Laul Amaun Sing to render his ryots and zemindai’s happy 
aud grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote ins 
utmost attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and final y 
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to remain firm in his obedience and submission to the British Government 
according to his several stipulated Articles of Engagement. After the sanc- 
tion of the Right Honorable the Governor-General in Council shall be obtained, 
another Sunnud signed by the Right Honorable the Governor-General will be 
exchanged for and substituted in the place of the present Sunnud granted by 
the Agent to the Governor-General.

Translation of an obligation of allegiance presented by Lal 
Sew Sing, Chief of Sohawul — 18di3. 

"Whereas from the period the provinces of Baghelcuud and Bundelcund 
came into the possession of the British Government, I, Lal Sew Sing, acknow- 
ledging my dependence to the Biitish Government, place myself in submis- 
sion to its officers who may be appointed to the charge of these provinces with 
the view of confirming my obedience and allegiance to the British Govern- 
ment. .1 now. present this obligation containing eight Articles duly signed 
and sealed by me to Major William Henry Sleeman, Agent to the Governor- 
General, hoping to receive a Sunnud confirming to me the villages which by 
inheritance have come into my possession ; I therefore promise to adhere to the 
Articles contained in the obligation and never to depart or deviate from them. 

Article 1. 

I will not in any way connect myself with any evil-disposed persons 
either. within or without the provinces of Baghelcund and Bundelcund, nor 
will I afford them shelter, nor allow the families of such persons to reside in 
my possessions, nor will I hold any correspondence with such persons, nor will 
I enter into any disputes with any of the adherents or servants of the British 
Government, and if on any subject disputes with any of the adherents cf the 
British Government should arise, I will instantly request the ef the 

British. Government to settle the subject of the dispute, and ~itts-sr d-tetsttn 
may be made I will agree to the same and not deviate from snth dt-risttn. I 
further promise not to retaliate any act of hostility received dr-m rntther nor 
without permission of the British Government to give mj=elf rnd it; 

every respect I will be obedient to the British GovemmErLt, 
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marauders, and plunderers, nor will I ever allow marauders and suspicious 
persons to pass tlirougli nay possessions for the purpose of creating disturb- 
ances in the Jiritisli territories, and if any Ciiief or Commander of troops 
should design to penetrate into the British territory through my possessions, I 
will give intelligence of his approach before he arrives near my possessions ; 
and I will use my utmost endeavours to obstruct this advance. 

Article 8. 

Whenever the British troops have occasion to proceed through the passes 
loading into my possessions I will not in any manner hinder them, and more- 
over will give orders to this effect to my people, and I will depute a confiden- 
tial person to accompany them, and they are at liberty to proceed by any road 
they may please, and whilst the British troops are in my possessions or in the 
neighbourhood I will cause Rusud supplies and all necessary articles to he 
couliuually furnished to them. 

Article 4. 

If any British subject should abscond and come and reside in my posses- 
sions, on application of the officers of the British Government I will give him 
up, and if any of my subjects should abscond and go and reside in the British 
territory, I will make my application to its officers to give up such persons, and 
whatever may be ordered agreeable to the regulations of the British Govern- 
ment I will conform to. 1 will not of myself cause such persons to be seized. 

Auticle 6. 

I will not permit thieves and thugs to reside in my possessions, and if 
the property of any merchant or traveller should be stolen in my possessions, 
I will call on the zemindars of the place where the robbery may occur and 
make them pay the value of the property stolen, or seize and deliver over the 
thieves and plunderers to the officers of the British Government, and any 
person who having committed murder in the British territory shall come into 
my possessions, I will have him seized and delivered over to the officers of the 
British Government and will not allow him to escape from my possessions 
into those of others. 

Article 6. 

Should any village in the list of the villages in my possessions which 
I have presen4d, and agreeable to which I have received from the British 
Governnfent the Sunnud, belong to another person, and it be evident that in the 
name of Nawah UHee Bahadoov it was not in my possession, whatever decision 
the British Goerument may give I will obey and not offer any excuse. 


Article 7. 

As the villages mentioned in my Sunnud belonged to my ance6toi;s, I 
therefore bind myself on receiving my Sunnud not to apply to the British 
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Government to assist me in obtaining possession of any of them nor to aid me 
in the manageihent of my possessions. 

Article 8. 

Of my coiifidential servants I will cause one to be always in attend- 
ance as a Vakeel on the officer of the British Government^ and if the officer 
of the British Government should for any fault become offended with him, I 
will instantly recall him and send another person in his place. 

This obligation of allegiance containing eight Articles I have forwarded 
under my own signature to the office of the British Government, and I bind 
myself not to depart from it in any way.

Translation of a Sunnud granted to Lall Sheo Sing, Eais of 

Sohawul, in the year 184i3.

Be it known to all chowdrees, canoongoes, zemindars, and mukuddums 
of the tuppas of Sohawul and Ryegaon in the talooks of Doorjunpoor and 
Birsingpoor in the provinces of Bundelcund and Baghelcund, that whereas 
Lall Aman Sing, who is one of the hereditary Chieftains of these provinces, 
has never rebelled against the British Government, but has invariably remained 
firm in his allegiance to it, and has obeyed the orders of its officers ; and 
whereas he has applied for the grant of a Sunnud confirming him in possession 
of the Chieftainship, and has presented an ikrarnamah or obligation of alle- 
giance to the British Government consisting of sixteen. Articles and dated the 
16th July 1809, corresponding with the 19th Assar Sanie, Sun 1216 P. S. : 
Upon this a Sunnud, dated 18th July 1809, corresponding with 21st Asar Sanie, 
Sumbut 1216 Fuslee, was granted, to him confirming him in the permanent 
possession of 217 k villages so long as he and his successors continue strictly to 
adhere to the conditions of the ikrarnamah and to be obedient and submissive 
to the British Government. Lall Aman Sing enjoyed those villages during 
his lifetime, and he died on Tuesday, the 8th March 1842, corresponding with 
Fagoon Buddee EkadusSee, Sun 1248 Fuslee. Lall Sheo Sing, the eldest son 
of Lall Aman Sing, presented to the Agent, Governor-General, a new ikrarna- 
mah, consisting of eight Articles (omitting the 7th Article in the ikrarnamah of 
Lall Aman Sing as no longer necessary in the present circumstances), exju’ess- 
ing his sincere attachment and fidelity to the Government, and requesting a 
new Sunnud confirming him in the property and possession of the villages now 
occupied by him. Government, therefore, acknowledging the right of Lall 
Sheo Sing, and with a view to the entire satisfaction of the British Govern- 
ment, and to the support of his claims as a hereditary Chieftain of those prov-

The chowdrees, canoongoes, zemindars, and mukuddums of the said 
villages will continue ns heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
villages under the authority of the said Lnll Sheo Sing, and it is the duty of 
the said Lall Shoo Sin^ to render his ryots and zemindars happy and grateful 
hy the just administration of his Government, to devote his utmost attention 
to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally to remain firm 
in his obedience and submission to the British Government according to his 
several stipulated Articles of engagement.

Tkanslation of Ehut from the Bais of Sohawl to 2nd Poli- 
tical Assistant, Nagode, dated the 31st August 1863. 

(After ack'nowledging receipt of khut dated 31st July 1863, requesting 
the Chief to give the laud required for the Railway.) 
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As the construction of tlie (Rail) road will be an advantage to tbe people, 
a general benefit, and a stimulus to tbe prosperity of the ilaka, I theref^ore 
willingly give as much land of my State as may be required for tbe Railway 
works in perpetuity, with tbe entire jurisdiction thereof ; nothing shall be 
done contrary to the following conditions: — 

1st . — The land which may be required by Government for the Railway 
works and buildings is given in perpetuity, with its entii-e jurisdiction and 
authority. 

All residents within the limits of that land, whether they be subjects of 
this State or of Government, shall be considered under the jurisdiction of the 
Railway officers and the Government authorities, 

2nd , — All disputes between the officers, work-people, and servants of the 
Railway, and the subjects of this State who live outside the Railway bounds, 
shall be heard and settled by the Agency (Political) Officers.

Whereas I, Laul Dhooniaput, sincerely professing my submission and 
attachment to the British Government, have invariably manifested my obe- 
dience to the officer appointed to tbe superintendence of the province of Bun- 
delcund from tbe period of its first annexation to the British territories ; 
and Whereas an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance having lately boon 
required of me : Therefore, and with a view to confirm my obodionoo and 
attachment to the British Government, I have prepared and horoby prosonii 
this Ikrarnamah, containing nine distinct Articles, to Mr. John lliolmrdson, 
from whom I have received a Sunnud confirming to mo all my anoinnt ponnoH- 
sions in this province ; and I hereby declare that I will sorn))n1ouRly ol)norvo 
all the Articles contained in the Ikrarnamah, and never evade nor iafri)jgo 
any one of them. 
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Article 1. 

I hereby engage never to connect myselE with any maraudere or plan* 
derers either within or out o£ the province of Bundelcund, to afford them do 
asylum, or permit their families or children to reside in my possessions, and 
to abstain from all intercourse and correspondence with them. • I further 
engage to avoid entering into quarrels or disputes with the dependants and 
servants of the British Government ; and if at any time a dispute should arise 
on account of mehals or villages, or from any other cause, between me and 
any of the Rajahs and Chiefs of this province in dependanee on the British 
Government, I agree to submit such dispute without delay to the ofiBeers of 
the British Government for their decision, and implicitly to observe and abide 
by whatever decision shall be passed upon it. I further engage to make no 
reprisal on any one for past injuries, nor to seek redress by force without the 
permission of the British Government, and always to be obedient and submis- 
sive to the Government.

Be it known to all chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and raokuddums' 
of the pergunnah of Kotee, in the zillah of . Bundelcund, in the province of 
Bundeleund ; that Whereas Laul Dhooniaput, one of the hereditary Chieftains 
of the province of Bundelcund, having from the period of the annexation of 
the said province to the territories of the Honorable the East India Company 
invariably observed a friendly conduct and i*efrained from every outrage or* 
any sort of improper conduct, and now manifests his wish to be admitted to 
obedience and submission to the British Government; and having lately in 
person presented an Ikrarnamah or obligation of allegiance to the British 
Government, and requesting that a Sunnud confirming him in the property 
and possession of the villages now occupied by him ; he therefore enters into' 
the present engagement, consisting of nine Articles, expressive of his sincere 
attachment and fidelity to the Government : Therefore, and with a view to 
the entire satisfaction of the British Government and to the support of his 
claims as a hereditary Chieftain of this province, the villages contained in the 
subjoined schedule, which from ancient time have been and still are in his 
possession, aa’e hereby granted, to the said Laul Dhooniaput, and the ‘said’ 
villages shall continue in the permanent possession of the said Laul Dhooniaput' 
and his successors. So long as he and they shall continue strictly to adhere 
to the conditions of the Ikrarnamah and to be obedient and submissive to the 
British Government, the villages enumerated below shall be confirmed and 
continued to him and his heirs free of revenue. 


The chowdries, kanoongoes, zemindars, and^ mokuddums of the said 
villages will continue as heretofore to exercise their duties in their respective 
villages under the authority of the said Laul Dhooniaput; and it is the duty 
of the said Laul Dhooniaput to render his ryots and zemindars happy and 
grateful by the just administration of his government, to devote his utmost- 
attention to the prosperity and improvement of the country, and finally to- 
remain firm in bis Obedience and submission to the British Government accord- 
ing to his several stipulated Articles of Engagement.

1919. 

(After referring to the purport of rooboearee dated 12th March 1863.) 

I formerly gave the land in my ilaka for the Railway work, and repre- 
sented it to you. 

Now, according to the injunction and purport of the rooboearee, I am in 
every way ready (to act). 

As much land of my ilaka as may be required for the Railway work I 
have given, along with the entire authority (kul hukuraut), and as many per- 
sons as are within the limits of that land will remain under the control of the 
officers and authority. 

If any dispute occur between the subjects and the Railway authorities, I 
have placed the investigation and settlement of it under the Political Officer.
